In Soup— A Mystery 
To Exhume 


Judge's Body 


The court-appointed attorney 
for San Quentin convict Ruchell 
Magee yesterday filed in Marin 
Superior Court two new affida­ 
vits which he hopes will help 
convince a judge to order that 
Judge Harold J. Haley’s body 
be exhumed. 
Attorney Ernest L. Graves is 
seeking a new autopsy in an 
attempt to show that the shot 
which killed the judge in the 
Aug. 7. 1970 shoot-out at the 
Civic Center was not fired by 
Magee. 
Dr. John Manwaring, the 
pathologist who performed the 
autopsy, has said that he was 
not sure whether a shotgun 
blast to the head or a bullet 
wound in the chest killed the 
judge. 
Yesterday Graves filed affi­ 
davits in which Dr. Manwaring 
said that he had changed his 
mind last month about the fatal 
wounds suffered by two other 
persons who died in the shoo­ 
tout. 
The pathologist said that af­ 
ter consultation with ballistic 
experts and examination of the 
clothing worn by Jonathan 
Jackson and San Quentin in­ 
mate William Christmas he had 
reversed his earlier conclu­ 
sions. 
In both instances the doctor 
said that what he had said were 
exit wounds were actually en­ 
trance wounds. 
Graves apparently hopes that 
the doctor’s admission of his 
mistakes will point up what he 
considers the need for a new 
autopsy on the judge. 
Judge Richard E. Amason of 
Contra Costa County has set a 
hearing for Sept. 22 on the 
exhumation request and has set 
that time for Judge Haley’s 
widow to come forward if she 
wishes to protest. 


W ASHIN GTO N (U P I) - 
Spokesmen for the Food and 
Drug Administration and the 
Campbell Soup Co. still do not 
know exactly what caused the 
botulism that contaminated 
chicken vegetable soup canned 
by Campbell’s in Paris, Tex. 


FDA Commissioner Charles 
C. Edwards told a House Com­ 
merce subcommittee Friday 
that the plant was found to be 
clean and modern and that 
scientists have theories but that 
tests to pinpoint the exact, cause 
are not completed. 


Last month, Campbell’s re­ 
called thousands of cans of the 
soup after tests indicated botul­ 
ism, a deadly poison, in some 
cans. The firm later recalled 
cans of vegetarian vegetable 
soup after bacteria spores were 
found in samples of the soup. 
Edwards told the subcommit­ 
tee he will complete within the 
next two weeks a series of 
proposals for improving FDA 
inspection methods including a 
recommendation that the 60,000 
food manufacturing plants be 
federally licensed. 
Edwards said that through 
licensing “ we could see to it 
that they had certain types of 
technical help we feel are nec­ 
essary in a modern food plant 
and also compile a complete 
list of manufacturers. 
He said that a doubling ofthe 
FD A ’s $100 million annual 
budget would be needed to im- 


prove inspection techniques 
with the bulk of the increase 
going to expansion of the FDA’s 
present force of 250 field and 
port inspectors. 
The extra effort required for 
the Campbell’s recall and the 
Bon Vivant case in which one 
man died from eating botulism 
contaminated soup plus the 
mercury-in-tuna 
investigation 
caused cancellation of thou­ 
sands of scheduled plant inspec­ 
tions, Edwards said. 
E. M. Nuckols Jr., a senior 
vice president of Campbell 
Soup Co., testified his company 
had produced 100 billion cans of 
food over 102 years without a 
recall due to botulism toxin. 
“ Until several hypotheses can 
be checked by inoculated and 
incubated test packs —which 
will require several weeks —it 
is too early to make any state­ 
ments concerning the cause,” 
Nuckols said. 
However, he said from what 
is known now “ several most 
unusual circumstances” could 
have ocurred simultaneously 
and combined to impede effec­ 
tive heat penetration into the 
center of a few cans. 
Heat penetration is affected 
by a number of circumstances 
including density of the prod­ 
uct. moisture content and tem­ 
perature of the soup in the cans 
when they enter the cooker — 
all factors Nuckols said are 
carefully monitored by inspec­ 
tors.

Unio n’s attitu de to ward the 
world, and to ward itself. He 
made “p eacefu l coex istence—a 
recu rrent p hrase in the reco rd 
of Ru ssian Co mmu nism—the 
co rnersto ne of Sov iet foreign 
p olicy . 
At home, he began to ease the 
rigid p olitical controls imp osed 
by Stalin, and in 195 6 he 
stu nned his co u ntry men and the 
world by directly attacking the 
dictato r's memo ry . His sp eech 
at the 20th p arty congress that 
y ear denou nced Stalin as a 
ty rant, a mu rderer, a liar and 
military bu ngler. 
His ap p arent liberalism led to 
u nrest in the o p p ressed Sov iet 
blo c co u ntries and p o litical 
p ressu re from orthodox Com­ 
mu nists — u ntil Khru shchev 
cru shed the Hu ngarian rev o lt 
with tanks in 1956, and he 
smashed op p osition at home a 
y ear later. 
His o p p o nents misju dged 
Khru shchev ’s p olitical acu men 
and lo st a dramatic Central 
Committee showdown in 195 7. 
When the du st settled, a half 
dozen fo rmer top Kremlin lead­ 
ers were ou t of p ower and 
Khru shchev ’s au tho rity was u n­ 
challenged. 
With 
his 
p o wer 
secu re,. 
Khru shchev set abou t u sing it. 
He trav eled ex tensiv ely and 
met scores of foreign leaders. 
He imp ressed some, like Brit­ 
ain’s Harold Macmillan, and 
q u arreled with o thers, inclu ding 
then Vice President Richard M. 
Nix on. 
Later he met, and was im­ 
p ressed by , President Jo hn F. 
Kennedy , bu t he cared less fo r 
his fellow Commu nist, Mao Tse- 
tu ng, and he p resided o v er the 
ex p losiv e breakdo wn in rela­ 
tions between China and the 
Sov iet Union. 
Khru shchev trav eled ex ten­ 
siv ely thro u gh the United States 
in 1959 and it looked for a time 
as if America and the Sov iet 
Union wou ld come to terms. 
Bu t then came the U2 incident, 
and in his rage Khru shchev 
scu ttled the 1961 Paris su mmit 
co nference. 
* 
There ensu ed a time of tro u ­ 
bles in East-West relatio ns — 
first Berlin, then Khru shchev ’s 
heckling of a sp eech by a Phil­ 
ip p ine U.N. delegate by bang­ 
ing a shoe on his desk in the 
General Assembly chamber of 
the United Nations. 
The greatest crisis came in 
3962 when a frightened world 
watched the Cu ban missile cri­ 
sis u nfold. Khru shchev backed 
down, and in defeat earned the 
resp ect of many who were his 
enemies. 
It did his rep u tatio n no good 
at home, howev er. Thou gh no­ 
body ou tside the Kremlin knew 
it, Khru shchev was u nder at­ 
tack becau se of agricu ltu ral 
p ro blems and his enemies were 
at wo rk against him. To the 
su rp rise of the world, Khru sh­ 
chev “ retired” in Octo by . 1964. 
He got the same treatment he 
had giv en his own op p onents:' 
no t 
death, 
bu t 
o bscu rity . 
Khru shchev became an “u np er­ 
so n,” nev er mentioned in p u blic 
and seldom seen ou tside the 
co u ntry hou se where he sp ent 
his final y ears p u ttering, p aint­ 
ing and gardening.

softer knits, the seams always 
roll and curl up on the inside 
causing extra bulk. What is 
your solution? 
MRS. K.M. 
DEAR MRS. K.M.: 
Possibly, you are referring to 
the soft sweater knits that are 
so popular today. I would sug­ 
gest machine stitching the 
seams with a straight stitch on 
the seam allowance. (Be sure to 
check the lengthwise stretch.) 
After the 
seam has 
been 
stitched, bring the two seam 
allowances together and zig-zag 
close to your seam allowance. 


Cut away the excess beyond 
this zig-zag stitching, you will 
have a finished sweater type 
seam for your garment 
Unfortunately, some sewing 
machines have tension prob­ 
lems that cause the seams to 
draw up when zig-zagged which 
can distort the shape of your 
garment. W’ith the wide variety 
of knit stitches and the combi­ 
nation of fibers, it’s best to 
pretest any stitching you are 
intending to use just to see how 
it works on the particular fab­ 
ric you are currently working 
with.

The Bald Eagle Becoming A Rarity 


Abernathy Claims 
United States 'Sick'

The continued existence of 
the bald eagle as a species is 
seriously threatened. At one 
time, it bred 'extensively over 
North America — but now it is 
regarded as one of our rarest 
birds. 
In earlier time, every lake or 
bay must have had its pairs of 
bald eagles. But today many 
Americans have never seen 
their national bird. Tlje overall 
census of bald eagles conducted 
by the National Audubon Socie­ 
ty in 1963 was given as 3,547 — 
and their numbers have been 
steadily dwindling since that 
date. Only in the northern parts 
of Canadian provinces are they 
now to be found in any numbers 
at all. 
The decline in the bald eagle 
population was originally 
brought about by indiscrimi­ 
nate slaughter. The eagle was 
not only shot by marksmen for 
sport without the benefit of 
protective laws, but was also 
relentlessly pursued by egg-col- 
lectors. 


Extensive logging has been 
another contributing factor in 
its elimination. Unlike the 
golden eagle which is a bird 
of our western mountain re­ 
gions, the bald eagle prefers 
to build its nest near the top 
of very tall trees near water. 
With the clearing of forest 
trees, the bald eagle began to 
disappear. 


Except for the almost-extinct 
California condor, the bald ea­ 
gle is the largest and most 
magnificent of all our birds of 
prey. The female, usually three 
or four inches larger than her 
mate, may attain a length of 30 
inches and sport a IV 2 foot 
wingspan. The adult bird is 
quite unmistakable by virtue of 
its majestic size and white head 
and tail.

However, it is not until the 
bird has attained its fourth year 
that it acquires the adult plu­ 
mage. Until that time, it is a 
sombre dark-brown and is then 
not easily distinguishable at a 
distance from the golden eagle. 


The bald eagle was adopted 
as the national emblem of the 
United States by act of the 
Second Continental Congress of 
1782 (much to the protests of 
Benjamin Franklin). However, 
this magnificent bird was not 
afforded protection by Federal 
law until 1940. Its provisions at 
the time did not apply to Alas­ 
ka. 


In 1917, the Legislature of 
Alaska started a campaign 
against the American eagle 
by paying a bounty of fifty 
cents a bird. These bounties 
were sponsored by the territo­ 
rial government itself in re­ 
taliation against the bird 
w hich was accused of robbing 
the country of its fish supply. 
From that date until the 
present time, the number of 
bald eagles killed for bounty 
in Alaska is believed to be no 
less than 100,000. They now 
are seldom seen in vast areas 
in this territory where they 
once abounded. 


It was only after its popula­ 
tion had been drastically re­ 
duced that investigation proved 
that the bald eagle is too lazy to 
catch live fish when it can pick 
up dead ones. 
Also, it is a poor fisherman. 
Any live fish that it can man­ 
age to capture are usually 
spawned-out salmon which re­ 
quire no real fishing at all. At 
long last in 1952, the bald eagle 
was granted full protection in 
Alaska. Anyone today found 
harming an eagle or its nest is 
subject to fines up to $500. This 
protection, however, may have 
come too late. 


On the occasions when the 
bald eagle does have a taste for 
fresh fish, it will harass the far 
more skillful fish-catching os­ 
prey, forcing it to drop its 
catch. As the fish falls from the 
clutches of the osprey, the ea­ 
gle swoops down under it and 
retrieves it before it hits the 
water. It was this trait of pira­ 
cy in the bird’s makeup that 
caused Benjamin Franklin to 
oppose the choice of the bald 
eagle for the national emblem. 
Eagles have always been 
regarded as emblems of pow­ 
er and majesty, so our nation­ 
al bird may still be admired 
by those who are not too 
familiar with its habits. In 
flight, with its pure-white 
head and tail glistening in the 
sunlight, it makes an inspir­ 
ing sight and adds grandeur 
to any scene. 
The bald eagle is a harmless 
species, its principal food being 
dead fish. When fish are scarce, 
the bald eagle may supplement 
its diet with crabs. It will occa­ 
sionally feed upon mice, rats, 
other small mammals, water­ 
fowl, and (very seldom) its im­ 
pressive size, the bird itself 
weighs no more than 13 pounds 
and is virtually incapable of 
lifting any weight in excess of 
eight or 10 lbs. Experiments 
have demonstrated this conclu­ 
sively. 
Whenever a bald eagle is 
nesting in a particular area, it 
is always apparent due to the 
immense size of its next. 
These nests (used year after 
year by the same couple) are 
refurnished each year with new

layers of branches. As a result, 
the nests often reach astound­ 
ing proportions. 
One nest which wa? used for 
20 or 30 years near St. Peters­ 
burg, Fla., is reported to have 
reached a height of 20 feet and 
a width of almost 10 feet. But 
the size of this well-established 
nest is not really so surprising, 
since the eagles mate for life 
and are often long-lived. Some 
even attain the amazing age of 
100 years. 
Today, the greatest peril 
facing the bald eagle is the 
pollution of rivers, streams 
and coastal bays which kills 
off the fish. Bald eagles, 
being largely scavengers, 
consume large quantities of 
these poisoned dead fish that 
are thrown up onto river 
banks and coastlines. The fish 
are contaminated with DDT 
and other chlorinated hydro­ 
carbons. 
These pesticides, originally 
sprayed on nearby trees and 
shrubs, are blown by the wind 
or travel with falling leaves 
along coastlines. They are then 
absorbed by the plankton, algae 
and other minute animal organ­ 
isms in the waterways. They 
are in turn eaten by the fish on 
which the bald eagle feeds. This 
accumulation of poisons con­ 
sumed by the bald eagle results 
in a sterilizing effect on its 
eggs, eventually leading to the 
death of the adult bird itself. 
One recent survey conducted 
in the States of Virginia, Mary­ 
land, North Carolina, and Dela­ 
ware, revealed 16 nests known 
to be active. Of these 16 nests, 
only three 
eaglets were 
produced. 
Another incident involves an 
adult eagle on Jamestown Is­ 
land, Virginia, where the bird 
was picked up under its nest. It 
was suffering from tremors, a 
condition typical of pesticide 
poisoning. 
By virtue of being a scaven­ 
ger, the bald eagle plays a most 
important role in the balance of 
nature. Scavengers are nature’s 
garbage collectors. Without 
them, the earth would become 
a breeding place for disease, 
and plague would certainly run 
rampant. As the bald eagle is 
also a predator, it is doubly 
useful (it frequently preys on 
small rodents). It would be sad 
indeed if we were ever to lose 
such a hird. 
However, unless the use of 
pesticide poisons is more stron- 
ly controlled in the future, the 
emllc... 
the United States 
could well become the emblem 
of extinction.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI>-Dr. 
Ralph D. Abernathy, president 
of the Southern Christian Lead­ 
ership Conference, yesterday 
termed the United States a 
“ sick” nation and charged 
President Nixon had created “ a 
climate of opposition” to busing 
of school children. 


Abernathy, who succeeded 
Dr. Martin Luther King in lead­ 
ership of the group he heads, 
held a brief news conference 
before addressing the 91st con­ 
vention of .he Baptists of Amer­ 
ica. 


“ Today’s issues are so con­ 
fused,” he said, “ and America 
is so sick. The Nixon adminis­ 
tration is so opposed to our 
ideals that the national admin­ 
istration no longer walks with 
us and no longer are our sup­ 
porters.” 


Abernathy said the current 
convention of the black branch 
of the Baptist Church was cur­ 
rently the “ best support of our 
moral cause.” He said the or­ 
ganization he represented was 
in “ a grave financial crisis” 
and if the group was to live 
“ then black people must sup­ 
port it.” 
Questioned on the current 
school busing problem. Aber­ 
nathy was critical of the admin­ 
istration’s stand. 
“ The President has created 
the climate for the opposition to 
busing,” he said. “ Those who 
follow his views have been giv­ 
en moral support to protest. 
Mr. Nixon very seldom says 
anything right, and seldom does 
he do anything that’s right.” 
Abernathy welcomed the 
move of the Black Panthers'

headquarters from Oakland to 
Atlanta. 


“ We certainly will welcome 
the Black Panthers,” he said. 
“ We would be delighted to have 
our black brothers come to 
Atlanta, an all-American city... 
It is possible that our group will 
be taken over and solve our 
financial difficulties.” 


Abernathy said the country 
certainly could not have quality 
education for all unless the 
busing program was fulfilled, 
but “ because of housing, we 
still have black ghettos and 
only white students will be 
bused while black students will 
still be walking.” 


He was asked about a black 
man’s chance of becoming a 
vice president and replied “ in 
this sick nation a black man 
does not have a chance.”

Rev. Andrzej Wan- 
tula of W arsaw. 
The em igration is a result of 
agreem ents reached last y ear 
between the Polish and West 
G erm a n g o vern m en ts w hich 
p erm it G erm an fam ilies still 
living in Poland to reunite with 
th e ir fam ilies in W est G er­ 
m any . 
W riting in “ E van g e lisc h es 
P fa rrerb la tt” — a monthly bul­ 
letin for E ast G erm an P rotes­ 
tant clergy m en — the 65-y ear- 
old p relate noted that due to 
em igration of Lutherans from 
Poland, church adm inistrative 
units m ust be constantly res­ 
tructured w'hile the ex istence of 
other units is threatened. The 
church rep orted a loss of one- 
fifth of its m em bership this 
y ear over 19 70. 
In a situation rep ort for the 
clergy p eriodical, Bishop Wan- 
tula also described his church’s 
tense relationship with the dom ­ 
inant Rom an Catholic Church 
of the country . 
Following World W ar II, he 
said, the Gatholic Church seized 
Lutheran p rop erty in the for­ 
m er G erm an territories which 
had been ceded to Poland. 
The 
seizu re 
w as 
ac c o m ­ 
p lished by the Catholic Church 
under the p retex t that the p rop ­ 
erties were goods left behind by 


the defeated G erm ans. Bishop 
W antula revealed. 
Subsequently , in order to re­ 
gain much-needed church build­ 
ings, the Lutheran chancery in 
W arsaw initiated a series of 
“ laborious court p roceedings” 
against the Catholic Church, for 
which in m any cases no verdict 
has y et been delivered, the 
Polish Lutheran leader said.

Schweitzer's Look Into 
Deeper Spiritual Life

The most shocking thing Je ­ 
sus ever said —from the view­ 
p oint of conventional wisdom — 
is that it’s a blessing to suffer. 


Many thoughtful m en, from 
the tim e of the Greek Stoics 
until now, have looked up on 
p ain and bereavem ent as inevi­ 
table asp ects of hum an ex ist­ 
ence to be borne with p atience 
and courage. 


But Jesus went m uch farther 
than that. He did not teach 
m ere resignation to life’s hurts. 
He said: “ Hap p y are those who 
mourn ... How blest are the 
sorrow ful.” 
Jesus was not a m asochist 
who took p leasure in p ain. It is 
clear from the gosp els that he 
avoided hardship w henever he 
could do so without shirking his 
duty or com p rom ising his p rin­ 
cip les. He also tried w henever 
p ossible to am eliorate the suf­ 
fering of others. 
So, when he said it is blessed 
to suffer, he did NOT m ean that 
we should go out of our way to 
incur m iseries. He was simp ly 
say ing that when trouble comes 
up on us any way , desite all our 
efforts to avoid it, we m ay find 
in it a hidden benediction. 
The late Dr. Albert Schweitz­ 
er, one of the greatest Chris­ 
tians of this or any other centu­ 
ry , regarded this teaching as 
“ the lodestar of Jesu s’ life.” 
Before he went to Africa to 
serve as a m edical m issionary , 
Schweitzer was p astor of the 
Church of St. Nicolai in S tras­ 
bourg. He frequently p reached 
serm ons on the creative asp ect 
of suffering. Some of these p re­ 
viously u np ublished serm o n s 
have been collected in a book 
called 
“ Reverence 
for Life” 
(H arp er & Row) which I com­ 
mend to every one who seeks to 
deep en his sp iritual life. 
Schweitzer rem inds us tnat 
the gosp el offers no encourage­ 
m ent to the p op ular belief that 
a p erson can p urchase Divine 
p rotection against suffering by 
being “ good.” Quite the contra-

,ry . “ The Savior suffered m ore 
than any one” and if we truly 
follow his way , he will “ draw 
us with him into his suffering.” 
M isfortune is “ p art of w hat it 
m eans to be a C hristian.” 
Why ? 
“ Because suffering is ex alta­ 
tion. Ju st as Jesus was ex alted 
on the cross, so we too m ust 
suffer in order to be ex alted 
above the world. 
“ In p ain we discover the ex ­ 
isten c e of so m eth in g h ig h e r 
than earthly 
hap p inesss 
and 
p hy sical contentm ent. Then we 
can gradually detach ourselves 
from those things which hold 
our senses cap tive ... we set our 
ey es on the eternal.” 
But Jesus was not sp eaking 
only of “ p ie in the sky ” when 
he said th at those who suffer 
will be com forted. The blessing 
to be found in p ain is a right- 
there, right-now blessing, which 
takes p lace in the very m idst of 
suffering. 
And w h at is its n a tu re ? 
Schweitzer suggests that the 
answ er can be found by looking 
back at the tim es in y our life in 
which y ou w ere calm and con­ 
tented and every thing seem ed 
to be going right for y ou.

As for the second Q uaker 
p rop osal, the AJC study said:

There are few p laces left in 
Califo rn ia where o n e can still 
ex p erien ce w hat m u st hav e 
been the “ feel” o f the Sp an ish- 
Mex ican era. 
San Ju an Bau tista — abo u t 
an ho u r an d a half driv e fro m 
Marin — is o n e o f them. 
The heart o f the little to wn 
is its an cien t p laza, o n e o f the 
few remain in g mu ch as it was 
in Sp an ish times. In the day s o f 
the do n s, it was the scen e o f 
man y bu llfights. 
Bo rderin g the n o rth side o f 
the p laza is histo ric Missio n 
San Ju an Bau tista, fo u n ded in 
179 7 as the 18th in the chain o f 
Califo rn ia missio n s. It was de­ 
sign ed as the largest o f all 21 o f 
the Alta Califo rn ia chain an d 
was bu ilt by In dian s u n der the 
directio n o f the F ran ciscan 
p adres. It was co mp leted in 
1812, fiv e y ears befo re o u r o wn 
Missio n San Rafael was fo u n d­ 
ed. On its in terio r walls y o u 
can still see the faded deco ra­ 
tio n s do n e by In dian s lo n g ago . 
In o n e win g there is a mu ­ 
seu m with man y in terestin g 
relics o f early times. 
ALSO FACING THE PLAZA 
are half a do zen o ther stru c­ 
tu res mo re than a cen tu ry o ld, 
n o w embraced in a state histo r­ 
ic p ark. These in clu de Plaza 
Hall, Plaza Stables, Plaza Ho ­ 
tel, Castro Ado be, an an cien t 
lo g cabin an d the to wn 's jail. In 
Sp an ish times, the hall was the 
settin g fo r man y a fan dan go . 
The ho tel was bu ilt o rigin ally to 
ho u se Sp an ish so ldiers. The 
Castro ado be was bu ilt to ho u se 
o fficials o f early Califo rn ia’s 
Mex ican go v ern men t. Later, it 
was the ho me o f the Patrick 
Breen family , su rv iv o rs o f the 
ill-fated Do n n er p arty . 
Alto gheter, within a q u arter 
o f a mile o f the missio n there 
rem ain two do zen bu ildin gs 
mo re than 100 y ears o ld, rep re­ 
sen tin g v ario u s architectu res o f 
early Califo rn ia. 
Man y o f these bu ildin gs are 
n o t mere mu seu m p ieces o n 
disp lay fo r to u rists. They actu ­ 
ally are still in u se as p riv ate 
residen ces o r bu sin ess bu ild­ 
in gs. 
Altho u gh streets are 
p av ed an d sidewalks mo stly 
co n crete, mu ch o f the atmo s­ 
p here o f Hisp an ic Califo rn ia is 
still p resen t. 
THE SLEEPY LITTLE to wn 
sits o n a flat o v erlo o kin g beau ­ 
tifu l, fertile San Ju an Valley .

WASHINGTON — A n ew cu re fo r the 
“co mmo n co ld” co u ldn ’t hav e co me to o 
so o n . Last week two Israeli researchers 
an n o u n ced they had been able to cu re 
n o se co lds by chillin g the big to es o f 
p atien ts’ feet. The Israelies claimed that 
the su dden temp o rary chillin g o f the big 
to es almo st immediately brin gs abo u t a 
lo werin g o f the n o rmal temp eratu re with­ 
in the n o se. An d lo werin g the n asal 
temp eratu re dries u p the n o strils, there­ 
by cu rin g the co ld. 
At the time the sto ry ap p eared o n the 
fro n t p ages o f n ewsp ap ers an d o n telev i­ 
sio n I was in bed with a sev ere n o se co ld 
an d my w’ife said to me, “ Let’s try it. 
What hav e y o u go t to lo se?” 
The Israeli researchers said they had 
dev elo p ed a sp ecial in direct co o lin g ap p a­ 
ratu s adap ted to the shap e o f the big to e. 
It u ses a refrigeran t chemical called 
dichlo ro diflu o ro rn ethan e, which can chill 
a to e in less than a min u te. Sin ce we 
didn ’t hav e this chemical av ailable my 
wife decided to tap e an ice cu be o n each 
to e. 
I LAY THERE with my feet stickin g 
o u t o f each side o f the bed an d ice cu bes 
o n my big to es. 
“ Ho w do y o u feel?” she asked. 
“ Abo u t the same.” 
“Then why are y o u lau ghin g?” 
“The water tricklin g between my to es 
makes me ticklish.” 
The ice cu bes kep t meltin g an d I kep t 
sn eezin g an d gigglin g, so my wife said, 
“ May be ice cu bes aren ’t the an swer. 
Wo u ld y o u co n sider p u ttin g bo th y o u r feet 
in the refrigerato r?” 
“YOU HAVE TO BE kiddin g,” I said. 


“ Yo u hav e ev ery thin g to gain ,” she 
said, takin g the ice cu bes o ff my to es an d 
han din g me a bathro be. 
I sat o n a kitchen chair while she 
remo v ed the fo o d fro m the shelv es o f the 
refrigerato r. “ We’ll try it in this p art o f 
the fridge an d if it do esn 't wo rk we’ll p u t 
y o u r feet in the deep freeze.” 
“ I’d ju st as so o n drin k p len ty o f liq u ids 
an d take asp irin .” 
“There,” she said, “ p u t y o u r feet o n 
the third shelf an d read a bo o k.” 
FIVE MINUTES LATER she said, “ Do 
y o u feel an y thin g?” 
“No thin g at all, ” I said. 
“Then y o u r co ld is go n e?” 
“No , my to es are fro zen . I can ’t mo v e 
them.” 
“They are so rt o f blu e. May be y o u 
better take them o u t.” 
“ Where sho u ld I p u t them, in the 
o v en ?” 
“ THERE HAS TO BE so me way o f 
freezin g y o u r to es witho u t giv in g y o u 
fro stbite,” my wife said. 
“ May be I co u ld p u t them in the 
mashed p o tato es o f a fro zen TV din n er?” 
“ Perhap s,” she said, “ if y o u stu ck y o u r 
feet again st the air-co n ditio n in g v en t.” 
“ I’d rather p u t them o u t the win do w.” 
“ I kn o w. I’ll make two fro zen daiq u iris 
an d y o u can p u t a big to e in each o n e. 
That way they ’ll freeze bu t y o u wo n ’t 
su ffer.” 
She made two daiq u iris (ban an a) an d 
in serted a to e in each glass. I relax ed as 
n atu re to o k its co u rse. My bo dy temp era­ 
tu re slo wly wen t do wn an d in half an 
ho u r my co ld was go n e. No w if I can ju st 
get rid o f this han go v er. 


WASHINGTON — It is n o t hard to p u t 
do wn the co n serv atio n ists an d en v iro n ­ 
men talists an d fu zzy -min ded idealists. 
Bu t to their credit an imp o rtan t v icto ry 
mu st be chalked u p . 
The Ato mic En ergy Co mmissio n has 
ju st ru led that all 9 6 n u clear p o wer 
p lan ts, 91 u n der co n stru ctio n , mu st sho w 
that in o p eratio n they will n o t p o llu te the 
en v iro n men t. This mean s n o t alo n e the 
threat o f a n u clear acciden t, which the 
AEC has sto u tly main tain ed is v irtu ally 
imp o ssible u n der safety regu latio n s stip u ­ 
lated by the co mmissio n , bu t p o llu tio n o f 
the waters —thermal p o llu tio n —u sed in 
the co o lin g p ro cess. 


That has been the o u tcry o f the en v i­ 
ro n men talists, who main tain that raisin g 
the temp eratu re o f the water in bay s an d 
estu aries by a degree o r ev en a fractio n 
o f a degree will destro y marin e life. This 
will, in tu rn , u p set the who le eco lo gical 
balan ce in co astal waters, en dan gerin g 
sp ecies already o n the frin ge o f ex tin c­ 
tio n . 


THE AEC ORDER fo llo wed an o p in io n 
by Ju dge Skelly Wright o f the Un ited 
States Co u rt o f Ap p eals ho ldin g that the 
co mmissio n had n o t co mp lied with the 
Natio n al En v iro n men tal Po licy Act o f 
196 9 . It was n o t en o u gh, the far-reachin g 
Wright decisio n held, to rely o n certifica­ 
tio n by the states that thermal an d o ther 
kin ds o f p o llu tio n wo u ld n o t o ccu r. The 
co mmissio n wisely decided again st car­ 
ry in g an ap p eal to the su p reme co u rt. 
Each n u clear p lan t is n o w giv en 40 
day s to p ro v e to the AEC that it will n o t 
be a p o llu ter in an y fo rm. As co n stru ctio n 
p ro ceeds the resp o n ses will be ev alu ated. 
The co n serv atio n ists may ex aggerate 
the dan gers. The fact is, ho wev er, that 
ev er sin ce that first ato m bo mb ex p lo sio n 
in the New Mex ican desert, man has 
been dealin g with fo rces hitherto u n ­ 
kn o wn o n this p lan et.

Barrows Wants Only One 


As s is tant In His Office 


Marin County should have 
only one assistant county ad­ 
ministrator instead of two and 
that assistant should get a pay 
raise because of increased re­ 
sponsibility. 
This will be the recommenda­ 
tion of County Administrator 
John F. Barrows to the Marin 
County Board of Supervisors 
next Tuesday morning. 
His assistant is Thomas F. 
Campanella, who is now getting 
$23.820 per year. Since Campa­ 
nella will be the only assistant, 
Barrows recommends that 
Campanella's pay be raised to 
$25.020 as soon as the federal 
wage freeze will permit. 
Former County Administra­ 
tor Alan Bruce, who resigned 
on July 1, had two assistants 
(Barrows and Campanella), and 
two senior administrative ana­ 
lysts (Nichael A. Chrystal and 
William R. Pryor), a total staff 
of five including himself. Pryor 
was transferred to the proba­ 
tion department in July. 


Barrows will ask for the 
same total of five, but re-allo­ 
cated in this way: 
County administrator, one as­ 
sistant (Campanella), one senior 
administrative analyst (Chrys­ 
tal), and two administrative an­ 
alysts (one is Robert Peterson, 
and the second is to be hired). 
This re-allocation will mean a 
$14,000 reduction in total cost 
for the remaining nine months 
of this fiscal year, Barrows 
said.

R. Elfyn Hughes of Ffestiniog, 
director of the Nature Conser­ 
vancy in Wales and a pioneer 
teacher of ecology at the Uni­ 
versity of Wales more than two 
decades ago.

STORY 
detailing 
his 
achievements preceded a visit 
by Dr. Hughes to California and 
his attendance as guest of hon­ 
or at a Welsh-American Society 
function. Proudly Mrs. Calkins 
wrote later: “ Professor Hughes 
(in a visit to Bwthyn Bryn) 
inspected my Welsh library and 
stated it was the best private 
collection he had seen.” 
And from the newsletter 
readers pick up such bits as: 
“ Then there was the captain 
of the Mayflower, who was a 
fellow named Jones, and among 
the Puritans who left England 
with him were many Welsh­ 
men.” 
“THE LAST surviving officer 
of the Lusitania is Capt. Idwal 
Lewis, of Stockton, who hap­ 
pens to be my uncle.” 
“ Coracles... have always 
been a source of historical in­ 
terest to mariners through the 
centuries, and are still in use 
today in some parts of Wales by 
fishermen, especially by salm­ 
on fishers on the River Severn 
and the Wye. Coracles were 
circular in form and made of 
skins stretched across a wicker 
framework.” 
“ ONE OF the best contribu­ 
tors to California history was 
Welshman Idwal Jones, best 
known for his book ‘Vermilion.’ 
However, he wrote more than 
200 stories and vignettes of 
California history, literature 
and folklore,” 
And: “ Some of the best gy- 
manfa ganus on the West Coast 
are held at a little church in 
Beaver Creek near Portland in 
Oregon.” 
Mrs. Calkins is proud of a 
letter she received from Dr. 
Islyn Thomas, president of the 
St. David’s Society of the State 
of New York, in which he 
wrote: 
“ At our quarterly meeting I 


was presented with a copy of 
Pethau Cymraeg. This indeed 
was very interesting and you 
should be congratulated on an 
excellent Welsh newspaper. 
“I WONDER if I could also 
become a member of the 
Welsh-American Society of the 
San Francisco Bay Area? The 
reason, of course, is to know 
what is going on in your area in 
W elsh affairs so that I can then 
advise Welsh Americans on the 
East Coast as to what is hap­ 
pening out there.” 
Jayne Calkins, however, is 
quick to point out that she is not 
the only Marinite active in 
Welsh affairs. 
Byron Joes, for instance, 
and now daughter Rebecca, 
have played leading roles in 
popularizing W’elsh music along 
with their contributions to Bay 
Area music generally.

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Sausalito-Owned 
Do g Has Won 
Trophies An d Degrees Galo re

The best-educated Chow 
Chow dog in the United States 
lives in Sausalito. She is Cham­ 
pion Hung Jai Lin Fa, CD, 
CDX, UD. 
That’s about the equivalent of 
a human beauty queen winning 
the Miss America title, a bache­ 
lor of arts, a master’s degree 
and a doctorate of philosophy. 
Lin F a ’s owner, Prudence 
Baxter, has one wall of her 
Cloudview Drive home adorned 
with Lin Fa’s diplomas and 
trophies earned in official 
American Kennel Club competi­ 
tion. 
ACCORDING TO the AKC, 
the Sausalito Chow Chow was 
only the seventh of her breed in 
the nation to win the CSX — 
Companion Dog, Excellent de- 
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gree — three years ago. When 
she passed the trials for UD — 
Utility Dog — this summer, she 
became the first and only ex­ 
ample of her breed to win that 
honor in this country, the AKC 
reported. 
Mrs. Mrs. Baxter bought Lin 
Fa as a fuzzy, red puppy a little 
more than five years ago, she 
held little thought of ever show­ 
ing her pet or training it in 
obedience, she said. Her main 
interest was sports car driving, 
a hobby in which she began 
collecting trophies before be­ 
coming involved in the dog 
show ring. 
“ I don’t ever let Lin Fa hear 
this, but I bought her just as a 
pet,” her proud owner said. 
“ Then we got interested in obe­ 
dience classes.” 


LIN FA DID a lot to dispel 
the public’s image of Chow 
Chows as aloof, sometimes 
cross creatures that are hard to 
train. After a few months of 
training, she won her first title 
— Companion Dog — in three 
straight competitions, scoring 
195 of a possible 200 points in 
one of the trials. 
The young obedience ring 
star was one-year-old then. A 
year later she had learned the 
complexities of the exercises 
for the Companion Dog Excel­ 
lent degree. 
In obedience competition, the 
dog and handler are scored by 
the judge on how well they 
perform the required routine, 
including walking, halting, 
turns, fast and slow gaits, 
broad jump and high jump 
tests. 
The Utility Degree requires 
even more proof of canine intel­ 
ligence.

trieve one little dumbbell from 
amo ng se ve ral tossed onto the 
ground. The correct dumbbell 
is different from the others only 
in that it has been rubbed in the 
trainer’s hands to leave a scent. 
Lin Fa, at the same time she 
was mastering all these les­ 
sons, was competing for her 
“ bench” championship. There, 
she was judged for her “ beau­ 
ty” among Chow Chows, as 
defined in a breed standard set 
by the AKC and compared with 
other Chows in competition. 
She earned her championship 
in 1970. 
About the only peak left to 
climb for Lin Fa and her owner 
is the UDT - Utility Dog, 
Tracking — obedience degree. 
Mrs. Baxter plans to start that 
difficult training this fall. At 
the moment she is busy with 
preparations for the Sir Francis 
Drake Kennel Club’s annual 
show, which will bring more 
than 2,000 dogs of all breeds to 
the Peacock Gap Country Club 
on Sept. 19. 
E X P E RIE N C E D dog show 
enthusiasts usually don’t think 
of a Chow Chow as being able 
to sniff out trails like a Blood­ 
hound or a Bird Dog, but the 
history books say Chinese em­ 
perors used Chows for hunting 
centuries ago. 
The official AKC Handbook 
said that “ perhaps the most 
unusual and lavish kennel in all 
history was the one maintained 
by a T ’ang emperor of about 


the Seventh Century AD . . . it 
housed 2,500 couples of hounds’ 
of the Chow type,”

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The Pipe Organ Comes Back

In this ag e o f the amplified 
g uitar and ro using big beat 
v o ca ls, 2 0-y ear-o ld Ro bert 
Geo rg e (Buddy ) Kurz’ fav o rite 
instrument is the pipe o rg an 
and his fav o rite music the mel­ 
lo w dance and swing tunes o f 
the 1 93 0s. 
Yo ung Kurz no t o nly listens 
to and play s pipe o rg ans — 
preferably the hug e theater o r­ 
g ans that are the surv iv o rs o f 
ano ther era — but he is also 
making a pro fessio nal o f in­ 
stalling the mammo th music- 
makers. 
He has just co mpleted the 
installatio n o f his third such 
pipe o rg an, this o ne fo r the 
Marin Pizza Pub at 526 Third 
Street, San Rafael, acro ss the 
street fro m the Mo ntecito Sh o p ­ 
ping Center. 
“ Well,” co rrects Buddy , “ y o u 
can’t really say that I hav e 
co mpleted it y et, ev en tho ug h it 
is in use. There will be so me 
finishing to uches that I will be 
taking care o f fo r so me time 
y et. There is alway s so mething 
to be adjusted, ho o ked up, fix ed 
o r tuned. It’s'a lo ng , drawn-o ut 
pro cess, befo re y o u hav e an 
o rg an just rig ht.” 
YOUNG KURZ say s he p lan s 
to remain a pro fessio nal p ip e 
o rg an installer “ just as lo n g as 
there is a call fo r this k in d o f 
wo rk.” 
And rig ht no w the pipe o rg an 
is riding a wav e o f rev iv ed 
interest that is causing it to be 
rescued fro m dusty sto re­ 
ro o ms and returned to use in 
pizza palaces, restaurants, 
co cktail lo ung es and ev en pri­ 
v ate ho mes. 
And altho ug h handbells, g ui­ 
tars and jazz and ro ck ensem­ 
bles are all being heard these 
day s inside the churches, the 
church pipe o rg an, a smaller 
sister o f the theater o rg an, is 
still the standard pro v ider o f 
the music that many relig io ns 
reg ard as co nduciv e and ev en 
essential to their wo rship. 
BUDDY KURZ’ o wn affectio n 
fo r the pipe o rg an o rig inated 
when as an 1 1 -y ear-o ld in Valle­ 
jo , where he was bo rn and 
reared, he beg an taking o rg an 
lesso ns. 
It wasn’t lo ng befo re he was 
play ing in churches fo r wo rship 
serv ices and Sunday scho o l 
classes. 
The o rg an lesso ns co ntinued 
fo r three y ears and in the third 
y ear were co mbined with piano 
instructio n. “ And I really g o t to 
be pretty g o o d,” say s Buddy . 
“ Then I just dro pped it co m­ 
pletely ,” he say s. “ I really o nly 
intended to take a sho rt v aca­ 
tio n fro m the o rg an. But I 
became inv o lv ed in o ther inter­ 
ests, and I was a lo ng time 
g etting back to it.” 


ONE OF THOSE interests 
was a jo b fo r two and a half 
y ears with a telev isio n repair 
sho p. “ A little side trip away 
fro m the pipe o rg an,” is ho w he 
describes it to day . 
But he adds that the ex peri­ 
ence in telev isio n repairs — in 
the use o f his hands — has 
serv ed him in g o o d stead in his 
wo rk with the much larg er but 
in so me way s no less delicate 
and finicky pipe o rg an. 
“ I was alway s mechanically 
inclined and liked to fo o l 
aro und, do ing o r repairing 


thing s, with my hands,” he 
say s. 
BUT EVEN during tho se 
y ears when he was no t aro und 
pipe o rg ans, his interest in the 
instruments and the music they 
pro duce remained deeply in­ 
g rained. 
“ While I wras wo rking at the 
TV sho p I bo ug ht my self a tape 
reco rder,” he recalls, “ and 
pipe o rg an music was the v ery 
first thing I reco rded.” 
The hiatus ended with the 
purchase o f a play er piano . 
“ That transactio n put me into 
co ntact with peo ple who were 
interested in pipe o rg ans, and 
g o t me to thinking abo ut them 
ag ain.” 
Sharing Buddy ’s keen interest 
was his mo ther, Mrs. Ro bert 
Kurz, who also play s the o rg an 
and who already had a Ham­ 
mo nd electro nic o rg an in her 
ho me fo r her pleasure. 


BOTH MOTHER and so n, 
ho wev er, preferred the so und o f 
the pipe o rg an to that o f the 
electro nic o rg an. So when they 
heard that a pipe o rg an o wner 
in Cupertino was interested in 
selling his instrument because 
he was mo v ing into a smaller 
ho me, they decided to inv esti­ 
g ate. 
“ We learned abo ut the o rg an 
thro ug h a friend,” Buddy say s. 
“ The fello w had purchased it 
fro m a church that in turn had 
acquired it fro m the manufac­ 
turer in the 1 920s. He had then 
installed it in his ho me and had 
been using it.” 
The Kurzes tested the o rg an 
with Mrs. Kurz at the key bo ard 
“ and it so unded g o o d.” So , in 
July o f 1 969, they made the 
acquisitio n fo r $8 00, and Buddy 
set abo ut his first pipe o rg an 
installatio n jo b in his o wn 
ho me. 


LATER THE Kurzes sig hted 
a newspaper adv ertisem ent 
that o ffered a larg er pipe o rg an 
fo r $1 ,500. 
This instrument had o rig inal­ 
ly been acquired by the Leath- 
erby 
Org an 
Co . 
o f 
San 
Francisco , no w the Ro g ers Or­ 
g an Co ., in abo ut 1 925 and used 
fo r demo nstratio n purpo ses in 
its place o f business. 
Then, in 1 94 3 , a parish in 
Salinas had bo ug ht the o rg an 
and installed it in the Ro man 
Catho lic church there. 
“ We knew that o nce a pipe 
o rg an is adv ertised fo r sale, it 
is likely to be so ld within 
ho urs,” recalls Buddy . “ So we 
to o k o ff fo r Salinas immediate­ 
ly .” 


AGAIN THE Kurzes bo ug ht 
themselv es a pipe o rg an. As 
Buddy installed this larg er o r­ 
g an in the Kurz ho me, he canni­ 
balized parts fro m the smaller 
o rg an the family already o wned 
— “ we so ld the rest o f it” — 
and the result was that “ we 
wo und up with a better instru­ 
ment than either o f the two 
o rg ans we had bo ug ht.” 
Buddy smiles: “ At that time 
we had in o ur ho me o ne pipe 
o rg an, o ne electro nic o rg an and 
two piano s.” 
A y o ung er bro ther, 1 0, beg an 
learning to play the o rg an so 
that he, to o , co uld enjo y the 
new po ssessio n alo ng with his 
mo ther and Buddy . The father, 
Ro bert Kurz, co nfines his music 
to the harmo nica. 


ISN’T A PIPE o rg an o v er­ 
po wering in a priv ate ho me? 
“ No t,” say s Buddy , “ if y o u 
are talking abo ut a studio o r 
small church o rg an. They are 
fine in a ho me. But with a full- 
sized theater o rg an, well, then 
y o u do hav e a pro blem with the 
v o lume.” 
Buddy ex plains that pipe o r­ 
g ans fall into two g eneral cate­ 
g o ries — the theater o rg an, and 
the church o rg an. 
“ The church o rg an, o f co urse, 
is still being manufactured and 
v ery much in demand,” he 
say s. “ But the last o f the thea­ 
ter o rg ans was built in the v ery 
early 1 93 0s.” 
THEIR PURPOSE, he ex ­ 
plains, was to pro v ide an ac- 
c o m p a n i m e n t 
to 
and 
intermissio n music fo r the si­ 
lent mo v ies. And when the si­ 
lent pictures g av e way to 
“ talkies,” the theater o rg ans 
fell into disuse. 
Many o f these g reat instru­ 
ments were sto red away in 
basem ents and wareho uses, 
and allo wed to co llect dust and 
to rust. 
The manufacturing co mpa­ 
nies clo sed their do o rs. “ I kno w 
o f o nly o ne that manag ed to 
surv iv ed because it also manu­ 
factured church o rg ans,” say s 
Kurz, a student o f their histo ­ 
ries. “ No w it pro duces church 
o rg ans ex clusiv ely .” 


WITH THE installatio n o f the 
seco nd pipe o rg an in the Kurz 
ho me, Buddy Kurz had hit upo n 
what was to be, fo r a time at 
least, his career. With interest 
in pipe o rg ans so aring , he 
wo uld, he decided, beco me a 
pro fessio nal installer. 
His first “ o utside” jo b also 
bro ug ht him into his first co n­ 
tact with a theater o rg an. 
Charles Dav is o f Co nco rd had 
acquired a 
Ro bert Mo rto n 
Theater Org an fo r his ho me. It 
had been installed. No t surpris­ 
ing ly , it was to o lo ud. Buddy 
Kurz accepted the assig nment 
o f cutting its v o lume and do ing 
o ther finishing wo rk. 
This jo b was to lead him to 
Marin Co unty and to his first 
full-scale installatio n o f a thea­ 
ter o rg an. 
DINO SANTRIZOS and Jo hn 
Wallace were making plans fo r 
their new Marin Pizza Pub in 
San Rafael. Spurred by the 
ex ample o f a Hay ward restaur­ 
ateur who had installed a thea­ 
ter o rg an in his place o f 
business and bo o sted his trade 
tremendo usly , the partners de­ 
cided that their pizza palace 
sho uld also feature o ne o f the 
big o rg ans. 
The o rg an that they ev entual­ 
ly o btained was, like the o ne 
upo n which Buddy Kurz had 
wo rked in Co nco rd, a Ro bert 
Mo rto n-built instrument.

T he console is a decorated 
white and gold, “ a handsome 
})iece of furniture,” and the 
instrument itself “ was very 
good as it was built by the 
factory,” but through time and 
neglect had deteriorated seri­ 
ously until it fell into the expert 
and loving hands of Buddy 
Kurz. 
.Along with the pipes, the Piz­ 
za Pub organ has all the usual 
extra instrument hook-ups — a 
calliope, a piano, a set of 
drums, xylophone, glocken.spiel, 
tamborine, castinets, marimba, 
etc. 
B l’DDY SAVS he would like 
fo remain in Marin — “ it's a 
wonderful area” — but that in 
his new profession “ I will have 
to go where the work is.” 
Already he has a new assign­ 
ment in Martinez and is com­ 
muting between here and there, 
dividing his time between tw' O 
jobs as he puts the finishing 
touches on the Marin Pizza Pub 
organ. “ T hat work will go on 
yet for some time,” he says. 
“ T here is still a lot to be done.” 
“ PM RK.ALLY having to start 
all over, from the beginning,” 
he says. “ It is amazing how 
much I have forgotten.” 
And he listens and watches 
with keen interest w’hen one of 
the three regular organists is 
i)crforming for the entertain­ 
ment of the pizza-eaters. 
He particularly admires the 
talent of Bill McCoy w'ho is 
heard Saturdays, Sundays and 
Mondays, “ and w’ho is a pipe 
organ virtuoso of concert stat­ 
ure.” 
MOST OF Buddy’s favorite 
tunes are pieces from the 1920s 
and 1930s, the heydays of the 
theater organ and the sw'ing 
hand. “ But I also like some of 
the newer music,” providing, of 
course it is adaptable to the 
pipe organ. 
“ Most people think of the 
pipe organ only in terms of the 
church organ and the slow 
measure of religious music,” 
Buddy Kurz says. “ But the

theater organ w’as used to play 
all kinds of music, much of it 
quite lively and spirited.” 


A really talented organist can 
play either the church organ or 
the theater organ, and either 
religious or popular music, with 
equal ability, says Buddy, “ al­ 
though the theater organ is the 
more difficult of the two.” 


WHAT IS there about the pipe 
organ that makes it so irresisti­ 
ble to Buddy Kurz and to a 
growing number of other buffs? 
“ it is the most versatile sin­ 
gle instrument in existence,” he 
answers. “ Upon a single organ 
an entire orchestral arrange­ 
ment can be played — com­ 
plete, In fact they were called 
unit orchestras in their early 
years because they replaced 
entire orchestras in the theater.. 
Instead of an entire ensemble, 
the theater manager needed to 


hire only one musician — the 
organist.” 
For the silent movies there 
w'as another major advantage. 
“ T he organist could follow' the 
action and the mood of the 
pictures much more closely and 
so coordinate his music with 
the story. He could improvise, 
play it cold, whereas the or­ 
chestra had to stay w’ith its 
score.” 
ON T HE OT HER hand, the 
theater organ offered much 
more volume and a far greater 
emotional impact than did' the 
piano played in many motion 
picture palaces, especially the 
smaller theaters. 
Yet another attraction of the 
pipe organ for Buddy Kurz is 
the fact that it is an instrument 
that is largely handmade. 
“ Very little of it can be mass 
produced, and even today, in 
this age of the assembly line, a 


lot of handwork goes into the 
building of an organ.” 
A few of the old-time theater 
organists are still around, and 
Buddy Kurz likes nothing better 
than listening while one of these 
veterans is at the keyboard, 
performing in the style of the 
1920s. 


“ JU ST HOW carefully the 
manufacturers w’ent about the 
construction of their organs is 
demonstrated by the fact that 
so many of these instruments 
have also survived this long 
span of time, even though most 
of them were subjected to years 
of disuse, neglect and even 
abuse,” says Buddy. 
George Wright, he adds, was 
the single artist most responsi­ 
ble for the renaissance of the 
theater organ. 
Shall we ask pipe organ ex­ 
pert Buddy Kurz still one more 


question about his favorite sub­ 
ject? 
All right. T hen, what is the 
difference between the pipe or­ 
gan and the calliope of circus 
fame? 
•T HE CALLIOPE,” replies 
Buddy, “ is a one-manual pipe 
organ with brass pipes.” 
He digs calliopes, too, does 
Buddy Kurz, young pipe organ 
authority, aficionado, perform­ 
er and installer. 
He insists he will stay with 
the profes.sion of pipe organ 
installing “ just as long as there 
is a call for that kind of work. I 
love it.” 
And right now his prospects 
are bright. A whole new’ gener­ 
ation has re-discovered a sound 
that once thrilled their grand­ 
parents. And even the amplified 
rock or jazz guitar seems a bit 
less impressive, one one has 
tuned in to the theater organ.

Indonesian Shadow Plays 
Are Treats For Tourists 
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Every nation has its cultural 
specialists. 
But nowhere in the world are 
there specialists quite so spe­ 
cial as the dalangs of Indone­ 
sia, 
masters 
of 
what 
is 
probably the oldest show busi­ 
ness art form in history, the 
wayang kulit or shadow play, 
which is seen in some version 
somewhere every night in the 
island republic. 
Suparman (many Indonesians 
have only one name) is a dal­ 
ang, a tall, slim, saturnine in­ 
heritor of an ancient profession 
who lives in a narrow, children- 
choked dirt road in the center 
of Jogjakarat, Java’s great uni­ 
versity city. His grandfather 
was a dalang. His 58-year-old 
father is a dalang, and Supar­ 
man, today 30, knows that his 7- 
year-old son will be a dalang 
when his education is complete. 
TO ADD A note of femininity 
to the long line of male profes­ 
sionalism, Suparman’s grand­ 
mother still plays in the four- 
piece xylophone orchestra 
which traditionally provides 
music for the wayang kulit. 
When Suparman performs he 
directs the pace and rhythm of 
the music from a cross-legged 
squat by forcefully rapping the 
ringed great toe of his right foot 
against a rattle-like sounding 
board called a kechreque which 
hangs from a wooden chest on 
the floor near him. 
Musician he is. But he is 
basically a story-teller in the 
great minstrel tradition. 


He is also a superb puppe­ 
teer, handling the puppet char­ 
acters whose shadows appear 
on a lamp-lighted screen carry­ 
ing the action to his audience 
with ease. And he may be an 
adept ventriloquist, for his 
voice takes many roles in many 
octaves as the play unfolds. He 
could be called a set creator, as 
well, for he personally makes 
many of the ritually decorated 
puppets cut from leather which 
are his actors. 
AND, ALTHOUGH Suparman 
moves with languor, he could 
qualify as an athlete of sorts. A 
full dress wayang kulit play is 
no small-evening entertain­ 
ment, for many of them begin 
around 9 at night and end at 6 
the following morning. 
it is unlikely that the Indone­ 
sian visitor swinging about the 
cities of Solo and Jogjakarta 
will have to sit for that long. 
Most present day perform­ 
ances, and Suparman makes 
some 15 of them each month, 
last about four hours, although 
his local audiences still insist 
on the 9 p.m. to 6 a.m. show­ 
time.

A Giant Still Stands Tall, 
In Spite O f His Biographer 


By DON KEOWN 
Biographers of h istory’s 
greatest personages undertake 
a most delicate assignment, for 
invariably their work requires 
them to judge the actions, mo­ 
tives and ethics of men and 
women who were, or are, their 
superiors. 
When the subject is only re­ 
cently dead or still living, the 
task becomes doubly difficult. 
And when the figure under 
study has been martyred, the 
obstacles in the path of true 
objectivity tower monumental­ 
ly. 
One outcome might be for the 
awe struck biographer to shrink 
back from a complete chroni­ 
cling and true evaluation of his 
subject, lapsing into a kind of 
idolatry or sychophancy that 
causes him to portray the man 
or woman even larger and 
more perfect than he or she 
was in real life — as a super 
being. 
But another result might be 
the reverse, with the author so 
determined to demonstrate his 
professionalism and freedom 
from bias that he presents his 
subject in the very harshest 
and most unfair glare possible. 
Jim Bishop, veteran though 
he is of the biographical wars, 
seems to have toppled into this 
trap in his “ The Days of Martin 
Luther King Jr .” 
The book is admirable from 
the standpoint of its thorough­ 
ness. We are told that “ Mr. 
Bishop spent more time on the 
research for this book than on 
any other project he has under­ 
taken.” And the reader, im­ 
pressed with the,immensity of 
the information packed into the 
book, cannot doubt this for a_ 
moment. 
' 
What dims — but does not 
destroy — the reader’s enjoy­ 
ment of all this effort is the 
decided anti-King tone that is

struck repeatedly throughout 
the book. 
Snide insinuations and in­ 
nuendoes pop up with annoying 
frequency. And given a choice 
in prescribing a motive for a 
Martin Luther King Jr. action 
or decision. Bishop almost al­ 
ways selects the baser of the 
alternatives. 
Yet enough of the author’s 
personal opinion slips into his 
book to convince the reader 
that at heart Bishop is a King 
admirer. It is, one suspects, his 
determination not to let this 
esteem color his biography that 
has caused him to lean over 
backwards into nitpicking, sec­ 
ond-guessing and fault-finding. 
We are handed an early ex­ 
ample of this on the book's very 
first page when Bishop writes 
of King: “ He was shrewd; he 
was naive. He was courageous; 
he was cowardly. He was a 
leader, but not a strategist. .. ” 
Now Martin Luther King Jr. 
was not a man without fault. 
But those flaw’s most certainly 
did not encompass cowardice. 
No doubt he felt fear. And he 
could at times conduct himself 
with caution. But had he been a 
coward in any sense of that 
despised word, he would not 
have continued along the peril­ 
ous path he followed, especially 
while burdened by the terrible 
presentiment of death by vio­ 
lence that he carried with him 
throughout his dangerous 
years. 
Thus does Bishop give us 
advance notice that he intends 
fo maintain a balance in his 
story and analysis of a man 
whose greatness far over shad­ 
owed his shortcomings. 
It W'ould be unfair to Bishop,

A. C. Marin, we are told on 
the jacket of this novel, is a 
pseudonym of a writer who has 
published eight novels under his 
true name, plus two earlier 
suspense books as A. C. Marin. 
Out of pride of place, we 
appeal to him that if he has any 
more novels in the works like 
“ A Storm of Spears,” he signs 
them A. C. Contra Costa, or A. 
C. Stanislaus, or any other 
name except Marin. 
For “ A Storm of Spears” is 
pretty awful. 
It is a cheap and shallow 
attempt to make capital of the 
controversy that erupted on 
Northern California college 
campuses a few years back. 
One instructor, Frank Charles, 


has an affair with an activist 
coed that leads to his entrap­ 
ment and use by militants — 
controlled, naturally, from Pe­ 
king. There are demonstra­ 
tions, riots, drug-taking, secret 
paper stealing, undercover 
agents, sadistic beatings and a 
great deal of sexuality, none of 
it convincing or particularly 
interesting. 


however, to indicate that in his 
eagerness to avoid partiality he 
has created a biography too 
artificial to aid us in our under­ 
standing and appreciation of 
Martin Luther King Jr. and his 
passions for social justice and 
non-violence. All the details of 
King’s life are there. One can 
easily soften Bishop’s unsup­ 
ported judgments and disre­ 
gar d 
the 
o c c a s i o n a l 
irrelevancies that demean or 
belittle his subject. 
Perhaps more important is 
the vivid picture “ The Days of 
Martin Luther King Jr .” paints 
of the meanness of white op­ 
pression in the South. 
It has become fashionable to 
excuse the violence and indigni­ 
ty to which the black has been 
subjected in Dixie in light of the 
neglect and hardships he has 
suffered also in the North, and 
to conclude that just, perhaps, 
the Negro in the South wasn’t 
so bad off after all. 
But it is no consolation to the 
patient, lying in bed in a hospi­ 
tal and rotting in agony with 
gangrene, to know that the man 
in the next room is dying from 
cancer. 
And Bishop’s book is replete 
with vicious and ignorant red­ 
necks, brutal sheriffs, hypocrit­ 
ical preachers and politicians, 
insensitive business men and 
faint-hearted liberals who made 
life in the South a hell on earth 
for the misery-stricken blacks. 
It was these men whom Martin 
Luther King Jr. had to face 
almost daily while maintaining 
his stance of and faith in Chris­ 
tian non-violence. And it was 
these men who finally brought 
about his murder. 
Jim Bishop gives no stock 
whatsoever to the theory that 
James Earl Ray acted alone 
and out of sheer race hatred 
when he fired the bullet that 
brought “ The Days of Martin 
Luther King Jr .” to an end in 
Memphis, Tenn., on April 4, 
1968. 
Bishop states with certainty 
that Ray w’as a hired killer, 
coached and prepared for the 
assassination by a “ middle 
man” acting for the employer 
or employers. 
While the dastardly killing 
dealt a stunning blow to Martin 
Luther King’s thesis of non­ 
violence, already in serious 
♦rouble with restless young 
blacks, it in no way erased the 
contributions the black evangel­ 
ist and his philosophy had made 
toward a better, more just 
America before he was struck 
down. 
Whereas Bishop's book some­ 
times seems one long recitation 
of King’s failure, stalemates 
and token victories, his sum­ 
marization of the status of the 
civil rights movement nearing 
the time of its greatest leader’s 
death speaks more accurately 
of his impact upon the Ameri­ 
can scene: 
“ More had been accom­ 
plished in 11 years than in the 
previous 100.” 
It is, then, unfair to label 
Marin Luther King Jr. a fail­

ure, just because he did not 
attain in full his dream of a 
utopian America. The record of 
his accomplishments confounds 
and contradicts his detractors. 
And even the competent and 
experienced Jim Bishop is 
thwarted in his attempt to re­ 
duce King’s stature to less awe­ 
some dimensions. 
King was one of those giants 
who walk among us only a few 
to a century. And he remains so 
after a reading of “ The Days of 
Martin Luther King.” 


“HANDWRITING is an action 
that is habitual.

And in its pages he of­ 
fers innumerable samples of 
handwriting, plus his analyses 
of the writers’ characteristics, 
both 
conscious

scious. And in the process he 
makes known the basic tech­ 
niques he has developed in his 
30 years of practice. 
Even those who regard gra­ 


phology as only another parlor 
game might find the book fun. 
Those who take it more serious­ 
ly will find Falcon’s illustra­ 
tions and e x p l a n a t i o n s 
intriguing and perhaps even of 
real practical value. 


WHEN THE 1972 “ Vermont 
Life Engagement Book” ar­ 
rives from Stephen Greene 
Press, the Brattleboro, Vt., 
publisher of books and Vermont 
Life Magazine, then the current 
year must be further along than 
we realized. 


Each righthand page of the 
spiral-bound engagement book 
provides the necessary spaces 
for a week of appointment notes 
while the facing page contains 
a black and white photograph 
of the New England countryside 
— a farmer cutting hay, a 
mountain stream bursting 
through its rocky bed, a log 
cabin, a covered bridge, a flow­ 
ered meadow’, a snowcapped 
village, etc. 


We find this regional art end­ 
lessly fascinating, but we must 
confess we miss the color that 
embellishes the illustrations on 
the same publisher’s beautiful 
“ Vermont Life Calendar.” On 
the engagement book, only the 
cover pictures are in color — 
just enough to whet the appetite 
for more.

The Flower That Inspires The Poets 


Since the days of Homer and 
Sophocles, daffodils have been 
a favorite flower of writers and 
singers of literature and poetry. 


But if those ancients, or the 
less d istan t W illiam Shake- 
fspeare, William Wordsworth or 
Edm und 
Sp en ser, 
each 
of 
whom also helped immortalize 
the daffodil with his pen, could 
see these bulb flowers today, 
they would have to admit that 
their modern versions are even 
more spectacular than their po 
etic souls could foresee. 


EVEN THE least poetic per­ 
son is stirred by these spring 
beauties. 
The fam iliar golden, trumpet- 
shape flowers have been joined 
by many other classes of daf­ 
fodils. The shades of colors and 
differing flower form s are a 
sight to behold. 
It comes as no surprise that 
daffodils are easy to grow; they 
provide a maximum of beauty 
with a minimum of attention. 
Best yet, by carefully selecting 
varieties, you can enjoy a suc- 


eession of color from daffodils 
— in the garden and in indoor 
arrangem ents. The blooms are 
excellent cut flowers. 
BASICALLY, THE blooming 
season for daffodils covers the 
period from February to April. 
By choosing some very early- 
flow ering d affo d ils, planting 
early blooming varieties, some 
mid-season ones and late-sea- 
son p erform ers, w eeks and 
weeks of beauty can be en­ 
joyed. 
Among the earliest daffodils 
to bloom are William the Silent, 
a mammoth yellow trumpet; 
and Matador, which produces 
up to seven flowers per stem. 
The larger flowers have soft 
yellow petals and a fiery-red 
cup. 
Early-blooming varieties are 
numerous. 
KING A LFR ED , the popular 
yellow trumpet, is a best-seller, 
though others are gaining rap­ 
idly in stature. February Gold 
has star shaped petals, a long 
fluted orange trumpet with a 
ruffled orange lip. Fortune is a

The planting season for daf­ 
fodil bulbs is here, and nurser­ 
ies will have a large supply 


available for Marin gardens. 
Each variety will be identified 
by a color reproduction of the 
bloom, so that you can see the 
colors and flower forms. 
Your nurseryman can pro­ 
vide 
simple planting advice. 
Two important things to re­ 
m ember: 
Plant several bulbs of each 
variety and m ass them together* 
in garden locations. A dozen 
bulbs planted at random appear 
lost in the garden when they 
bloom — grouped together in a 
few clusters will give a cheery 
effect.

Talks At 
Prison 
Recessed 


ATTICA, N.Y. (UPI)-A 
citi­ 
zens’ group met with rebellious 
convicts holding 30 hostages at 
the Attica State Correction fa­ 
cility today, but the talks were 
recessed pending the arrival of 
Black Panther leaders Bobby 
Seale and Huey Newton as me­ 
diators in the three-day revolt. 


The hasitly composed citi­ 
zens’ committee which included 
the publisher of a black news­ 
paper met with the prisoners 
for more than 4-1-2 hours in 
what was called aprenegotiat- 
ing session. It had been sched­ 
uled to last only 45 minutes. 
The talks were recessed to 
await the arrival of Seale and 
Newton whose presence was 
demanded by the inmates. A 
spokesman for the Black Pan­ 
ther party in Oakland, Calif., 
said Seale would arrive by 
nightfall. There was no indica­ 
tion whether Newton would ap­ 
pear. 


A spokesman for the delega­ 
tion said the commissioner of 
the state department of correc­ 
tions would be asked to sit in on 
the talks. 


The purpose of the prenego­ 
tiations was to formalize the 
conditions and demands of later 
talks with prison officials. 


The list of demands rose to 
30, including a call for the 
resignation or dismissal of Vin­ 
cent R. Mancusi as prison su­ 
perintendent. Earlier demands 
voiced by some inmates includ­ 
ed a call for transportation out 
of the country, payment of min­ 
imum wages for prison work 
and true religious freedom. 


During the overnight meeting 
—held out of doors in a court­ 
yard near cellblock D— in­ 
mates saw what they believed 
to be armed National Guard 
personnel on a nearby rooftop.

They 
made a 3-1-2 hour tour of the 
rebel-held cellblock accompan­ 
ied by newsmen Friday night, 
then returned to the same area 
without reporters. 
The Rev. Raymond Bradley, 
an Episcopal minister, emerged 
from the prison to tell newsmen 
the delegation hoped to iron out 
a final set of inmate demands, 
then present the list -along with 
its own recommendations to 
prison officials, who would then 
re-enter th§. negotiations. 
The riotin%6roke out Thurs­ 
day night when more than half 
of the institution’s 2,200 inmates 
took over a section of the pris­ 
on. One guard was seriously 
injured when he was thrown 
from a second story window. 
A spokesman for the State 
D epartm ent of Corrections 
placed the number of men not 
under the prison’s control at 
1,281, based on a headcount of 
inmates held in secure areas. 
Fifty-five per cent of the insti­ 
tution’s 2,200 inmates are non­ 
white, while an estimated 65 
per cent of the rebels were 
believed to be non-white, the 
spokesman said. 
The 
citizens’ group was 
pressed into service as a means 
of communication after direct 
talks between leaders of the 
revolt and state authorities 
broke down in shouting. 
The prisoners, who issued a 
list of 15 demands within hours 
)f the outbreak, added more 
iemands, including a call for 
free passage to a “nonimperi- 
alistic country” for those who 
so desired.

Dismissal 
Of Zink 
Is Upheld 


The Sausalito City Council 
voted unanimously last night to 
uphold the May 1970 dismissal 
of Sausalito police Sgt. Thomas 
H. Zink. 


The 33-year-old officer, who 
said the council’s decision was 
“ a miserable excuse for jus­ 
tice” but “ not unexpected,” 
promised to continue in the 
courts his 16-month fight to 
regain his job. 


By its action, the council re­ 
jected the conclusion of a state 
hearing officer who had recom­ 
mended in January that Zink be 
reinstated but demoted to pa­ 
trolman. 
Mayor Alexander R. Imlay 
told the Independent-Journal 
the council had arrived at its 
decision because it believed 
“Zink did not measure up to the 
high standards set for Sausalito 
police officers or to the require­ 
ments of a professional.” 
The police sergeant was fired 
from the department after 11 
years on the force. At that 
tim e, his superior officers 
charged him with a variety of 
offenses including, “ arriving 
for work late, out of uniform, 
and with the odor of alcohol on 
his breath.” 
He was also accused of “ne­ 
gligent use of a firearm ,” 
“emotional instability” and “in­ 
ability to maintain a satisfacto­ 
ry relationship with subordinate 
officers.” 
Hearing Officer Paul A. Win- 
ton later ruled there was insuf­ 
ficient evidence* to support 
many of the charges. 
In March the council, after 
failing to reach a decision in

SAIGON (UPI) - President 
Nguyen Van Thieu of South 
Vietnam said today he will quit 
if the vote of confidence he has 
requested in the one-man Oct. 3 
presidential election is “less 
than half of the number of the 
electors who go to vote.” 
Thieu, speaking on nation­ 
wide television, laid down the 
ground rules for the election. 
He had announced Sept. 2 that 
he would ask the people for a 
vote of confidence after his two 
opponents, Vice President Ngu­ 
yen Cao Ky and Gen. Duong 
Van (Big) Minh, dropped out of 
the race alleging that Thieu 
was rigging the election. 
There are 7,085,943 registered 
voters. There were no esti­ 
mates on how many would go to 
the polls, although the National 
Assembly election in August 
produced a near-record 78.3 per 
cent of the vote. 
Thieu said he would need 50 
per cent of the turnout to consi­ 
der his remaining in office a 
mandate from the people. 
Meanwhile South Vietnamese 
Rangers engaged Communist 
forces today in the first signifi­ 
cant fighting of the nearly 
week-long Saigon government 


offensive to disrupt Communist 
supply lines along the Demilita­ 
rized Zone (DMZ). 


The Rangers fought a small 
North Vietnamese force two 
hours after American helicop­ 
ters had airlifted South Viet­ 
namese Black Panther troops 
in an attempt to draw the 
Communists out into battle. 


In a brief exchange of small 
arm s and grenade fire the 
Rangers killed three North 
Vietnamese. Ten minutes later 
a mile to the southeast the 
Rangers killed two more Com­ 
munists in a similar skirmish. 
UPI Correspondent Stewart 
Kelierman reported from the 
U.S. combat base at Quang 
Tri that the Rangers suffered 
no casualties of their own in 
either clash. The Black Pan­ 
thers were fanning out a mile 
away in an effort to make 
further contact with the Com­ 
munists. 
Six miles south of Khe Sanh 
and three miles northeast of the 
Laotian border, a South Viet­ 
namese infantry battalion today 
discovered a newly built dirt 
road leading from Laos toward 
Khe Sanh. 


Khrushchev Dies 
In Moscow At 77 


Charted Russia's 
Course After Stalin 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Former Prem ier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev, the coarse by cunning peasant who 
loosened the chains of Stalinism and was ousted 
in 1964 by the present ruling troika, died today. 
He was 77. 
In death he remained an ‘‘unperson” officially 
denied recognition as a hero of the Soviet Union 
he served, rawly and often bluntly, as a co-leader 
from Stalin’s death in 1953 until 1958 and then as 
supreme ruler until his dismissal. 
Family friends said Khrush­ 
chev suffered a massive heart 
attack at his country home 25 
miles west of Moscow. He was 
taken to the Kremlin hospital 
and died there before noon. 


Nina Petrovna, his wife of 48 
years, was at his side. They 
had three children. 


Khrushchev will be buried, 
probably Monday, in Moscow’s 
Novodevichy Cemetery, family 
friends said. It is a political 
graveyard that ranks second in 
prestige to the Kremlin Wall, 
the pantheon of Soviet heroes. 
He was earthy and direct,

The National Hurricane Cen­ 
ter in Miami said, however, 
that Edith could regenerate into 
a dangerous hurricane after it 
crossed the Yucatan Peninsula 
and emerged into the Gulf of 
Mexico this evening. 
Tropical storm Fern, mean­ 
while, continued its slow, south- 
westward drift along the cen­ 
tral Texas coast after battering 
the Corpus Christi area most of 
the night with gale winds and 
up to six inches of rain. 
In the Atlantic Ocean some 
300 miles south of Bermuda, 


tropical storm Ginger built 
winds of 70 miles an hour as it 
moved northeastward.

In Soup— A Mystery 
To Exhume 


Judge's Body 


The court-appointed attorney 
for San Quentin convict Ruchell 
Magee yesterday filed in Marin 
Superior Court two new affida­ 
vits which he hopes will help 
convince a judge to order that 
Judge Harold J. Haley’s body 
be exhumed. 
Attorney Ernest L. Graves is 
seeking a new autopsy in an 
attempt to show that the shot 
which killed the judge in the 
Aug. 7, 1970 shoot-out at the 
Civic Center was not fired by 
Magee. 
Dr. John Manwaring, the 
pathologist who performed the 
autopsy, has said that he was 
not sure whether a shotgun 
blast to the head or a bullet 
wound in the chest killed the 
judge. 
Yesterday Graves filed affi­ 
davits in which Dr. Manwaring 
said that he had changed his 
mind last month about the fatal 
wounds suffered by two other 
persons who died in the shoo­ 
tout. 
The pathologist said that af­ 
ter consultation with ballistic 
experts and examination of the 
clothing worn by Jonathan 
Jackson and San Quentin in­ 
mate William Christmas he had 
reversed his earlier conclu­ 
sions. 
In both instances the doctor 
said that what he had said were 
exit wounds were actually en­ 
trance wounds. 
Graves apparently hopes that 
the doctor’s admission of his 
mistakes will point up what he 
considers the need for a new 
autopsy on the judge. 
Judge Richard E. Amason of 
Contra Costa County has set a 
hearing for Sept. 22 on the 
exhumation request and has set 
that time for Judge Haley’s 
widow to come forward if she 
wishes to protest. 


Federal Aid 


Sought For 


Marin Jobs 


Marin County officials yester­ 
day submitted an application 
for $252,100 in federal funds to 
provide about 27 jobs for unem­ 
ployed persons in the county. 


County Personnel Director 
Maren Rinne said the Federal 
Emergency Employment Act of 
1971 provided for the $252,100 if 
the county matches that with 
$28,011 in local funds. 


Cities within the county will 
have a chance to apply for 
some of those funds. Mrs. 
Rinne said the exact allocation 
of funds and jobs to various 
cities and to the county is still 
to be determined. 


The Federal Manpower Ad­ 
ministration must approve the 
county’s application, and this 
approval is not expected for at 
least a month.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Spokesmen for the Food and 
Drug Administration and the 
Campbell Soup Co. still do not 
know exactly what caused the 
botulism that contaminated 
chicken vegetable soup canned 
by Campbell’s in Paris, Tex. 


FDA Commissioner Charles 
C. Edwards told a House Com­ 
merce subcommittee Friday 
that the plant was found to be 
clean and modern and that 
scientists have theories but that 
tests to pinpoint the exact cause 
are not completed. 


Last month, Campbell’s re­ 
called thousands of cans of the 
soup after tests indicated botul­ 
ism, a deadly poison, in some 
cans. The firm later recalled 
cans of vegetarian vegetable 
soup after bacteria spores were 
found in samples of the soup. 
Edwards told the subcommit­ 
tee he will complete within the 
next two weeks a series of 
proposals for improving FDA 
inspection methods including a 
recommendation that the 60,000 
food manufacturing plants be 
federally licensed. 
Edwards said that through 
licensing “ we could see to it 
that they had certain types of 
technical help we feel are nec­ 
essary in a modern food plant 
and also compile a complete 
list of manufacturers. 
He said that a doubling ofthe 
FDA’s $100 million annual 
budget would be needed to im- 


prove inspection techniques 
with the bulk of the increase 
going to expansion of the FDA’s 
present force of 250 field and 
port inspectors. 
The extra effort required for 
the Campbell’s recall and the 
Bon Vivant case in which one 
man died from eating botulism 
contaminated soup plus the 
mercury-in-tuna 
investigation 
caused cancellation of thou­ 
sands of scheduled plant inspec­ 
tions, Edwards said. 
E. M. Nuckols Jr., a senior 
vice president of Campbell 
Soup Co., testified his company 
had produced 100 billion cans of 
food over 102 years without a 
recall due to botulism toxin. 
“ Until several hypotheses can 
be checked by inoculated and 
incubated test packs —which 
will require several weeks —it 
is too early to make any state­ 
ments concerning the cause,” 
Nuckols said. 
However, he said from what 
is known now “ several most 
unusual circumstances” could 
have ocurred simultaneously 
and combined to impede effec­ 
tive heat penetration into the 
center of a few cans. 
Heat penetration is affected 
by a number of circumstances 
including density of the prod­ 
uct. moisture content and tern- | 
perature of the soup in the cans 
when they enter the cooker — 
all factors Nuckols said are 
carefully monitored by inspec­ 
tors.

Angeli Is 


Found Dead 


BEV ER LY H ILLS, Calif. 
(UPI)—Pier Angeli, the copper­ 
haired, Italian-born actress who 
carried on an international 
child custody fight with former 
husband Vic Damone, was 
found dead Friday. She was 39. 


An autopsy was scheduled 
today to determine the cause of 
death. 


The actress' body was found 
in the apartment of a friend, 
Helena Sorell, Miss Angeli’s 
first acting coach when she 
arrived in the United States in 
the early 1950s. 
Miss Sorell said the actress, 
who had just finished filming a 
science fiction picture in Holly­ 
wood last month, had been in 
“ good spirits” the day before 
her death but had been under a 


physician’s care for a stomach 
disorder. 


The petite, green-eyed ac­ 
tress, torn Anna Maria Pieran- 
geli, was under contract with 
MGM during the 1950s and ap­ 
peared in a series of romance 
and historical films, starring 
with Paul Newman in “ Some­ 
body Up There Likes Me” and 
“ The Silver Chalice.” 
Miss Sorell said late Friday 
the actress’ family had been 
notified in Italy and in France, 
where her sister, actress Mar- 
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isa Pavan, resides. Family 
members were expected to fly 
in today to make funeral ar­ 
rangements. 


Miss Angeli, who pronounced 
her first name “ Peer,” married 
singer Damone in a 700-guest 
ceremony in 1954. The mar­ 
riage ended after four years 
with their international domes­ 
tic difficulties, chiefly a child 
custody fight, waged in head­ 
lines. 


A bitter custody fight over 
their son. Perry, was resolved 
in 1965, but not before Damone 
and his “ hot Italian temper” 
filed a bench warrant for his 
wife for “ spiriting against a 
court order. Damone has custo­ 
dy of Perry, now 16. 


Miss Angeli made few films 
in the late 1960s, preferring to 
live in seclusion in Beverly 
Hills.

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Khruschev Dies 
In Moscow At 77 
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Union’s attitude toward the 
world, and toward itself. He 
made “peaceful coexistence—a 
recurrent phrase in the record 
of Russian Communism—the 
cornerstone of Soviet foreign 
policy. 
At home, he began to ease the 
rigid political controls imposed 
by Stalin, and in 1956 he 
stunned his countrymen and the 
world by directly attacking the 
dictator’s memory. His speech 
at the 20th party congress that 
year denounced Stalin as a 
tyrant, a murderer, a liar and 
military bungler. 
His apparent liberalism led to 
unrest in the oppressed Soviet 
bloc countries and political 
pressure from orthodox Com­ 
munists — until Khrushchev 
crushed the Hungarian revolt 
with tanks in 1956, and he 
smashed opposition at home a 
year later. 
His opponents misjudged 
Khrushchev’s political acumen 
and lost a dramatic Central 
Committee showdown in 1957. 
When the dust settled, a half 
dozen former top Kremlin lead­ 
ers were out of power and 
Khrushchev’s authority was un­ 
challenged. 
With 
his 
power 
secure,. 
Khrushchev set about using it. 
He traveled extensively and 
met scores of foreign leaders. 
He impressed some, like Brit­ 
ain’s Harold Macmillan, and 
quarreled with others, including 
then Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon. 
Later he met, and was im­ 
pressed by, President John F. 
Kennedy, but he cared less for 
his fellow Communist, Mao Tse- 
tung, and he presided over the 
explosive breakdown in rela­ 
tions between China and the 
Soviet Union. 
Khrushchev traveled exten­ 
sively through the United States 
in 1959 and it looked for a time 
as if America and the Soviet 
Union would come to terms. 
But then came the U2 incident, 
and in his rage Khrushchev 
scuttled the 1961 Paris summit 
conference. 
* 
There ensued a time of trou­ 
bles in East-West relations — 
first Berlin, then Khrushchev’s 
heckling of a speech by a Phil­ 
ippine U.N. delegate by bang­ 
ing a shoe on his desk in the 
General Assembly chamber of 
the United Nations. 
The greatest crisis came in 
1962 when a frightened world 
watched the Cuban missile cri­ 
sis unfold. Khrushchev backed 
down, and in defeat earned the 
respect of many who were his 
enemies. 
It did his reputation no good 
at home, however. Though no­ 
body outside the Kremlin knew 
it, Khrushchev was under at­ 
tack because of agricultural 
problems and his enemies were 
at work against him. To the 
surprise of the world, Khrush­ 
chev “retired” in Octoby, 1964. 
He got the same treatment he 
had given his own opponents:' 
not 
death, 
but 
obscurity. 
Khrushchev became an “unper­ 
son,” never mentioned in public 
and seldom seen outside the 
country house where he spent 
his final years puttering, paint­ 
ing and gardening.

Use Of Buses, Ferries 
To Seashore Is Proposed 


Use of Golden Gate Bridge 
District buses and ferries to 
relieve automobile traffic pres­ 
sure on Point Reyes National 
Seashore was proposed yester­ 
day by San Francisco Supervi­ 
sor Ronald Pelosi. 
With most of the 970,000 per­ 
sons who visited the seashore 
last year coming by car, he 
said, the traffic “ tended to 
congest the very park facilities 
they were coming to visit.” 
Pelosi, also a director of the 
bridge district, raised his pro­ 
posal before a meeting of the 
full board. It was referred to 
the transportation committee, 
which set a meeting at 9:30 
a.m. next Friday in toll plaza 
offices to consider the proposal. 


Marin County Supervisor Mi­ 
chael Womum, chairman of the 
committee, called the early 
meeting so the district can 
present its intentions at public 
hearings later this month on the 
master plan for the seashore. 
The National Park Service will 
hold the hearings Sept. 22 and 
23 in the Civic Center, both 
starting at 9 a.m. 
Pelosi, echoing fears raised 
by conservationists, said “it is 
imperative that steps be taken 
now so as to avoid the fate that 
almost overcame Yosemite.” 
As a minimum, Pelosi said, 
the district should provide serv­ 
ice from San Francisco to the 
seashore using ferries to Sau- 
salito and Larkspur which 


would link with district buses to 
the seashore. 
He noted that the district’s 
planned ferries will be able to 
go out the Golden Gate and 
take tourists directly to the 
seashore. The Coast Guard cer­ 
tificate for the district’s current 
Sausalito ferry does not allow 
service outside the Golden 
Gate. 
Pelosi stressed the desirabili­ 
ty of direct weekend ferry serv­ 
ice to the seashore. The Nation­ 
al Park Service’s master plan 
also envisions direct ferry serv­ 
ice. 
The San Francisco supervisor 
also suggested that bicycle 
paths link the bridge and the 
seashore. 


Span Board Orders Negotiations 
For Site To Store Bus Fleet 


Golden Gate Bridge District 
directors, faced with the com­ 
ing rainy season and the simul­ 
taneous arrival of a fleet of 152 
buses, yesterday reluctantly au­ 
thorized the district’s attorney 
to negotiate a lease for a tem­ 
porary site to store and main­ 
tain the fleet. 
The district’s site on Highway 
17 east of the San Rafael Post 
Office will not be ready for use 
when the bus system begins 
operation in December. It may 
not even be ready for a year, 
Gen. Mgr.

Family Day Care 
Centers Overflowing 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — “ It 
is safe to say that the single 
biggest problem of the working 
mother — at all economic lev­ 
els — is adequate care of her 
children while she is on the 
job,” states the 1969 report of 
the state Commission on the 
Status of Women. 
The commission reports there 
are 2,760,000 working women in 
California. It is estim ated 1,- 
035.000 have children under 18 
years of age and 388,125 with 
children under 6. 
Licensed fam ily day care 
hom es, priv ate profit-m aking 
nurseries, p riv ate non-profit 
centers, state children’s centers 
and Head Start day care, care 
for 116,943 children of these 
women. The rest of these wom­ 
en must find in-home care or 
recruit relatives or friends to 
care for their children while 
they work. 


REFERRING TO state sup­ 
ported children’s centers, Wil­ 
liam N. Roberts, coordinator 
for Children’s Centers, Bureau 
of Preschool Educational Pro­ 
gram s, said, “ There is a great 
need for expansion of this pro­ 
gram . There are now some 400 
Children’s Centers in Califor­ 
nia, providing service for some 
23.000 children aged two to 14 
years.”

AB 2554, introduced by As­

A bill by Assemblywoman 
Yvonne W. Brathwaite, D-Los 
A n g eles, w ould a u th o riz e 
community colleges, state col­ 
leges and the University of 
California to operate children’s 
centers. The bill has passed the 
Assembly and is currently in 
the senate committee on fi­ 
nance. 
Bill 2050, by Assemblyman 
Leon D. Ralph, D-Los Angeles, 
would establish standards to 
qualify children’s centers as 
laboratories of instruction so 
that employees and volunteers 
working in the centers can gain 
college credits, thus providing 
more qualified persons to oper­ 
ate centers. 
All three of these bills, if 
passed, will be enhanced by the 
W’elfare Reform Act of 1971, 
which provides funding for 
child care. 


married. The youngest, 17, still 
lives at home. The story of how 
the Cages became foster par­ 
ents began seven years ago 
after one of their daughters, 
then 15, visited the state hospi­ 
tal on a Red Cross field trip. 


“ We had planned to take 
county children —orphans — 
when 
our daughters 
w ere 
grown and away from home,” 
Mrs. Cage said, “ but when 
daughter came back she was so 
, 
upset. She said. ‘Mother, we 
m ust do som ething to help 
them .’ ” 
The Cages became certified 
as foster parents through the 
Alameda County Department of 
Social W’elfare and asked for 
two small mentally retarded 
children. 
THEY WERE brought a 12- 
year-old boy who couldn't talk, 
wasn’t toilet trained, suffered 
epileptic seizures and appeared 
to be crippled. 
“ In two weeks, we found the 
boy was not crippled,” Mrs. 
Cage said. “ It was his improper 
shoes. We got medication to 
control his seizures, then we 
started working on talking and 
toilet training.” 
Shortly afterward, an em er­ 
gency arose at the hospital and 
10-year-old twin boys w ere 
brought to stay tem p o rarily 
with the Cages. The twins, now 
17, are still there. 
Later, the Cages accepted a 
four-year-old boy, now 10, then 
a 23-year-old mentally retarded 
woman and finally a 14-year-old 
girl, the sister of the youngest 
boy. 
T he 
2 3 -y ear-o ld 
w om an 
stayed with the Cages almost 
two years, met another mental­ 
ly retarded man and m arried. 
The couple now lives in nearby 
Oakland. 
“ They’re doing real well,” 
Mrs. Cage said. “She calls al­ 
most once a day and comes to 
see us every week.” 
When the 23-year-old woman 
left four years ago, the Cages 
accepted another girl, then 15, 
to replace her. 
BEFORE THEY decided to 
becom e foster p aren ts, the 
Cages had added two small 
bedrooms to their modest white 
stucco house. When the children 
arrived one bedroom was divid­ 
ed with a wall so that two 
children could sleep in each 
room. 
“ With so many beds around 
here, the rule in this house is 
everyone makes up his own 
bed,” Mrs. Cage said as she 
displayed the rooms. And from 
the looks of things, the rule is 
followed. 
The children attend special 
education classes in the public 
schools, which has allowed Mrs. 
Cage to becom e active in 
community and county projects 
to aid the mentally retarded. 
One of the twins has learned 
to read and rides a bus to a 
special workshop for the men­ 
tally retarded where they learn 
crafts and skills. 
“WE HAD to teach him to 
read before he could ride the 
bus,” Mrs. Cage said. “ You 
know if you can read you can 
find your way around in this 
world.” 


Teaching ihe boy to read was 
a m ajor accomplishment for 


the Cages, since he was unable 
to talk when he came to their 
home. Mrs. Cage said some of 
“ the professionals” —social 
workers and hospital officials 
—had said it would be unlikely 
for the children to learn to talk

She’s the only female ever 
hired as a USU groundskeeper 
and one of her duties is to get 
the sprinkler system going at 6 
a.m. daily. 
“ I took the job on a dare.” 
says Miss Duncan, who hails 
from Cheyenne, W’yo. 
“ I worked in a corner gro­ 
cery just off campus and some 
of the men on the grounds crew 
started kidding me about apply­ 
ing for a job with them .” 
They never thought she’d do 
it. but in the spring of 1970 she 
applied for and got the job and 
walked into the campus green­ 
house where the rest of the 
crew had gathared before the 
day’s work. 
“The minute I crossed the 
threshhold all heads turned and 
the silence fell so thick you 
could have cut it,” she said. 
“The silent treatm ent lasted 
for two or three weeks, then a 
few men started being friendly 
privately, but as a group they 
weren’t too accepting.” 
Gradually, she broke the ice 
with the rest of them and be­ 
came a full-fledged member of 
the watering crew —“an irriga­ 
tion engineer,” as she puts it. 
Miss D uncan, a dim pled, 
smiling graduate of Northern 
Colorado University at Greeley 
and a former French teacher in 
the Cheyenne school system, 
says students at Utah State 
frequently ask her if she’s a 
member of the women’s libera­ 
tion movement. 
“ Hell, no,” is her reply. 
“ I figure they aren't neces­ 
sarily being rude when they 
stare at me as I run about 
campus on my scooter turning 
water on and off. 
“WHEN A person puts him­ 
self in a position of being differ­ 
ent, he must be ready to have 
others be astonished; for exam­ 
ple. when a guy grows his hair 
long he has to expect to have 
people stare.” 
Miss Duncan quit teaching 
because “public schools are too 
structured.” 
She also left the grounds crew 
for a while and took a job with 
the W’eber County Welfare Of­ 
fice at Ogden, Utah, but it 
didn’t last long. 
“ I couldn't work there any 
more under the pretense of 
helping people. It is frightening 
to see the welfare workers m a­ 
nipulate and rule these welfare 
clients —making them so hum­ 
ble that they lose all dignity.” 
She got her watering job back 
and says she’s been happy ever 
since. 
Now under a one-year con­ 
tract at the university, Miss 
Duncan is undecided about her 
future but has been thinking 
about the concept of teaching 
awareness through films. 
“ We'd take everyday happen­ 
ings and put them all together 
for m eaning. The students 
make their own films,” she 
explained. “This is what I want 
to do eventually,” she said.

The Bald Eagle Becoming A Rarity 


Abernathy Claims 
United States 'Sick7

The continued existence of 
the bald eagle as a species is 
seriously threatened. At one 
time, it bred ' extensively over 
North America — but now it is 
regarded as one of our rarest 
birds. 
In earlier time, every lake or 
bay must have had its pairs of 
bald eagles. But today many 
Americans have never seen 
their national bird. Tfce overall 
census of bald eagles conducted 
by the National Audubon Socie­ 
ty in 1963 was given as 3,547 — 
and their numbers have been 
steadily dwindling since that 
date. Only in the northern parts 
of Canadian provinces are they 
now to be found in any numbers 
at all. 
The decline in the bald eagle 
population was o rig in ally 
brought about by indiscrimi­ 
nate slaughter. The eagle was 
not only shot by marksmen for 
sport without the benefit of 
protective laws, but was also 
relentlessly pursued by egg-col- 
lectors. 


Extensive logging has been 
another contributing factor in 
its elimination. Unlike the 
golden eagle which is a bird 
of our western mountain re­ 
gions, the bald eagle prefers 
to build its nest near the top 
of very tall trees near water. 
With the clearing of forest 
trees, the bald eagle began to 
disappear. 


Except for the almost-extinct 
California condor, the bald ea­ 
gle is the largest and most 
magnificent of all our birds of 
prey. The female, usually three 
or four inches larger than her 
mate, may attain a length of 30 
inches and sport a 7 Vi foot 
wingspan. The adult bird is 
quite unmistakable by virtue of 
its majestic size and white head 
and tail.

Board composition and fund 
raising events will be among 
topics discussed at a special 
meeting of the Southern Marin 
Target Area board of the Marin 
County Economic Opportunity 
Council at 7 p.m.

According to secretary Shir­ 
ley Roberts, the board will also 
elect a new chairman at the 
meeting. 


However, it is not until the 
bird has attained its fourth year 
that it acquires the adult plu­ 
mage. Until that time, it is a 
sombre dark-brown and is then 
not easily distinguishable at a 
distance from the golden eagle. 


The bald eagle was adopted 
as the national emblem of the 
United States by act of the 
Second Continental Congress of 
1782 (much to the protests of 
Benjamin Franklin). However, 
this magnificent bird was not 
afforded protection by Federal 
law until 1940. Its provisions at 
the time did not apply to Alas­ 
ka. 


In 1917, the Legislature of 
Alaska started a campaign 
against the American eagle 
by paying a bounty of fifty 
cents a bird. These bounties 
were sponsored by the territo­ 
rial government itself in re­ 
taliation against the bird 
w hich was accused of robbing 
the country of its fish supply. 
From that date until the 
present time, the number of 
bald eagles killed for bounty 
in Alaska is believed to be no 
less than 100,000. They now 
are seldom seen in vast areas 
in this territory where they 
once abounded. 


It was only after its popula­ 
tion had been drastically re­ 
duced that investigation proved 
that the bald eagle is too lazy to 
catch live fish when it can pick 
up dead ones. 
Also, it is a poor fisherman. 
Any live fish that it can man­ 
age to capture are usually 
spawned-out salmon which re­ 
quire no real fishing at all. At 
long last in 1952, the bald eagle 
was granted full protection in 
Alaska. Anyone today found 
harming an eagle or its nest is 
subject to fines up to $500. This 
protection, however, may have 
come too late. 


On the occasions when the 
bald eagle does have a taste for 
fresh fish, it will harass the far 
more skillful fish-catching os­ 
prey, forcing it to drop its 
catch. As the fish falls from the 
clutches of the osprey, the ea­ 
gle swoops down under it and 
retrieves it before it hits the 
water. It was this trait of pira­ 
cy in the bird’s makeup that 
caused Benjamin Franklin to 
oppose the choice of the bald 
eagle for the national emblem. 
Eagles have always been 
regarded as emblems of pow­ 
er and majesty, so our nation­ 
al bird may still be admired 
bv those who are not too 
familiar with its habits. In 
flight, with its pure-white 
head and tail glistening in the 
sunlight, it makes an inspir­ 
ing sight and adds grandeur 
to any scene. 
The bald eagle is a harmless 
species, its principal food being 
dead fish. When fish are scarce, 
the bald eagle may supplement 
its diet with crabs. It will occa­ 
sionally feed upon mice, rats, 
other small mammals, water­ 
fowl, and (very seldom) its im­ 
pressive size, the bird itself 
weighs no more than 13 pounds 
and is virtually incapable of 
lifting any weight in excess of 
eight or 10 lbs. Experiments 
have demonstrated this conclu­ 
sively. 
Whenever a bald eagle is 
nesting in a particular area, it 
is always apparent due to the 
immense size of its next. 
These nests (used year after 
year by the same couple) are

layers of branches. As a result, 
the nests often reach astound­ 
ing proportions. 
One nest which wa$ used for 
20 or 30 years near St. Peters­ 
burg, Fla., is reported to have 
reached a height of 20 feet and 
a width of almost 10 feet. But 
the size of this well-established 
nest is not really so surprising, 
since the eagles mate for life 
and are often long-lived. Some 
even attain the amazing age of 
100 years. 
Today, the greatest peril 
facing the bald eagle is the 
pollution of rivers, streams 
and coastal bays which kills 
off the fish. Bald eagles, 
being largely scavengers, 
consume large quantities of 
these poisoned dead fish that 
are thrown up onto river 
banks and coastlines. The fish 
are contaminated with DDT 
and other chlorinated hydro­ 
carbons. 
These pesticides, originally 
sprayed on nearby trees and 
shrubs, are blown by the wind 
or travel with falling leaves 
along coastlines. They are then 
absorbed by the plankton, algae 
and other minute animal organ­ 
isms in the waterways. They 
are in turn eaten by the fish on 
which the bald eagle feeds. This 
accumulation of poisons con­ 
sumed by the bald eagle results 
in a sterilizing effect on its 
eggs, eventually leading to the 
death of the adult bird itself. 
One recent survey conducted 
in the States of Virginia, Mary­ 
land, North Carolina, and Dela­ 
ware, revealed 16 nests known 
to be active. Of these 16 nests, 
only 
th ree 
eag lets 
w ere 
produced. 
Another incident involves an 
adult eagle on Jamestown Is­ 
land, Virginia, where the bird 
was picked up under its nest. It 
was suffering from tremors, a 
condition typical of pesticide 
poisoning. 
By virtue of being a scaven­ 
ger, the bald eagle plays a most 
important role in the balance of 
nature. Scavengers are nature’s 
garbage collectors. Without 
them, the earth would become 
a breeding place for disease, 
and plague would certainly run 
rampant. As the bald eagle is 
also a predator, it is doubly 
useful (it frequently preys on 
small rodents). It would be sad 
indeed if we were ever to lose 
such a hird. 
However, unless the use of 
pesticide poisons is more stron- 
ly controlled in the future, the 
emllc... «f the United States 
could well become the emblem 
of extinction.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI>-Dr. 
Ralph D. Abernathy, president 
of the Southern Christian Lead­ 
ership Conference, yesterday 
termed the United States a 
“ sick” nation and charged 
President Nixon had created “a 
climate of opposition” to busing 
of school children. 


Abernathy, who succeeded 
Dr. Martin Luther King in lead­ 
ership of the group he heads, 
held a brief news conference 
before addressing the 91st con­ 
vention of the Baptists of Amer­ 
ica. 


“Today’s issues are so con­ 
fused,” he said, “and America 
is so sick. The Nixon adminis­ 
tration is so opposed to our 
ideals that the national admin­ 
istration no longer walks with 
us and no longer are our sup­ 
porters.” 


Abernathy said the current 
convention of the black branch 
of the Baptist Church was cur­ 
rently the “best support of our 
moral cause.” He said the or­ 
ganization he represented was 
in “a grave financial crisis” 
and if the group was to live 
“then black people must sup­ 
port it.” 
Questioned on the current 
school busing problem, Aber­ 
nathy was critical of the admin­ 
istration’s stand. 
“The President has created 
the climate for the opposition to 
busing,” he said. “Those who 
follow his views have been giv­ 
en moral support to protest. 
Mr. Nixon very seldom says 
anything right, and seldom does 
he do anything that’s right.” 
Abernathy welcomed 
the 
move of the Black Panthers’ 


headquarters from Oakland to 
Atlanta. 


“We certainly will welcome 
the Black Panthers,” he said. 
“We would be delighted to have 
our black brothers come to 
Atlanta, an all-American city... 
It is possible that our group will 
be taken over and solve our 
financial difficulties.” 


Abernathy said the country 
certainly could not have quality 
education for all unless the 
busing program was fulfilled, 
but “because of housing, we 
still have black ghettos and 
only white students will be 
bused while black students will 
still be walking.” 


He was asked about a black 
man’s chance of becoming a 
vice president and replied “in 
this sick nation a black man 
does not have a chance.”

Polish Church Having 
Emigration Worries 


BERLIN. 
E ast 
G erm any 
(LWF> — Immense difficulties 
are being created for the Evan­ 
gelical Church of Augsburg 
Confession in Poland as emi­ 
gration continues from Poland 
to West Germany, according to 
the bishop of the 80,000-member 
church, Rt. Rev. Andrzej Wan- 
tula of Warsaw. 
The emigration is a result of 
agreements reached last year 
between the Polish and West 
G erm an governm ents which 
permit German families still 
living in Poland to reunite with 
th eir fam ilies in W est G er­ 
many. 
W riting in “ E vangelisches 
Pfarrerblatt” — a monthly bul­ 
letin for East German Protes­ 
tant clergymen — the 65-year- 
old prelate noted that due to 
emigration of Lutherans from 
Poland, church administrative 
units must be constantly res­ 
tructured while the existence of 
other units is threatened. The 
church reported a loss of one- 
fifth of its membership this 
year over 1970. 
In a situation report for the 
clergy periodical, Bishop Wan- 
tula also described his church’s 
tense relationship with the dom­ 
inant Roman Catholic Church 
of the country. 
Following World War II, he 
said, the Catholic Church seized 
Lutheran property in the for­ 
mer German territories which 
had been ceded to Poland.

Feud Over Mideast Policies

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T w o 
of America’s most distinguished 
religious organizations are feud* 
ing publicly over U. S/ policy in 
the Middle East. 


Involved are the American 
Friends 
Service 
Committee 
(AFSC), a Quaker organization 
long noted for its objective view 
toward current political prob­ 
lems and the American Jewish 
Committee, 
equally 
distin­ 
guished and considered one of 
the most eloquent spokesmen 
for 
the 
organized 
Jewish 
community 
in 
the 
United 
States. 


Touching off the feud was a 
study done for the AFSC and 
published as 
“ Search 
For 
Peace in the Middle East.” 


Although the Friends’ study 
was undertaken in 1968 - “with 
the urging of both Jews and 
Arabs,” according to the AFSC 
—it was not published until last 


year and only recently raised 
any eyebrows. 
Now the AJC, in cooperation 
with 
the 
Anti-Defamation 
League of B ’nai B’rith, has 
published a lengthy critique of 
the 
Quaker 
study 
sharply 
questioning the Friends’ objecti­ 
vity and accusing the study of 
being filled with “blatant bias.” 
The two religious organiza­ 
tions, both generally liberal on 
political policy questions, his­ 
torically have frequently colla­ 
borated with each other. 
But the AJC report said the 
Friends study “is harmful to 
the cause of a just and lasting 
peace” 
and 
“endangers 
the 
previous good relationship be­ 
tween Jews and the Quaker 
community ...” 
The Friends working party 
which 
prepared 
the 
study, 
headed by Landrum R. Bolling, 
president of Earlham college in 
Richmond, Ind., seemed to be 
acutely aware of the emotional 
quicksand 
involved 
in 
any 


attempt to assess the Middle 
East situation. 
“We wish to make clear to 
all, particularly to our country­ 
men 
of 
Jewish 
and 
Arab 
backgrounds, that our position 
is one of concern for both 
peoples and is based on the 
conviction that the rights and

some just and peaceful basis,” 
the Friends said. 


The study added: “Many on 
each side will denounce any

OF MAN AND GOD 


Schweitzer's Look Into 
Deeper Spiritual Life

The most shocking thing Je­ 
sus ever said —from the view­ 
point of conventional wisdom — 
is that it’s a blessing to suffer. 


Many thoughtful men, from 
the time of the Greek Stoics 
until now, have looked upon 
pain and bereavement as inevi­ 
table aspects of human exist­ 
ence to be borne with patience 
and courage. 


But Jesus went much farther 
than that. He did not teach 
mere resignation to life's hurts. 
He said: “ Happy are those who 
mourn ... How blest are the 
sorrowful.” 
Jesus was not a masochist 
who took pleasure in pain. It is 
clear from the gospels that he 
avoided hardship whenever he 
could do so without shirking his 
duty or compromising his prin­ 
ciples. He also tried whenever 
possible to ameliorate the suf­ 
fering of others. 
So, when he said it is blessed 
to suffer, he did NOT mean that 
we should go out of our way to 
incur miseries. He was simply 
saying that when trouble comes 
upon us anyway, desite all our 
efforts to avoid it, we may find 
in it a hidden benediction. 
The late Dr. Albert Schweitz­ 
er, one of the greatest Chris­ 
tians of this or any other centu­ 
ry, regarded this teaching as 
“the lodestar of Jesus’ life.” 
Before he went to Africa to 
serve as a medical missionary. 
Schweitzer was pastor of the 
Church of St. Nicolai in Stras­ 
bourg. He frequently preached 
sermons on the creative aspect 
of suffering. Some of these pre­ 
viously unpublished serm ons 
have been collected in a book 
called “ Reverence for Life” 
(Harper & Row) which I com­ 
mend to everyone who seeks to 
deepen his spiritual life. 
Schweitzer reminds us tnat 
the gospel offers no encourage­ 
ment to the popular belief that 
a person can purchase Divine 
protection against suffering by 
being “ good.” Quite the contra-

.ry. “The Savior suffered more 
than anyone” and if we truly 
follow his way, he will “draw 
us with him into his suffering.” 
Misfortune is “ part of what it 
means to be a Christian.” 
Why? 
“ Because suffering is exalta­ 
tion. Just as Jesus was exalted 
on the cross, so we too must 
suffer in order to be exalted 
above the world. 
“ In pain we discover the ex­ 
istence of som ething higher 
than earthly happinesss and 
physical contentment. Then we 
can gradually detach ourselves 
from those things which hold 
our senses captive ... we set our 
eyes on the eternal.” 
But Jesus was not speaking 
only of “ pie in the sky” when 
he said that those who suffer 
will be comforted. The blessing 
to be found in pain is a right- 
there, right-now blessing, which 
takes place in the very midst of 
suffering. 
And w hat is its nature? 
Schweitzer suggests that the 
answer can be found by looking 
back at the times in your life in 
which you were calm and con­ 
tented and everything seemed 
to be going right for you.

“If the whole of your life had 
been a succession of hours like 
those, do you know what would 
have become of you?

You 
are always His child, and He 
has His protecting arm around 
you... 
“ Does a child understand 
everything his father does? No 
—but he can confidently nestle 
in his father’s arms and feel 
perfect happiness, even while 
tears glisten in his eyes, be­ 
cause he is his father’s child.”

Tied to this suggestion is one 
that the 
Arab 
governments 
“must declare their acceptance 
of the fact of Israel’s existence 
as a sovereign state and must 
make clear their willingness to 
live in a condition of true peace 
with Israel.” 
The Jews see in these two 
points an anti-Israeli position. 
They said that since Israel has 
claimed in the past it does not 
seek territorial expansion, the 
first argument amounts to a 
“w h e n-d i d-y ou-stop-beating- 
your-wife?” syndrome. 
As for the second Quaker 
proposal, the AJC study said: 
“ In contrast to the specific 
dem and m ade on Israel for 
giving up territory and aban­ 
doning its goal of secure and 
defensible borders, the Arab 
government are not required to 
make any substantive commit­ 
ment whatever.” 
The Jewish team that pre­ 
pared the critique was most 
sharply critical of the Quaker 
proposal—generally being fol­ 
lowed by the United States in 
its peace initiative—th at the 
Big Four powers play a major 
role in guaranteeing peace in 
the area. 
“There is no reason to expect 
that the Big Four could or 
would guarantee a true peace 
in the Middle East,” the study 
said. It pointed to the Soviet 
Union’s obvious pro-Arab lean­ 
ings and 
said 
France 
and 
England were prim arily con­ 
cerned with “shoring up what is 
left of their influence among 
the Arab states ...” 
In 
general, 
the 
Jewish 
critique seemed to conclude the 
Quaker search for peace was 
less a search for peace than for 
American friends for the Arab 
world. 
For the Quakers, the Jewish 
critique seem ed to underline 
their 
judgment 
that 
“the 
emotionally overcharged atmos­ 
phere in the Middle East must 
be cleared” if peace is to be 
achieved. 
If, as seems certain, neither 
of 
the 
studies 
will 
quickly 
resolve the .Middle E ast situa­ 
tion, they do suggest a great 
deal more dialogue will be

from the President’s new ap­ 
proach to the economy, de­ 
signed to get things in balance 
here and abroad. 
Robert T. Allen, analyst for 
Shearson, Hammill k Co., noted 
“ euphoria” on Wall Street. 
“ The main reason for it is 
traders and investors are buy­ 
ing the idea Nixon has em­ 
barked in the right direction .. 


Monte Gordon, of Bache & 
Co., expressed a similar opin­ 
ion. “ The market is motivated 
by expectations that Nixon will 
accomplish his objective,” he 
said.

Still 'Old California' 


There are few places left in 
California where one can still 
experience what must have 
been the “ feel” of the Spanish- 
Mexican era. 
San Juan Bautista — about 
an hour and a half drive from 
Marin — is one of them. 
The heart of the little town 
is its ancient plaza, one of the 
few remaining much as it was 
in Spanish times. In the days of 
the dons, it was the scene of 
many bullfights. 
Bordering the north side of 
the plaza is historic Mission 
San Juan Bautista, founded in 
1797 as the 18th in the chain of 
California missions. It was de­ 
signed as the largest of all 21 of 
the Alta California chain and 
was built by Indians under the 
direction of the F ra n cisc a n 
padres. 
It was completed in 
1812, five years before our own 
Mission San Rafael was found­ 
ed. On its interior walls you 
can still see the faded decora­ 
tions done by Indians long ago. 
In one wing there is a mu­ 
seum 
with 
many interesting 
relics of early times. 
ALSO FACING THE PLAZA 
are half a dozen other struc­ 
tures more than a century old, 
now embraced in a state histor­ 
ic park. These include Plaza 
Hall, Plaza Stables, Plaza Ho­ 
tel, Castro Adobe, an ancient 
log cabin and the town's jail. In 
Spanish times, the hall was the 
setting for many a fandango. 
The hotel was built originally to 
house Spanish soldiers. The 
Castro adobe was built to house 
officials of early California’s 
Mexican government. Later, it 
was the home of the Patrick 
Breen family, survivors of the 
ill-fated Donner party. 
Altogheter, within a quarter 
of a mile of the mission there 
rem ain two dozen buildings 
more than 100 years old, repre­ 
senting various architectures of 
early California. 
Many of these buildings are 
not mere museum pieces on 
display for tourists. They actu­ 
ally are still in use as private 
residences or business build­ 
ings. 
Although 
streets 
are 
paved 
and 
sidewalks 
mostly 
concrete, much of the atmos­ 
phere of Hispanic California is 
still present. 
THE S L E E P Y LITTLE town 
sits on a flat overlooking beau­ 
tiful, fertile San Juan Valley. If 
you sit in the shade of the 
grape arbor at Cadematori's 
restau ran t, overlooking the 
broad fields of the valley be­ 
low, it is easy to imagine Indi­ 
ans working in those fields and 
Spanish vaqueros of yesteryear 
tending their cattle. 
One edge of the plaza over­ 
looks the valley. If you stroll 
along 
that 
edge toward 
the 
mission, you can see the outline 
of what was the stage coach 


road which marked the original 
El Camino Real, which began 
at 
the 
trail 
trudged by the 
Franciscan 
padres 
back and 
forth between the m issions, 
over the length of California. 
The ancient cem etery there 
contains the bones of 5,000 Indi­ 
ans Christianized by the Fran­ 
ciscans. 
California missions were sec­ 
ularized by the Mexican gov­ 
ernment in 1835, but the expro­ 
priation 
order 
was 
never 
effected at San Juan Bautista. 
Already it was somewhat re­ 
mote and off the beaten path. It 
is the only one of California’s 
chain of 
missions which re­ 
mained in the hands of the 
church continuously and unin­ 
terruptedly. It has been served 
by priests in unbroken succes­ 
sion. 
IF ALL THIS is not enough to 
produce the feel of the Spanish- 
Mexican era, you can still hear 
Spanish spoken in the streets, 
in some stores and some beer 
joints. 
Mexican field workers and 
their families — some undoubt­ 
edly descended from the origi­ 
nal Spanish and Mexican set­ 
tlers of San Juan Bautista — 


are always in evidence on the 
streets and in the stores. 
They usually speak English 
to storekeep ers but among 
themselves still speak Spanish. 
The tow n’s th ea ter offers 
both indoor and outdoor per­ 
formances before a shaded pa­ 
tio dotted with tables where 
playgoers can sip refreshing 
drinks. 
Spanish language 
as 
well as English language pro­ 
ductions are presented. 
The main business street of 
the town today is dotted with 
antique shops, galleries dis­ 
playing works of local artists 
and craftsmen as well as those 
from other parts of the state, 
and various restaurants, some 
featuring early California spe-

HOW HAS «AN JUAN BAU­ 
TISTA escaped “ progress?” 
When the state built the 
Coast Highway (which we know 
now as 101), it followed a short­ 
er, faster route from Salinas to 
San Jose than the old route of 
the padres and stagecoaches. 
The San Juan Valley was by­ 
passed and thereafter isolated 
from the main stream. 
Today, San Juan Bautista’s 
inhabitants number scarcely 1,- 
200. Only recently has it begun 
to be discovered by visitors. 
A visit to San Juan Bautista, 
plus a bit of imagination, will 
give you a good idea of what 
San Rafael was like 100 years 
ago when Spanish-Mexican in­ 
fluence was still widely in evi­ 
dence.

Buchwald's Version Of Freeze: 
A Cure For The Common Cold 


WASHINGTON — A new cure for the 
“ common cold” couldn’t have come too 
soon. Last week two Israeli researchers 
announced they had been able to cure 
nose colds by chilling the big toes of 
patients’ feet. The Israelies claimed that 
the sudden temporary chilling of the big 
toes almost immediately brings about a 
lowering of the normal temperature with­ 
in the nose. 
And lowering the nasal 
temperature dries up the nostrils, there­ 
by curing the cold. 
At the time the story appeared on the 
front pages of newspapers and on televi­ 
sion I was in bed with a severe nose cold 
and my wife said to me, “ Let’s try it. 
What have you got to lose?” 
The Israeli researchers said they had 
developed a special indirect cooling appa­ 
ratus adapted to the shape of the big toe. 
It uses a refrigerant chemical called 
dichloro difluoromethane, which can chill 
a toe in less than a minute. Since we 
didn’t have this chemical available my 
wife decided to tape an ice cube on each 
toe. 
I LAY TH ER E with my feet sticking 
but of each side of the bed and ice cubes 
on my big toes. 
“ How do you feel?” she asked. 
“About the sam e.” 
“ Then why are you laughing?” 
“ The water trickling between my toes 
makes me ticklish.” 
The ice cubes kept melting and I kept 
sneezing and giggling, so my wife said, 
“ Maybe ice cubes aren’t the answer. 
W’ould you consider putting both your feet 
in the refrigerator?” 
“YOU HAVE TO B E kidding,” I said. 


“ You have everything to gain,” she 
said, tuking the ice cubes off my toes and 
handing me a bathrobe. 
I sat on a kitchen chair while she 
removed the food from the shelves of the 
refrigerator. “ We’ll try it in this part of 
the fridge and if it doesn’t work we’ll put 
your feet in the deep freeze.” 
“ I ’d just as soon drink plenty of liquids 
and take aspirin.” 
“ There,” she said, “ put your feet on 
the third shelf and read a book.” 
FIV E MINUTES LATER she said, “ Do 
you feel anything?” 
“Nothing at all, ” I said. 
“Then your cold is gone?” 
“No, my toes are frozen. I can’t move 
them .” 
“ They are sort of blue. Maybe you 
better take them out.” 
“ Where 
should I put them, in the 
oven?” 
“TH ER E HAS TO B E some way of 
freezing your toes without giving you 
frostbite,” my wife said. 
“ M aybe I could put them in the 
mashed potatoes of a frozen TV dinner?” 
“ Perhaps,” she said, “ if you stuck your 
feet against the air-conditioning vent.” 
“ I’d rather put them out the window'.” 
“ I know. I’ll make two frozen daiquiris 
and you can put a big toe in each one. 
That way they’ll freeze but you won’t 
suffer.” 
She made two daiquiris (banana) and 
inserted a toe in each glass. I relaxed as 
nature took its course. My body tem pera­ 
ture slowly went down and in half an 
hour my cold was gone. Now if I can just 
get rid of this hangover. 


W ASHINGTON — It is not hard to put 
down the conservationists and environ­ 
mentalists 
and fuzzy-minded idealists. 
But to their credit an important victory 
must be chalked up. 
The Atomic Energy Commission has 
ju st ruled that all 96 nuclear power 
plants, 91 under construction, must show 
that in operation they will not pollute the 
environment. This means not alone the 
threat of a nuclear accident, w'hich the 
AEC has stoutly maintained is virtually 
impossible under safety regulations stipu­ 
lated by the commission, but pollution of 
the waters —therm al pollution —used in 
the cooling process. 


That has been the outcry of the envi­ 
ronmentalists, who maintain that raising 
the tem perature of the w ater in bays and 
estuaries by a degree or even a fraction 
of a degree will destroy marine life. This 
will, in turn, upset the whole ecological 
balance in coastal w aters, endangering 
species already on the fringe of extinc­ 
tion. 


THE AEC ORDER followed an opinion 
by Judge Skelly Wright of the United 
States Court of Appeals holding that the 
commission had not complied with the 
National Environmental Policy Act of 
1969. It was not enough, the far-reaching 
Wright decision held, to rely on certifica­ 
tion by the states that thermal and other 
kinds of pollution would not occur. The 
commission wisely decided against car­ 
rying an appeal to the supreme court. 
Each nuclear plant is now given 40 
days to prove to the AEC that it will not 
be a polluter in any form. As construction 
proceeds the responses will be evaluated. 
The conservationists may exaggerate 
the dangers. The fact is, however, that 
ever since that first atom bomb explosion 
in the New Mexican desert, man has 
been dealing with forces hitherto un­ 
known on this planet. They are forces 
that give fallible, blundering mankind a 
reach in power never before dreamed of. 
When he was informed of the success of 
the secret experiment in New Mexico 
that wisest of wise men, Albert Einstein, 
said . “ Now everything is ch a n g ed ." 
Everything, he added, except the pic­ 
tures in men’s minds of what their world

is like. That is reason enough for caution. 
In managing these new forces — after 
all, only 26 years in being —an irretrieva­ 
ble step could put the future in grave 
jeopardy. A significant body of scientists 
challenge the AEC s safety regulations

THE AEC IS THE TARGET for an 
even more concentrated attack by con­ 
servationists along with anti-war protes­ 
ters.

If it comes off, it will be A m erica’s 
biggest underground nuclear bang.

The cost is $160 million, with the AEC 
claiming that at a depth of 5,875 feet the 
danger of leakage of radioactivity into 
the earth’s atmosphere is negligible. 
But Amchitka is in the heart of an 
earthquake zone and Sen. Mike Gravel of 
Alaska and many seismologists contend 
that an explosion of that magnitude could 
trigger a m ajor quake. Alaskans have 
painful memories of what happened on 
Good Friday in 1964. A large part of the 
state was devastated by an earthquake 
that began with a shock of 6.5 on the 
Richter scale and triggered itself to a 
peak of 8.4, only slightly less than the 
estimated force of the quake of 1906 that 
destroyed much of San Francisco. 
FROM ALL AROUND the Pacific rim 
have come protests against the Amchitka. 
explosion, with Canada and Japan the 
most vehement. On the conservation«ide, 
the threat is to seepage of radioactivity 
into the Bering Sea. The Aleutians are 
the crossroads for the spawning m igra­ 
tions of Pacific salmon. Contamination of 
the salmon would be a devastating blow 
to one of Alaska's principal industries. 
Em peror Hirohito of Japan is meeting 
President Nixon in Alaska on Sept. 25. 
The guess is that Mr. Nixon will use that 
occasion to cancel the Amchitka explo­ 
sion.

The Jobless 
Rate Soars 
In Britain

LONDON (UPI) -T h e way Giles An­ 
drews sees it. nobody in his right mind 
would dream of going on strike in Britain 
right now. no m atter what his grievance 
“Strike? You've got to be bloody crazy 
to strike these days,” the 27-year-old 
Cambridge University graduate said "too 
many aren’t working already —including 
m e.” 
Andrews is a journalist and a bachelor. 
He has been out of work for two months, 
picking up sporadic freelance work to 
help him scrape together the five pounds 
($12) weekly rent he pays to share a West 
London apartm ent with two others. 
"You’d think the university education 
would help,” he said. “ But no —London 
is full of free-lancers and there’s precious 
little work available.” 


GILES ANDREWS’ rem arks m irror 
the mood of many British workers and 
employment officials at a time of the 
nation s highest unemployment figures in 
30 years. The underlying attitude seems 
to be, "hang on to whatever job you’ve 
got and count yourself lucky to have it.” 
Labor analysts and employment offi­ 
cials say they see a relationship between 
this sort of thinking and recent govern­ 
ment statistics showing strikes down by- 
half from 1970. 
"There’s a definite psychological factor 
in staying on the job these days,” said a 
spokesman for the giant Trade Unions 
Congress (TUC), Britain’s equivalent of 
the U.S. AFL-CIO. It represents some 
nine million workers. 
"You don’t put your job in jeopardy by 
threatening to walk out when it’s already 
a bit in jeopardy,” he said. 
AN OFFICIAL at the government De­ 
partment of Employment said just under 
800,000 British workers were out of jobs 
in July. The total. 3.4 per cent of the 
nation’s work force, was the highest since 
1940, he said. He noted, too, that there 
were only 1.176 strikes across the country 
in the first six months of this year, a 50 
per cent drop from the 2,355 registered 
during the same period a year ago. 
He declined to draw any conclusion 
from the figures. But Robert Cook, man­ 
ager of the government’s employment 
exchange in Marylebone-Camden, a com­ 
mercial district in North London, said he 
thought fear of unemployment was keep­ 
ing many workers on the job. 
"Any number of workers used to say 
‘to hell with it, I'm going to pack it in 
(quit) and move on,’ when they hit a bad 
patch,” said Cook. 
MACHINIST COLIN Harris, 32, was 
direct about his dissatisfaction with his 
current weekly salary of 22.50 pounds 
i$54). He pays 6.50 pounds a week alone 
for government-assisted housing for him­ 
self, his wife and three children. He'd 
like to look for more skilled work, 
perhaps as a wejder. 
"That could bring me an easy 10 quid 
(pounds —$24) m ore,” Harris said. "But 
with so many others looking for jobs, I 
can’t take the chance of leaving this 
one.” 
G overnm ent officials, pleased with 
their success in ending a two-month 
postal strike last ,March, are more confi­ 
dent now about handling industrial dis­ 
putes. 
Some predict that, despite such prob­ 
lems as the Upper Clyde Shipbuilders, 
where workers took over the yards in 
protest against a government rejection of 
a request for more subsidy funds, the 
worst problems with strikes are over. 
"THE GOVERNMENT set its face 
against inflationary rises and took the 
fever out of the labor situ a tio n ,o n e 
official said. He attributed last winter’s 
labor "m ilitancy” to a reaction against 
partial wage and price restraints im­ 
posed during the mid-1960s. 
Labor itself agreed on the reasons. 
"When the government relaxed it, we 
simply had to work our way through a 
period of wage claim s,” a TUC spokes­ 
man said. 
He was not so confident about future 
labor peace.

TEHRAN (UPI>—Iran, the world’s old­ 
est existing monarchy, will celebrate the 
2,500th anniversary of its founding in 
October with a magnificent pageant at 
Persepolis, a city built by Darius the 
Great and destroyed by Alexander the 
Great. 
Amid the fabled ruins a tented city is 
rising to house the 50 or so heads of state 
expected to attend, along with many 
distinguished guests and 10,000 others 
invited by the Shah and Empress Farah. 
One of the highlights of the program 
will be a "son et lum iere"—a sound and 
light— performance which will recreate 
the glory of the Achaemenian dynasty 
and its sacred capital, and a parade of 
military units in costumes of the various 
periods of Iranian history. 
THE SHAH and his Empress will go to 
Shiraz, the modern city near Persepolis, 
on Oct. 12 to greet their guests as they 
arrive. A state dinner will be held Oct. 14 
— catered by the finest chefs of Paris. 
The next day a pageant will dramatize 
the long history of the ancient world’s 
greatest empire. 
Historians have spent months research­ 
ing and writing the narration which will 
be spoken to a background of music 
composed by Iranian musicians. Among 
other historic events the pageant will 
show Alexander of Macedon's triumphant 
entrance into Persepolis and his cere­ 
monial burning of the Palace of Xerxes— 
symbolizing the conclusion of the pan- 
Helenic campaign of revenge. 
The final destruction of Persepolis will 
also be reenacted, although historians 
are not sure what prompted Alexander to 
put to the torch a city considered at that 
time to be the wonder of the world. One 
legend is that he granted the wish of 
Thais, an Athenian courtesan, who want­ 
ed to see the city burn. 
The real significance of the celebra­ 
tions is that Iran has been able to 
maintain its separate identity as a nation 
despite three m ajor invasions. Greeks, 
Mongols and Arabs have all in turn 
overrun the country and all were capable 
of destroying it as an independent and 
separate nation. Yet these invasions, and 
a score of minor attacks on Iran, have 
gone without a trace. The Persian lan­ 
guage is still as liquid as it wa> during 
the pre-Islamic era. 
THE PAGEANT - naturally enough 
being described as "the greatest >pecta- 
cle on Earth” — is scheduled for exactly 
4 p.m. Oct. 15. Seventy two hours earlier 
the first of a relay of horsemen will leave 
Tehran, clad in the military costume of 
25 centuries ago and carrying a message

to Iran's modern day emperor, Shahan- 
shak (king of kings) Aryamehr (light of 
the Aryans) Mohammad Reza Pahlevi. 
The message will convey the nation’s 
gratitude for his "benign and benevolent 
rule.” The Shah will then address his own 
people and the world in a radio-television 
broadcast transm itted by satellite. This 
will stress Iran’s role in world culture, 
justice and civilization. 


The guests—kings, queens, presidents, 
prime ministers, men and women of 
letters and the arts and others—seated on 
specially erected stands in Achaemenian 
style, directly in front of the ruins of 
Persepolis, will witness the great pag­ 
eant. Gilded war chariots will head the 
two hour parade whose theme is Iran's 
own history. 


The banquet given that night for heads 
of state by the Shah will “ never be 
forgotten,” a prominent court official told 
UPI. The best caviar in the world, 
pheasant, venison and hors-de’oeuvres 
prepared by local and international chefs 
will be served as the regal assembly lolls 
P ersian style on brocaded cushions 
placed on carpeted floors, to the enter­ 
tainment by leading singers and dancers. 


THE TENT VILLAGE has all the 
facilities a modern palace would want, 
including bars, card rooms, coffee cor­ 
ners and lounges. The 50 main tents will 
be equipped with two bedrooms, a draw­ 
ing room, two bathrooms, a dressing 
room and a kitchen. 
Around the tents, roads, lawns and rose 
gardens have been laid out, with the top 
attractio n an orange tinted, heavily 
scented yellow rose specially cultivated 
in France and named “ Persepolis” to 
mark the occasion. 
Beauty parlors are also planned in the 
tented village, and the ladies will have 
the attention of Elizabeth Arden, Carita 
and Alexandre to attend them. Before 
departing, each head of state will receive 
a portrait of himself, woven into a 
magnificent silk and wool Persian carpet. 
As the biggest assembly at one time of 
the heads of state and their wives under 
a single tent, an all-out effort has been 
made for comfort and safety. 
The tents have been tested to withstand 
wind velocity of 125 m.p.h. Measures 
have been taken to destroy the deadly 
snakes, scorpions and huge rats infesting 
this desert area. To take care of any 
emergencies, a mobile first aid center 
and hospital have been set up. 
In addition, prefabricated dwellings 
imported from Cyprus, new’ hotels and 
other structures have been built to ac­ 
commodate the 10,000 visitors expected

1972 Conventions May See 
End To Nomination Hoopla 


WASHINGTON (UPD—When a Demo­ 
cratic orator names "the man who” he 
says is destined to lead the nation for the 
next four years, delegates to the 1972 
Democratic National Convention are sup­ 
posed to keep their seats and remain 
silent. 
It probably won’t work, but a proposed 
rule from one of th 3 party’s reform 
commissions says delegates "shall main­ 
tain order” before and after nominating 
speeches. It also says "demonstrations 
on behalf of candidates shall not be 
perm itted.” 
If this rule, proposed by a group 
headed by Rep. Jam es G. O’Hara of 
Michigan, is adopted by the convention 
and enforced, delegates cannot jam the 
aisles, joined by outsiders sneaking in 
with hired bands, to stage demonstra­ 
tions intended to show their candidate is 
the popular choice. 
THE O'HARA Commission and another 
headed by Rep. Donald M. Fraser of 
Minnesota have spent more than two 
years writing and seeking adoption of 
convention rules and delegate selection 
standards to prevent the chaos that 
disrupted the 1968 Democratic Conven­ 
tion. 
i 
The Fraser Commission is claiming 
power to compel state Democratic organ­ 
izations to follow many of its delegate 
selection proposals, subject to acceptance 
by the convention. 


Republican leaders established a "Do 
Committee” (for delegates and organiza­ 
tions) with less authority to make recom­ 
mendations in the same areas. 
The Do Committee proposed that cov- 
ention demonstrations be allowed only for 
candidates with "su b stan tial delegate 
support,” which was not defined. It 
reported that a poll of GOP National 
Committee members and state chairmen 
favored allowing only delegates and al­ 
ternates in demonstrations. 
Among other things, convention man­ 
agers in both parties want to hold their 
television audiences. Demonstrations can 
create temporary excitement. But it can 
turn to boredom when the convention 
chairman is unable to cut them off. 
THESE MANAGERS also take a cool 
view of "favorite son” candidates whose 
names go before conventions as tributes 
from their home states or to give unde­ 
cided delegations time to choose between 
the m ajor candidates. 
When President Nixon appeared almost 
certain of a first ballot nomination in 
1968, the names of 12 candidates were 
placed before the Republican convention, 
including the irrepressible Harold E. 
Stassen. 
Five names were submitted to the 
Democratic convention. 
For 1972, the O’Hara Commission rec­ 
ommended that candidates with substan­ 
tial support in at least three states be 


allowed a half hour for nominating and 
seconding speeches. Others would get 
only five minutes. 
The GOP committee also recommend­ 
ed only five minutes for favorite son 
candidates and 14 minutes —11 less than 
in 1968 —for others. It reported that its 
poll showed heavy support for forbidding 
demonstrations for favorite sons. 
IT IS THE Fraser Commission, form er­ 
ly headed by Sen. George S. McGovern of 
South Dakota, which is leading the Demo­ 
crats into unexplored territory. The GOP 
is moving much more cautiously. 
Some members of the Fraser Commis­ 
sion itself disagree about the meaning of 
its 18 guidelines for selecting delegates. 
Some have freely predicted a record 
number of contests over seating dele­ 
gates. Some Democrats believe enforce­ 
ment of the standards will cause chaos; 
others think enforcement is necessary to 
prevent chaos. 
One guideline likely to cause trouble 
requires state delegations to represent 
women, Young people and m inority 
groups in "reasonable relationship to 
their population in a state.” But a 
footnote in the report says no quota 
system is intended and opens the way to 
endless argument. 
One question is what happens when a 
state electing Democratic convention del­ 
egates in a prim ary names all-male 
candidates over 40.

ANOTHER POTENTIAL cause of trou 
ble: F raser’s Commission is talking at 
least about devising a plan to permit the 
Credentials Committee to name delegates 
as substitutes for those held to have been 
chosen without com pliance with the 
guidelines. 
Both parties are planning regional 
hearings on their 1972 platforms before 
the convention. But the O’Hara Commis­ 
sion also is asking that the final draft 
from the platform committee be circulat­ 
ed to all delegates 10 days before the 
convention opens instead of during the 
convention. 
Aggravating disputes about party re­ 
form is a lawsuit against the Democratic 
N ational C om m ittee. The com m ittee 
adopted a delegate apportionment formu­ 
la cutting bonus votes given small states 
in 1968 but not so far as the O’Hara 
Commission recommended. 
A group of Democrats sued for a 
formula based on the Democratic vote in 
the most recent, presidential election or 
elections. A U.S. district court ruled 
against the National Committee in a case 
now before the D C. Court of Appeals ard 
headed for the Supreme Court. 
The two parties have needled one 
another about the reform issue. Demo­ 
cratic leaders have argued that only they 
were so bold as to undertake real reform 
when its time had come. Republican 
leaders have retorted that their party 
never permitted some of the abuses the 
Democrats are trying to correct. 
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NO TREE BUT A MESSAGE

Barrows Wants Only One 


Assistant In His Office 


Marin County should have 
only one assistant county ad­ 
ministrator instead of two and 
that assistant should get a pay 
raise because of increased re­ 
sponsibility. 
This will be the recommenda­ 
tion of County Administrator 
John F. Barrows to the Marin 
County Board of Supervisors 
next Tuesday morning. 
His assistant is Thomas F. 
Campanella, who is now getting 
$23,820 per year. Since Campa­ 
nella will be the only assistant, 
B arrow s recom m ends th at 
Campanella’s pay be raised to 
$25,020 as soon as the federal 
wage freeze will permit. 
Former County Administra­ 
tor Alan Bruce, who resigned 
on July 1, had two assistants 
(Barrows and Campanella), and 
two senior administrative ana­ 
lysts (Nichael A. Chrystal and 
William R. Pryor), a total staff 
of five including himself. Pryor 
was transferred to the proba­ 
tion department in July. 


Barrows will ask for the 
same total of five, but re-allo­ 
cated in this way: 
County administrator, one as­ 
sistant (Campanella), one senior 
administrative analyst (Chrys­ 
tal), and two administrative an­ 
alysts (one is Robert Peterson, 
and the second is to be hired). 
This re-allocation will mean a 
$14,000 reduction in total cost 
for the remaining nine months 
of this fiscal year, Barrows 
said.

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Marinites Take Active Part 
In Keeping Heritage Alive 


By DON KEOWN 
Ask Jayne Jones Calkins of 
Mill Valley to say something in 
the tongue of her native Wales, 
and she is likely to sing out: 
“ Cymru mam byth!” 
Which, translated, means, 
“ Wales forever!” 
And that pretty will summa­ 
rizes the cause to which the 
Welsh-American Society of the 
San Francisco Bay Area, of 
which Mrs. Calkins is Marin’s 
most active member, is dedi­ 
cated. 
NOW 
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“ We are determined to keep 
alive our Welsh heritage and 
culture,” she says, “ and partic­ 
ularly our Welsh language.” 
WHY ALL this devotion to a 
language that is one of the most 
difficult of all the earth’s 
tongues to master and which is 
spoken only in one corner of the 
United Kingdom, and even 
there must share the spotlight 
with English? 
“ Because,” answers Mrs. 
Calkins, “ it is not only one of 
the most beautiful languages in 
the word — so musical — but it 
is also one of the oldest. It has 
a tremendous history, having 
withstood centuries of British 
efforts to suppress it. 
.. 
“ Its loss would be a great 
blow, not only to the Welsh, but 
to all people. Just consider how 
many lovely poems and songs 
have been written in the lan­ 
guage.” 
THUS, SHE says, groups like 
the Welsh-American Society, 
and the Northern California! 
Cambrian Association, to which 
she also belongs, are always on 
the alert for opportunities to 
preserve the Welsh language 
and to encourage its use, both 
in the mother land, and over­ 
seas among persons of Welsh 
descent. 
The movement, she adds, is 
meeting with considerable suc­ 
cess. 
“ In Wales, it has become 
very, very fashionable these 
days to speak Welsh,” she says. 
“ The young people are our best 
hope, and not just the national­ 
ists. All the youth seem to have 
become more aware of their 
heritage.” 
And in this country, where 
Welsh once seemed a dying 
language spoken only by a few 
reared in Welsh-speaking fami­ 
lies, the language is now being 
studied by more and more 
young people attracted by its 
melodious quality. 
SHE TELLS of the instructor 
at the University of California 
at Los Angeles who teaches 
classes in Welsh “ even though 
he, himself, is of Irish ances­ 
try.” 
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THE HOME OF Jayne Jones Calkins on Mount 
Tamalpais above Mill Valley bears the name plate 
— "Bwthyn Bryn" — meaning Hill Cottage in 
Welsh. Here, in front of the house, Mrs. Calkins,

Jayne Jones was actually 
American-born, at Utica, N.Y., 
but as a baby she was taken by 
her parents to the small North 
Wales town of Barmouth and 
spent her first years there. 
When she was 5, she was 
brought back to Utica, “ speak­ 
ing Welsh only.” 
At 6 she began her training 
for a career as a concert pian­ 
ist, and she graduated from the 
Utica Conservatory of Music 
before an injury to her arm 
forced her to abandon those 
ambitions. 
SHE THEN took a position 
with Doubleday and Co., book 
publishers. 
Along with Wales and books, 
sailing is a subject that com­ 
mands a special affection from 
her. For a time she and her late 
husband ran one of the coun­ 
try’s most unusual bookstores, 
the Barkenstine Book Shop of 
Marfna Dal Rey, Calif., special­ 
izing in nautical works. 
. Wrote Patrick M. Royce of 
floyce Publications: “ Jayne 
Calkins probably knows more 
about the boating book field on 
the West Coast than anyone I 
know.” 


JA Y N E CALKINS still enjoys 
a session at the piano, and also 
sings, having been for 15 years 
a member of U tica’s Bach 
Choir. She has been active, too, 
in the theater, as an actress, 
musical director, costume coor­ 


dinator, lighting director and 
singer. 
At present her only such affil­ 
iation is with Theater Flamen­ 
co, a company headed by Adele 
Clara and Miguel Santos. Her 
connection there is the out­ 
growth of an earlier association 
with Chinin de Triana as his 
lighting designer. And she finds 
the link between herself, so 
staunchly Welsh, and the dis­ 
tinctive Spanish Gypsy music 
and dance not at all extraordi­ 
nary, recalling that De Triano 
once told her that the Welsh 
and the Gypsies were related. 
“ He read it in Federico Lorca.” 
Today, a widow, Mrs. Calkins 
works as a secretary for Bau­ 
man Brothers and Dick Miller 
Associates, yacht brokers and 
marine supply dealers, at Clip­ 
per Yacht Harbor, Sausalito, 
“ and I love it because it keeps 
me near the boats.” 


SHE LIVES in a small house 
on Mount Tamalpais above Mill 
Valley which she describes as 
“ resembling a ship’s cabin that 
might have been cast, intact, 
from some old coastal schooner 
offshore during a violent storm 
and landed here safely, high 
and dry, among the trees where 
the raccoons come now to 
spend the evenings out on 
deck.” 
Then she smiles: “ Unless we 
Welsh watch ourselves, we find 
ourselves talking like that.” 


In front of her home the sign 
reads “ Bwythyn Bryn.” And 
that, translated, is “ Hill Cot­ 
tage.” 
Inside, amid momentoes of 
her beloved Wales and sailing, 
she edits the Welsh-American 
Society’s Bay Area newsletter 
— the Pathau Cymraeg — 
which is issued every month 
and sent to some 600 addresses. 


“ I P l’T A lot of time into it,” 
she admits. “ It sometimes 
seems as though I am working 
on it constantly.” 
But, she adds, its contribu­ 
tions toward the effort to keep 
alive Welsh culture and tradi­ 
tions makes the many hours of 
research, writing and produc­ 
tion all worthwhile. The news­ 
letter is mimeographed in 
Sausalito. 
The Welsh-American Society 
of the San Francisco Bay Area 
was founded in 1963 with Donna 
Davies of San Francisco taking 
the lead in its organization, 
aided by Jayne Calkins and two 
other Bay Area residents, Colin 
Edwards and Mary Cooper. 


•*WE WANTED to maintain 
our cultural background,” says 
Mrs. Calkins, simply. 
The organization has no 
chairman or president. Miss 
Davies is the executive secre­ 
tary, Miss Cooper of San Fran­ 
cisco the treasurer, and Joan 
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Howell, yet another San Fran­ 
ciscan, the recording secretary. 
The society, according to 
Jayne Calkins, often works in 
cooperation with the older Cam­ 
brian Association, although, she 
says, the younger group is the 
more active of the two organi­ 
zations now. 
A 
m ajor project 
at 
the 
present time is the preparation, 
in cooperation with John Korn- 
feld Associates, for three Cali­ 
fornia appearances by one of 
Wales’ best-known choirs, the 
Pendyrus Male Voice Choir. 
THE 
CHOIK, 
90 
voices 
strong, hails from Rhymney 
Valley in South Wales, and will 
be flying from Cardiff to Oak­ 
land on Oct. 7. A performance 
Oct. 8 at 8:30 p.m. in San 
F ran cisco ’s Masonic Audito­ 
rium will be one of the high­ 
lights of that city’s British 
Week observance. 
In addition there will be ap­ 
pearances at Sacramento and 
Angwin. 
Accompanying the choir will 
be Aeron Thomas, daughter of 
poet Dylan Thomas, who will 
read from the works of her 
famous father. 
The appearance 
of 
Miss 
Thomas provides a special 
thrill for Jayne Calkins who 
says: “I met Dylan Thomas on 
several occasions and always 
found him a very, very warm 
person, with a great love for his 
country.” 
THE PENDYRUS Choir was 
formed in 1924 by out-of-work 
coal m iners, and has since 
grown to virtuoso status, with 
vocalists from many vocations 
and backgrounds. 
Under the direction of Glynne 
Jones, one of the foremost ex­ 
perts on Welsh music, the choir 
is recognized as their country’s 
leading exponents of Cymric or 
Welsh-language choral music. 
Their program, however, will 
be varied, and include early 
classic, romantic and modern 
co m p o sitio n s from s e v e ra l 
countries and cultures, along 
with the favorite and most stir­ 
ring of Wales’ traditional songs. 
While the Welsh singers are 
in the area they will be the 
guests of Bay Area Welsh- 
Americans. 
SOME, SAYS Jayne Calkins, 
will be staying in Marin. “And 
most certainly we will be show­ 
ing them the sights of Marin 
County.” 
Another project in the plan­ 
ning stage is a “nosen lawen” 
or “happy evening” to be con­ 
ducted Sept. 19 starting at 4 
p.m. in the Trinity Methodist 
Church in San Francisco, with 
“ everyone of Welsh 
back­ 
ground, or interested in Welsh 
culture, invited to attend.” 
The event will be staged in 
the traditional style of Wales in 
the time before radio and telev­ 
ision when neighbors would 


gather in the farmhouses to 
provide their own en tertain ­ 
ment — by singing, by reading 
poetry, by playing the harp or 
some other instrument.” 
OFTEN AT these happy even­ 
ings the talent was found for 
the national Eisteddfod, which 
alternates annually between 
North and South Wales, and the 
international Eiseteddfod, held 
alw’ays at Llangollen. 
The two great music festivals 
and 
competitions 
are still 
Wales’ major event of the year. 
And W e lsh -A m erican s a re 
proud that a choir from De­ 
troit won a recent international 
Eiseteddfod title. 
On the West Coast, the only 
true W’elsh choir is sponsored 
by the Pacific Coast’s lone 
Welsh-language church in Los 
Angeles. 
BUT 
MEMBERS 
of 
the 
Northern California Cambrian 
Association have banded to­ 
gether to sing in Welsh as they 
did in 1969 at San Francisco 
c e re m o n ie s in co n ju n ctio n 
with the investiture of Prince 
Charles. 
The Cambrians, whose mem­ 
bership 
overlaps 
with 
the 
Welsn-American Society, have 
an impressive history of musi­ 
cal activities that include a 
national song festival of “gy- 
manfa ganu” in San Francisco 
in I960. The national event was 
held in Los Angeles in 1966. 
Mrs. Calkins says the Welsh- 
American Society of the San 
Francisco Bay Area currently 
has an active membership of 
about 200, of whom “easily 
between 60 and 75 live in Marin 
County.” 


BUT THIS, she adds, is only 
a small fraction of the Bay 
A rea’s population that can 
claim Welsh descent. 
“So well integrated is most of 
the Welsh population that it has 
lost its identity,” she says with 
some sadness. “ They have 
melted into the pot, and have 
disappeared.” 
What is it about Northern 
California that has attracted so 
many people of Welsh, Scottish, 
Irish and English descent to its 
cities, towns and countryside? 
“I THINK we are lured here 
by the fact that the climate and 
the topology of the Northern 
California coast is so similar to 
that of our mother countries,” 
Mrs. Calkins answers. 
Marin County, in particular, 
impresses her with its similari­ 
ties to Wales, and she often 
refers to this country as “ Little 
Wales 
Beyond 
the 
Golden 
Gate” in her more poetic writ­ 
ings in Pethau Cymraeg. 
There is, she says, a stretch 
of shoreline “just before you 
come into Stinson Beach” that 
she finds almost identical to the 
coastal contours around historic 
Harlech Castle in North Wales 
to which she returns frequently. 
JAYNE CALKINS would like 


to recognize that they are pa­ 
triots. They are going quietly 
and wisely about their work. 
And we are strongly behind 
them.” 
Separation, she adm its, is 
most unlikely. But an achieve­ 
ment that might well be real­ 
ized, she feels, is a fairer, 
larger representation for Wales 
in the British Parliament. 
AND, OF course, the all-im- 
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to see more of the Bay Area’s 
Welsh-Americans enlist in the 
society’s effort to preserve the 
language and traditions of 
Wales. 
The organization meets once 
a month, usually in San Fran­ 
cisco, sometimes in a restau­ 
rant, but most often in the 
colorful and roomy Edinburgh 
Tavern of San F ran cisco ’s 
Geary Street. 
She finds it not at all strange 
that 
a 
Welsh organization 
should gather in a Scottish tav­ 
ern among the tartans and the 
pipes. 


“THE WELSH and the Scot­ 
tish have always had a strong 
affinity for one another,” she 
says. “They have shared so 
much in their histories. The 
same holds true of the Scottish 
and the Irish.” 
Edinburgh Tavern gives the 
society's membership access to 
a piano in the upstairs dining 
and meeting room — “ the 
Welsh just cannot get together 
without some singing” — plus 
tasty fish and chips served up 
in rolled newspapers in true 
British style. 
A prime attraction of the 
society is its “discount rate” 
tour program made possible by 
an affiliation with the British 


Commonwealth Association of 
San Francisco and the British- 
American Club of Northern Cal­ 
ifornia Inc. 


WELSH-AMERICAN Society 
members are frequent travel­ 
ers to Wales, either with the 
charter groups or on their own. 


“ Som etim es,” says Jayne 
Calkins, “ in the sum m ers, 
there are so many of us in 
Wales that we have a difficult 
time attracting a good turnout 
for our functions at home.” 


Other Welsh-Americans pre­ 
fer to time their trips back to 
the homeland for the Christmas 
season to enjoy the traditional, 
less commercialized holiday ob­ 
servance so unforgettable de­ 
scribed by Dylan Thomas. 
How do today’s Welsh-Ameri­ 
cans feel about the nationalists 
and the separatists working and 
agitating for full or a greater 
degree of independnece for 
Wales? 


AT FIRST, Jayne Calkins ad­ 
mits, there was a tendency to 
regard them with misgivings, 
possibly as dangerous radicals. 
But now, she says, the re­ 
sponsible nationalists have the 
moral support of their Ameri­ 
can kinsmen. “We have come

BUT AS Jones progressed up 
the music ladder, he began to 
win over such critics, “espe­ 
cially the older women who 
responded to his personality.” 
“There is no doubt about his 
voice,” says Jayne Calkins. 
“ There is a great voice behind 
all the gimmickry.” 
And, she says, the tireless 
young entertainer with the 
heavy head of hair has “now 
entered a more productive peri­ 
od where he is providing a 
better and better quality of 
entertainment.” 
“But, of course,” she admits, 
“ we are especially impressed 
by his genuine love of his 
country. We respect and ad­ 
mire him for that.” 


MARY HOPKIN, a very pret­ 
ty young, sweet-voiced singer, 
is another entertainer cited by 
Mrs. Calkins for her contribu­ 
tions toward reviving interest 
in the folk music and langauge 
of Wales. 
In her issues of Pethau Cym- 
raeg for which she writes and 
edits as Jayne Pruddarch (“a 


Welsh family name”), she cov­ 
ers a wide range of subjects. 
There are news items on up­ 
coming meetings and special 
events and upon the tour pro­ 
gram. There are reports on 
events that have taken place 
during the past month. There 
are items about members who 
have traveled abroad, usually 
to Wales, or who have enter­ 
tained guests from overseas, 
along with other newsy tidbits. 
There are reviews of books 
about Wales or by Welsh wri­ 
ters. There are updatings on 
the current doings of Welsh 
celebrities. There are tidings 
from the homeland. 
THERE ARE descriptive pas­ 
sages about Welsh cities, vil­ 
lages and countryside. 
Jayne Calkins is especially 


disturbed by the erroneous pic­ 
ture some Americans have of 
Wales — of a region devastated 
by coal mining. 
“The mining scars are re­ 
stricted to South Wales and to 
the area around Cardiff,” she 
says. “There is no more beauti­ 
ful and unspoiled countryside to 
be found anywhere than in 
Wales, and particularly in 
North Wales.” 
Visitors, once exposed to 
Snowdonia National Park, or to 
any of Wales’ other many sce­ 
nic areas, return singing the 
praises of the country and anx­ 
ious to return, she notes. 
AND WELSH castles, some 
restored, some left in dignified 
ruins, are among the most im­ 
pressive edifices in the entire 
world, she claims. 
Pethau Cymraeg also fea­ 
tures Jayne Calkins’ carefully 
researched articles on Welsh 
history. A favorite topic is 
Prince Madoc and his discovery 
of America. 
Writing in a recent issue, she 
declared: 
“As many of you well know, I 
have never had any doubt that 
it was in fact Prince Madoc 
who discovered America in 1170 
— that’s more than three centu­ 
ries before Columbus. Just a 
year ago I devoted considerable 
space to this topic, and pro­ 
claimed that we would one day 
be observing Prince Madoc 
Day. 


“NOW THERE is a new book 
which bears out all I have 
found myself and a great deal 
more to substantiate what 
should now be accepted as per­ 
fectly logical. 
Ellen Pugh has used pure 
logic in her approach to this 
theory, in her new book ‘Brave 
His Soul.’ 
“As previously stated, there 
were 72 works listed in a ‘Bibl­ 
iography of Pre-Columbian Dis­ 
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portant “recognition of our lan­ 
guage.” 
Another question: “How do 
Welsh-Americans — particular­ 
ly older Welsh-Americans — 
feel about rock-and-roll singer 
Tom Jones, probably actor 
Richard Burton’s only rival as 
the best-known living Welsh­ 
man? 
There was, Mrs. Calkins 
says, at first some indifference 
on the part of older Welsh- 
Americans towards Jones, pri­ 
marily because of a dislike for 
his “gyrations.”

coveries’ on Madoc’s discovery, 
the earliest of which appeared 
in 1584. More recent, in 1876, 
Bowen’s book, ‘America Dis­ 
covered by the Welsh,’ was 
published in Philadelphia, fol­ 
lowed by Deacon’s book, ‘Ma­ 
doc and the Discovery of 
America,’ in 1967.” 


IN MISS Pugh’s new book, 
tremendous research establish­ 
es the existence of the Welsh 
Indians. And when you take 
into consideration that Welsh­ 
men have been sailors since 55 
B.C., and the theory of the 
currents in the Atlantic Ocean 
between Wales and the Gulf of 
Mexico, it is quite conceivable 
that he did land in Mobile, Ala. 


“Furthermore, he could have 
done it in a rowboat; it’s being 
done today. So that rules out 
the idea that they didn’t have 


the proper craft for such a 
voyage. 
“ Moreover, the Welsh-speak­ 
ing Indians were using coracles 
when they were discovered by 
later explorers. These they 
could have learned to make, 
only from the Welsh. There is 
no end to the fascination of this 
subject.” 
JAYNE 
CALKINS chal­ 
lenges: “Read this book your­ 
self and you will become a 
believer and join the crowd that 
does.” 
E arlier she had reported 
proudly that the Virginia Cava­ 
lier Chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution had 
erected a memorial tablet on 
Mobile Bay commemorating 
the Welsh prince’s landing.

And from the newsletter 
readers pick up such bits as: 
“ Then there was the captain 
of the Mayflower, who was a 
fellow named Jones, and among 
the Puritans who left England 
with him were many Welsh­ 
men.” 
“THE LAST surviving officer 
of the Lusitania is Capt. Idwal 
Lewis, of Stockton, who hap­ 
pens to be my uncle.” 
“ Coracles... have always 
been a source of historical in­ 
terest to mariners through the 
centuries, and are still in use 
today in some parts of Wales by 
fishermen, especially by salm­ 
on fishers on the River Severn 
and the Wye. Coracles were 
circular in form and made of 
skins stretched across a wicker 
framework.” 
“ONE OF the best contribu­ 
tors to California history was 
Welshman Idwal Jones, best 
known for his book ‘Vermilion.’ 
However, he wrote more than 
200 stories and vignettes of 
California history, literature 
and folklore.” 
And: “ Some of the best gy- 
manfa ganus on the West Coast 
are held at a little church in 
Beaver Creek near Portland in 
Oregon.” 
Mrs. Calkins is proud of a 
letter she received from Dr. 
Islyn Thomas, president of the 
St. David’s Society of the State 
of New York, in which he 
wrote: 
“ At our quarterly meeting I 


was presented with a copy of 
Pethau Cymraeg. This indeed 
was very interesting and you 
should be congratulated on an 
excellent Welsh newspaper. 
“I WONDER if I could also 
become a member of the 
Welsh-American Society of the 
San Francisco Bay Area? The 
reason, of course, is to know 
what is going on in your area in 
W elsh affairs so that I can then 
advise Welsh Americans on the 
East Coast as to what is hap­ 
pening out there.” 
Jayne Calkins, however, is 
quick to point out that she is not 
the only Marinite active in 
Welsh affairs. 
Byron Joes, for instance, 
and now daughter Rebecca, 
have played leading roles in 
popularizing Welsh music along 
with their contributions to Bay 
Area music generally. 
OPERA SINGER Jess Thom­ 
as is a Tiburon resident. Wrelsh 
singer Tom Rogers lives in 
Novato. Dr. Dorwin Jones of 
Mill Valley is a widely known 
authority in geriatrics. 
Ivor T. Davies, insurance ex­ 
ecutive, and Mrs. Davies have 
been 
busy participants in 
Welsh-American affairs. 
Newspaper columnist and 
freelance writer Elizabeth St. 
Davids is of Welsh ancestry. 
Mrs. Constance James Thomp­ 
son often plays the piano at 
Welsh affairs. 


BUT THAT, says Jayne Calk­ 
ins, is only the beginning of the 
roll call of Marinites who are 
taking part in the campaign to 
keep alive their language and 
other associations with the bon- 
nie — to borrow an adjective 
from the friendly Scots — land 
from whence came their fore­ 
fathers. 
Jayne Jones Calkins acknowl­ 
edges, however, that they still 
have a very, very long way to 
go before her dream of a 
Prince Madoc’s Day observ­ 
ance in America comes trues. 
Until then she must settle for 
St. David’s Day observance in 
March, annually marked by

Sausalito-Owned Dog Has Won 
Trophies And Degrees Galore

The b e st-e d u c a te d Chow 
Chow dog in the United States 
lives in Sausalito. She is Cham­ 
pion Hung Jai Lin Fa, CD, 
CDX, UD. 
That’s about the equivalent of 
a human beauty queen winning 
the Miss America title, a bache­ 
lor of arts, a m aster’s degree 
and a doctorate of philosophy. 
Lin F a ’s owner, Prudence 
Baxter, has one wall of her 
( loudview Drive home adorned 
with Lin Fa’s diplomas and 
trophies earned in official 
American Kennel Club competi­ 
tion. 
ACCORDING TO the AKC, 
the Sausalito Chow Chow was 
only the seventh of her breed in 
the nation to win the CSX — 
Companion Dog, Excellent de- 
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gree — three years ago. When 
she passed the trials for UD — 
Utility Dog — this summer, she 
became the first and only ex­ 
ample of her breed to win that 
honor in this country, the AKC 
reported. 
Mrs. Mrs. Baxter bought Lin 
Fa as a fuzzy, red puppy a little 
more than five years ago, she 
held little thought of ever show­ 
ing her pet or training it in 
obedience, she said. Her main 
interest was sports car driving, 
a hobby in which she began 
collecting trophies before be­ 
coming involved in the dog 
show ring. 
“ I don’t ever let Lin Fa hear 
this, but I bought her just as a 
pet,” her proud owner said. 
“Then we got interested in obe­ 
dience classes.” 


LIN FA DID a lot to dispel 
the public’s image of Chow 
Chows as aloof, som etim es 
cross creatures that are hard to 
train. After a few months of 
training, she won her first title 
— Companion Dog — in three 
straight competitions, scoring 
195 of a possible 200 points in 
one of the trials. 
The young obedience ring 
star was one-year-old then. A 
year later she had learned the 
complexities of the exercises 
for the Companion Dog Excel­ 
lent degree. 
In obedience competition, the 
dog and handler are scored by 
the judge on how well they 
perform the required routine, 
in clu d in g w alk in g , h a ltin g , 
turns, fast and slow gaits, 
broad jump and high jump 
tests. 
The Utility Degree requires 
even more proof of canine intel­ 
ligence.

trieve one little dumbbell from 
among several tossed onto the 
ground. The correct dumbbell 
is different from the others only 
in that it has been rubbed in the 
trainer’s hands to leave a scent. 
Lin Fa, at the same time she 
was mastering all these les­ 
sons, was competing for her 
“ bench” championship. There, 
she was judged for her “ beau­ 
ty” among Chow Chows, as 
defined in a breed standard set 
by the AKC and compared with 
other Chows in competition. 
She earned her championship 
in 1970. 
About the only peak left to 
climb for Lin Fa and her owner 
is the UDT - Utility Dog, 
Tracking — obedience degree. 
Mrs. Baxter plans to start that 
difficult training this fall. At 
the moment she is busy with 
preparations for the Sir Francis 
Drake Kennel Club’s annual 
show, which will bring more 
than 2,000 dogs of all breeds to 
the Peacock Gap Country Club 
on Sept. 19. 
EX PERIEN CED dog show 
enthusiasts usually don’t think 
of a Chow Chow as being able 
to sniff out trails like a Blood­ 
hound or a Bird Dog, but the 
history books say Chinese em­ 
perors used Chows for hunting 
centuries ago. 
The official AKC Handbook 
said that “perhaps the most 
unusual and lavish kennel in all 
history was the one maintained 
by a T’ang emperor of about 


the Seventh Century AD . . . it 
housed 2,500 couples of ‘hounds’ 
of the Chow type.’’ 
The Chow dog’s m assive 


head, heavy coat and tail car­ 
ried tightly over his back iden­ 
tify it as an Arctic breed, and 
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THE C H O W CHOW , according to some sources, is supposed to be 


an aloof or even hostile dog. But these friendly Chow puppies 


romping with their mistress, Prudence Baxter, are obviously unaware 


of any such reputation, and undeserving of it.

his traditional black tongue and 
black mouth make experts 
think he may have been one of 
the original breeds from which 
sprang the Samoyed, the Pom­ 
eranian 
and 
other 
Arctic 
breeds. The distinctive mouth 
pigmentation is required by the 
standard. 
ENGLISH TRADERS and ex­ 
plorers knew about the Chow 
more than 200 years ago; a 
trader for the East India Com­ 
pany brought a pair — then 
known as Cantonese Dogs — to 
England in the 1780s. 
Chinese breeders did not call 
the dog Chow Chow, the books 
relate. In their home nation, 
they were known as Cantonese, 
“ black 
tongued 
dogs” 
or 
“ W’onk,” which was also a ge­ 
neric term for dog. 
Some historians maintain 
that the Chinese also bred the 
dog for meat, and that Chow 
Chow was pidgin English for 
“ food.” 
English breeders began show­ 
ing them extensively before 
World War I. The first major 
show* specimen brought to the 
United States was Brilliantine, 
a male Chow sold to a Chicago 
breeder, Mrs. Earl Hoover, for 
$10,000 in 1918. 
SINCE THEN, the breed has 
spread across the country, 
though never in large numbers 
— partly because of public trep­ 
idation about the manners of 
the lion-like dogs.

39th Year In Education

Even after 38 years in educa­ 
tion, San Rafael’s Edwina Co- 
doni said the “ thrill and 
challenge” is still there for her 
as school opens this fall. 
“ I ’m ready — I ’ve had 
enough vacation,” she said in 
an interview at her San Rafael 
home. 
“ Every year is different. This 
year, for example, there’s the 
new rug for the kindergarten 
that took us seven years to 
get.” 
MISS GODONI, her bright 
eyes sparkling, described the 
long road that led to her 
present position as principal of 
Coleman School, a job she has 
had for seven years. 
“ Anyone is lucky who gets to 
do what he wants to do,” she 
explained. “ I can’t remember 
when I didn’t want to be* a 
teacher. I try to understand 
young people who say they 
don’t know what they want to 
do — but I don’t really under­ 
stand them, because I always 
knew I wanted to be a teach­ 
er.” 
Miss Codoni was born 60 
years ago this month in Point 
Reyes Station, where her father 
was working as a store clerk. 
Her parents had lived briefly in 
Turlock before she was born 
but her mother became home­ 
sick for "The Hills of Home,” 
as she referred to her native 
Marin, and the family returned. 
HER FATHER later was a 
car dealer in San Rafael and 
Miss Codoni attended B Street 
and E Street schools and then 
San Rafael High School. 
After graduating trom the 
teachers college that is now San 
Francisco State, Miss Codoni 
started looking for a job in 1933 
when “ there just were no open­ 
ings for teachers.” 
She went on to say that teach­ 
ers who had not had at least 
three years of experience could 
not even apply for jobs in San 
Rafael. 
SO SHE WENT to the rural 
areas of the state in search for 
a job and finally found one in 
the Natividad District in the 
Salinas Valley where she spent 
a year in a one-room school. 
“ If I had my way, I would put 
all beginning teachers in one- 
room schools where they’d have 
to solve all their own prob­ 
lems,” the principal declared. 
She also compared the non­ 
graded classes popular today 


with the old one-room schools, 
saying “ We’ve gone back to 
what we used to do.” 
AFTER TWO MORE years at 
rural schools in W’est Marin, 
Miss Codoni landed a job w’ith 
the San Rafael School District 
where she has since taught in 
almost every school in town. 
Reflecting over her many 
years in education, the princi­ 
pal said, “ Today W'e know — 
tomorrow we know better,” re­ 
ferring to changes in school 
methods. 
Many of the changes she 
praised. 
“ We don’t sit children in rows 
any more,” she said. And the 
greater flexibility and freedom 
in classrooms means that “ we 
don't have to have nearly so 
many recesses.” 
NEW MATH AND new sci­ 
ence are also welcome changes 
to Miss Codoni, who said, 
‘ When we were young, we were 
taught there was only one way 
to do a thing. Now we learn 
there are many.” 
The volunteer parents who 
help at her school were also 
praised by the principal. These 
parents offer help with such 
subjects as French, sewing, 
typing and drama, she said. 
The principal also explained 
some of her owm views about 
education. 
“ Teachers talk too much,” 
she said. “ We don’t listen 
enough to children.” 
To young teachers, she said, 
she gives this advice: “ Get out 
(of the field) right now' if you 
don’t like children.” 
HER OWN LOVE for children 
is apparent when she tells of 
accompanying classes on field 
trips. 
Her eyes lighted up when she 
said, “ We hold our breath and 
make a wish when we go 
through the tunnel,” describing 
a bit of children’s folklore long 
popular in connection with the 
Waldo Tunnel. 
“ Now they have that beauti­ 
ful rainbow — it’s the most 
beautiful thing the highway de­ 
partment could have done for 
children,” she added. 
On a more serious note, she 
said that the word “ accountabi­ 
lity” currently popular in edu­ 
cation circles, is “ not a bad 
word.” 
“ We are all accountable to 
the children, parents and the 
community,” she concluded. 


E D W IN A C O D O N I,

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The Pipe Organ

In this age of the amplified 
guitar and rousing big beat 
vocalSi 20-year-old R obert 
George (Buddy) Kurz’ favorite 
instrument is the pipe organ 
and his favorite music the mel­ 
low dance and swing tunes of 
the 1930s. 
Young Kurz not only listens 
to and plays pipe organs — 
preferably the huge theater or­ 
gans that are the survivors of 
another era — but he is also 
making a professional of in­ 
stalling the mammoth music- 
makers. 
He has just completed the 
installation of his third such 
pipe organ, this one for the 
Marin Pizza Pub at 526 Third 
Street, San Rafael, across the 
street from the Montecito Shop­ 
ping Center. 
“ Well,” corrects Buddy, “you 
can’t really say that I have 
completed it yet, even though it 
is in use. There will be some 
finishing touches that I will be 
taking care of for some time 
yet. There is always something 
to be adjusted, hooked up, fixed 
or tuned. ItV a long, drawn-out 
process, before you have an 
organ just right.” 
YOUNG KURZ says he plans 
to remain a professional pipe 
organ installer “just as long as 
there is a call for this kind of 
work.” 
And right now’ the pipe organ 
is riding a wave of revived 
interest that is causing it to be 
rescued from dusty store­ 
rooms and returned to use in 
pizza palaces, restaurants, 
cocktail lounges and even pri­ 
vate homes. 
And although handbells, gui­ 
tars and jazz and rock ensem­ 
bles are all being heard these 
days inside the churches, the 
church pipe organ, a smaller 
sister of the theater organ, is 
still the standard provider of 
the music that many religions 
regard as conducive and even 
essential to their worship. 
BUDDY KURZ’ own affection 
for the pipe organ originated 
w hen as an 11-year-old in Valle­ 
jo, where he was born and 
reared, he began taking organ 
lessons. 
It wasn’t long before he was 
playing in churches for worship 
services and Sunday school 
classes. 
The organ lessons continued 
for three years and in the third 
year were combined with piano 
instruction. “And I really got to 
be pretty good,” says Buddy. 
“Then I just dropped it com­ 
pletely,” he says. “I really only 
intended to take a short vaca­ 
tion from the organ. But I 
became involved in other inter­ 
ests, and I was a long time 
getting back to it.” 


ONE OF THOSE interests 
was a job for two and a half 
years with a television repair 
shop. “A little side trip away 
from the pipe organ,” is how he 
describes it today. 
But he adds that the experi­ 
ence in television repairs — in 
the use of his hands — has 
served him in good stead in his 
w'ork with the much larger but 
in some ways no less delicate 
and finicky pipe organ. 
“I was always mechanically 
inclined and liked to fool 
around, doing or repairing 


things, with my hands,” he 
says. 
BUT EVEN during those 
years when he was not around 
pipe organs, his interest in the 
instruments and the music they 
produce remained deeply in­ 
grained. 
“While I was working at the 
TV shop I bought myself a tape 
recorder,” he recalls, “ and 
pipe organ music was the very 
first thing I recorded.” 
The hiatus ended with the 
purchase of a player piano. 
“That transaction put me into 
contact with people who were 
interested in pipe organs, and 
got me to thinking about them 
again.” 
Sharing Buddy’s keen interest 
was his mother, Mrs. Robert 
Kurz, who also plays the organ 
and who already had a Ham­ 
mond electronic organ in her 
home for her pleasure. 


BOTH MOTHER and son, 
however, preferred the sound of 
the pipe organ to that of the 
electronic organ. So when they 
heard that a pipe organ owner 
in Cupertino was interested in 
selling his instrument because 
he was moving into a smaller 
home, they decided to investi­ 
gate. 
“We learned about the organ 
through a friend,” Buddy says. 
“The fellow had purchased it 
from a church that in turn had 
acquired it from the manufac­ 
turer in the 1920s. He had then 
installed it in his home and had 
been using it.” 
The Kurzes tested the organ 
with Mrs. Kurz at the keyboard 
“and it sounded good.” So, in 
July of 1969, they made the 
acquisition for $800, and Buddy 
set about his first pipe organ 
installation job in his own 
home. 


LATER THE Kurzes sighted 
a newspaper advertisem ent 
that offered a larger pipe organ 
for $1,500. 
This instrument had original­ 
ly been acquired by the Leath- 
erby 
Organ 
Co. 
of 
San 
Francisco, now' the Rogers Or­ 
gan Co., in about 1925 and used 
for demonstration purposes in 
its place of business. 
Then, in 1943, a parish in 
Salinas had bought the organ 
and installed it in the Roman 
Catholic church there. 
“We knew that once a pipe 
organ is advertised for sale, it 
is likely to be sold within 
hours,” recalls Buddy. “So we 
took off for Salinas immediate­ 
ly.” 
AGAIN THE Kurzes bought 
themselves a pipe organ. As 
Buddy installed this larger or­ 
gan in the Kurz home, he canni­ 
balized parts from the smaller 
organ the family already owned 
— “we sold the rest of it” — 
and the result was that “we 
w ound up with a better instru­ 
ment than either of the two 
organs we had bought.” 
Buddy smiles: “At that time 
we had in our home one pipe 
organ, one electronic organ and 
tw'o pianos.” 
A younger brother, 10, began 
learning to play the organ so 
that he, too, could enjoy the 
new possession along with his 
mother and Buddy. The father, 
Robert Kurz, confines his music 
to the harmonica. 


Comes Back 


ISN’T A PIPE organ over­ 
powering in a private home? 
“Not,” says Buddy, “if you 
are talking about a studio or 
small church organ. They are 
fine in a home. But with a full- 
sized theater organ, well, then 
you do have a problem with the 
volume.” 
Buddy explains that pipe or­ 
gans fall into two general cate­ 
gories — the theater organ, and 
the church organ. 
“The church organ, of course, 
is still being manufactured and 
very much in demand,” he 
says. “But the last of the thea­ 
ter organs was built in the very 
earlv 1930s.” 
THEIR PURPOSE, he ex­ 
plains, was to provide an ac- 
c o m p a n i m e n t 
to 
a n d 
intermission music for the si­ 
lent movies. And when the si­ 
lent pictures gave way to 
“talkies,” the theater organs 
fell into disuse. 
Many of these great instru­ 
ments were stored away in 
basem ents and warehouses, 
and allowed to collect dust and 
to rust. 
The m anufacturing compa­ 
nies closed their doors. “I know 
of only one that managed to 
survived because it also manu­ 
factured church organs,” says 
Kurz, a student of their histo­ 
ries. “Now it produces church 
organs exclusively.” 


WITH THE installation of the 
second pipe organ in the Kurz 
home, Buddy Kurz had hit upon 
what was to be, for a time at 
least, his career. With interest 
in pipe organs soaring, he 
would, he decided, become a 
professional installer. 
His first “outside” job also 
brought him into his first con­ 
tact with a theater organ. 
Charles Davis of Concord had 
acquired a Robert Morton 
Theater Organ for his home. It 
had been installed. Not surpris­ 
ingly, it was too loud. Buddy 
Kurz accepted the assignment 
of cutting its volume and doing 
other finishing work. 
This job was to lead him to 
Marin County and to his first 
full-scale installation of a thea­ 
ter organ. 
DINO SANTRIZOS and John 
Wallace were making plans for 
their new Marin Pizza Pub in 
San Rafael. Spurred by the 
example of a Hayward restaur­ 
ateur who had installed a thea­ 
ter organ in his place of 
business and boosted his trade 
tremendously, the partners de­ 
cided that their pizza palace 
should also feature one of the 
big organs. 
The organ that they eventual­ 
ly obtained was, like the one 
upon which Buddy Kurz had 
worked in Concord, a Robert 
Morton-built instrument.

It had begun its service in the 
Peninsula Theater, now the Fox 
Theater, in Burlingame. Then, 
for years, it had gone unused 
and ignored. 
“IN ABOUT 1955,” says Bud­ 
dy Kurz, “it was removed by a 
man who is now a friend of 
mine. He stored it for a time, 
then sold it to a fellow in

theater organ was used to play 
all kinds of music, much of it 
quite lively and spirited.” 


A really talented organist can 
play either the church organ or 
the theater organ, and either 
religious or popular music, with 
equal ability, says Buddy, “al­ 
though the theater organ is the 
more difficult of the two.” 


WIIAT IS there about the pipe 
organ that makes it so irresisti­ 
ble to Buddy Kurz and to a 
growing number of other buffs? 
“ It is the most versatile sin­ 
gle instrument in existence,” he 
answers. “Upon a single organ 
an entire orchestral arrange­ 
ment can be played — com­ 
plete. In fact they were called 
unit orchestras in their early 
years because they replaced 
entire orchestras in the theater.. 
Instead of an entire ensemble, 
the theater m anager needed to 


hire only one musician — the 
organist.” 
For the silent movies there 
was another major advantage. 
“The organist could follow the 
action and the mood of the 
pictures much more closely and 
so coordinate his music with 
the story. He could improvise, 
play it cold, whereas the or­ 
chestra had to stay with its 
score.” 
ON THE OTHER hand, the 
th eater organ offered much 
more volume and a far greater 
emotional impact than did' the 
piano played in many motion 
picture palaces, especially the 
smaller theaters. 
Yet another attraction of the 
pipe organ for Buddy Kurz is 
the fact that it is an instrument 
th at is largely handm ade. 
“ Very little of it can be mass 
produced, and even today, in 
this age of the assembly line, a 


lot of handwork goes into the 
building of an organ.” 
A few of the old-time theater 
organists are still around, and 
Buddy Kurz likes nothing better 
than listening while one of these 
veterans is at the keyboard, 
performing in the style of the 
1920s. 


“JUST HOW carefully the 
m anufacturers went about the 
construction of their organs is 
demonstrated by the fact that 
so many of these instruments 
have also survived this long 
span of time, even though most 
of them were subjected to years 
of disuse, neglect and even 
abuse,” says Buddy. 
George Wright, he adds, was 
the single artist most responsi­ 
ble for the renaissance of the 
theater organ. 
Shall we ask pipe organ ex­ 
pert Buddy Kurz still one more 


question about his favorite sub­ 
ject? 
All right. Then, what is the 
difference between the pipe or­ 
gan and the calliope of circus 
fame? 
“THE CALLIOPE,” replies 
Buddy, “ is a one-manual pipe 
organ with brass pipes.” 
He digs calliopes, too, does 
Buddy Kurz, young pipe organ 
authority, aficionado, perform­ 
er and installer. 
He insists he will stay with 
the profession of pipe organ 
installing “just as long as there 
is a call for that kind of work. I 
love it.” 
And right now his prospects 
are bright. A whole new gener­ 
ation has re-discovered a sound 
that once thrilled their grand­ 
parents. And even the amplified 
rock or jazz guitar seems a bit 
less impressive, one one has 
tuned in to the theater organ.

my hands and m ore.” says 
Buddy. “ I was working 14 hours 
a day, seven days a week.” 
As theater organs go, Buddy 
says, the one at the Pizza Pub 
is really only middle-size. 
• “ You size them by the num­ 
ber of sets of pipes,” he ex­ 
plains. “This one has 13 such 
.sets. But that means 1,045 indi- 
\ idual pipes.” 
The pipes have been set in a 
chamber with a glass window 
so that pub patrons can see 
them. 
“ORDINARILY, installed in a 
theater, you wouldn't see the 
pipes and other works,” Buddy 
says. “ You would see only the 
ornamental grill.” 
The console is a decorated 
white and gold, “ a handsome 
piece of furniture,” and the 
instrum ent itself “ was very 
good as it was built by the 
factory.” but through time and 
neglect had deteriorated seri­ 
ously until it fell into the expert 
and loving hands of Buddy 
Kurz. 
Along with the pipes, the Piz­ 
za Pub organ has all the usual 
extra instrument hook-ups — a 
calliope, a piano, a set of 
drums, xylophone, glockenspiel, 
tamborine, castinets, marimba, 
etc. 
BUDDY SAYS he would like 
to remain in Marin — “ it’s a 
wonderful area” — but that in 
his new profession “I will have 
to go where the work is.” 
Already he has a new assign­ 
ment in Martinez and is com­ 
muting between here and there, 
dividing his time between two 
jobs as he puts the finishing 
touches on the Marin Pizza Pub 
organ. “That work will go on 
yet for some tim e,” he says. 
“There is still a lot to be done.” 
“I’M REALLY having to start 
all over, from the beginning,” 
he says. “ It is amazing how 
much I have forgotten.” 
And he listens and watches 
with keen interest when one of 
the three regular organists is 
performing for the entertain­ 
ment of the pizza-eaters. 
He particularly admires the 
talent of Bill McCoy who is 
heard Saturdays, Sundays and 
Mondays, “ and who is a pipe 
organ virtuoso of concert stat­ 
ure.” 
MOST OF Buddy’s favorite 
tunes are pieces from the 1920s 
and 1930s, the heydays of the 
theater organ and the swing 
band. “ But I also like some of 
the newer music,” providing, of 
course it is adaptable to the 
pipe organ. 
“ Most people think of the 
pipe organ only in term s of the 
church organ and the slow 
measure of religious music,” 
Buddy Kurz says. “But the

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There's More 
To Luau Than 
Just The Poi 
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The one dish most generally 
associated with Hawaii is poi. a 
thick, purplish-brown and gooey 
paste, mostly starch, that is 
traditionally eaten by scooping 
it out of a wooden bowl with the 
fingers. 
It is made by pounding taro 
roots into a pulp and letting it 
ferment. The Hawaiians love 
poi but, truthfully, the average 
tourists can’t stomach the stuff. 
The taste has to be acquired. 
“The same isn’t true about 
Hawaiian eating in general,” 
report the travel experts at 
Continental Airlines. “There is 
a great culinary tradition in the 
islands, which teem with fresh 
fruit and fresh fish from the 
sea. There are many native 
Hawaiian foods and drinks and 
ethnic-type restaurants of every 
variety. 
“ Wherever you eat, you nev­ 
er have to worry. Hawaii is one 
of the healthiest places in the 
United States. The water is 
extremely pure and green vege­ 
tables, tom atoes, uncooked 
fruit, skin and all. may be 
eaten as you please.” 


PIG, ONCE A sacrificial 
symbol in Hawaii, is the main 
luau 
course. 
Having 
been 
cleaned, dressed, salted and 
bathed in shoyu sauce the en­ 
tire carcass is stuffed with hot 
stones. Then the front and back 
legs are tied together and 
wrapped in chicken wire, to 
keep things from falling apart. 
For the cooking itself there is 
a deep pit, where the fire has 
burned itself down to glowing 
embers. Before placing the hot- 
rock-filled pig on the embers, 
the hole is lined with sweet 
potatoes, cooking bananas, and

often a collection of pork, but- 
terfish and tender, spinach-like 
taro shoots, all wrapped in ti 
leaves. 
The pig then goes in on top, 
with ti leaves and banana 
leaves covering everything to 
keep the steam from escaping. 
The pit is next sheeted with wet 
burlap and earth added to keep 
the heat inside. 


THIS STEAM cooking takes 
four hours, at least, and at a 
native luau this time is usually 
well and wetly spent. By the 
time the pit is opened up and 
the pig and other goodies re­ 
moved appetites are sharply 
honed, and things move swiftly 
so that the pig doesn’t get cold. 
It’s a tasty dish, indeed, with 
the tender meat falling off the 
bones. 
Traditionally, it’s eaten with 
poi, and fingers are used in­ 
stead of knives and forks. 
At many luaus there will be 
side dishes such as opihi, a 
salty black mollusk something 
like a small clam, and lomi 
lomi salmon, which is salmon 
heavily rubbed in chopped on­ 
ions and tomatoes. On the other 
hand, poi — while you may not 
like the taste of the paste — is 
loaded with vitamin B, and is 
sometimes prescribed by island 
doctors for babies, delicate 
stomachs, ulcers and nervous 
disorders. 
THERE ARE many Japanese 
re sta u ran ts, and even m ore 
good Chinese eating places. For 
som ething different, though, 
C ontinental A irlines suggests

Canberra 
— 
Charming Capital 


If today’s real globetrotter 
were asked to rate the world’s 
most charming capitals, Aus­ 
tra lia 's C anberra m ight be 
within a rung or two of the No. 
1 spot. 
It is a thoroughly Australian 
city of about 125.000, but it has 
close American ties, for its 
original plan was drawn by an 
A m erican arch itect, W alter 
Burley Griffin. Geographically, 
it is only a short jet hop from 
Sydney, Australia’s largest cit- 
y. 
Canberra’s central feature is 
seven-m ile-long Lake Burley 
Griffin, which weaves through 
a carpet of rolling hills, airy 
shopping centers, government 
buildings, lovely parks and gar­ 
dens and attractive residential 
areas. One of the best ways to 
get to know the city is via a 90- 
minute lake cruise. 
There also are, of course, 
organized motor tours. 


THE HEART OF downtown 
Canberra centers around Civic 
Square and the Theater Center. 
Here, 
the modernistic, large 


statue of Ethos sets the mood of 
open airiness to be found in the 
surrounding government build­ 
ings, th eaters, art galleries, 
shops, restaurants and offices. 


Among the cultural centers is 
the National Library of Austral­ 
ia. It is best for delving into the 
nation’s background, but is also 
a place to view papers and 
diaries of famous statesmen 
and explorers. Included is the 
handwritten diary kept by Capt. 
Jam es Cook on his discovery of 
Australia’s eastern coast two 
centuries ago. 


A Canberra landmark is the 
huge Australian War Memorial 
on T relear Circle. Not far 
away, the eagle-topped shaft of 
the Australian American Mem­ 
orial reflects the country’s ap­ 
preciation of United States aid 
in World War II. 


STILL OTHER places of in­ 
terest for the tourist include 
Parliam ent House and its land­ 
scaped grounds, the Royal Aus­ 
tralian Mint and the foreign 


embassies, some of which re­ 
flect the architecture of their 
respective countries. 


Canberra is noted, too, for its 
friendly people, its good hotels 
with modern amenities and its 
increasing number of first-class 
restaurants, but these induce­ 
ments should not discourage 
the traveler from seeking out 
some of the attractions in the 
immediate vicinity. 


These include visits to work­ 
ing sheep stations and a 12,000- 
acre fauna reserve with its 
koala bears, kangaroos and os­ 
trich-like emus; folk-song ses­ 
sio n s 
a t 
an 
“ o u tb a c k ” 
barbecue, and demonstrations 
of sem e typical aboriginal 
“ s p o r ts ” (e.g . b o o m era n g 
throwing). 


In winter, a popular vaction 
area is the Snowy Mountains 
region around 
Mount Kes- 
ciuske. This section also is the 
home of the so-called Snowy 
Mountains Scheme, one of Aus­ 
tralia’s greatest hydro-electric 
and irrigation projects. 


A N H A W A IIA N BOY has the help of his chums as 
he forages in a Honolulu seaside park for some 
breadfruit, a favorite on the Polynesian menu.

Indonesian Shadow Plays 
Are Treats For Tourists 
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Every nation has its cultural 
specialists. 
But nowhere in the world are 
there specialists quite so spe­ 
cial as the dalangs of Indone­ 
sia, 
masters 
of 
what 
is 
probably the oldest show busi­ 
ness art form in history, the 
wayang kulit or shadow play, 
which is seen in some version 
somewhere every night in the 
island republic. 
Suparman (many Indonesians 
have only one name) is a dal- 
ang, a tall, slim, saturnine in­ 
heritor of an ancient profession 
who lives in a narrow, children- 
choked dirt road in the center 
of Jogjakarat, Java’s great uni­ 
versity city. His grandfather 
was a dalang. His 58-year-old 
father is a dalang, and Supar­ 
man, today 30, knows that his 7- 
vear-old son will be a dalang 
when his education is complete. 
TO ADD A note of femininity 
to the long line of male profes­ 
sionalism, Suparman’s grand­ 
mother still plays in the four- 
piece xylophone orchestra 
which traditionally provides 
music for the wayang kulit. 
When Suparman performs he 
directs the pace and rhythm of 
the music from a cross-legged 
squat by forcefully rapping the 
ringed great toe of his right foot 
against a rattle-like sounding 
board called a kechreque which 
hangs from a wooden chest on 
the floor near him. 
Musician he is. But he is 
basically a story-teller in the 
great minstrel tradition. 


He is also a superb puppe­ 
teer, handling the puppet char­ 
acters whose shadows appear 
on a lamp-lighted screen carry­ 
ing the action to his audience 
with ease. And he may be an 
adept ventriloquist, for his 
voice takes many roles in many 
octaves as the play unfolds. He 
could be called a set creator, as 
well, for he personally makes 
many of the ritually decorated 
puppets cut from leather which 
are his actors. 


AND, ALTHOUGH Suparman 
moves with languor, he could 
qualify as an athlete of sorts. A 
full dress wayang kulit play is 
no small-evening entertain­ 
ment. for many of them begin 
around 9 at night and end at 6 
the following morning. 
It is unlikely that the Indone­ 
sian visitor swinging about the 
cities of Solo and Jogjakarta 
will have to sit for that long. 
Most pre.>ent day perform­ 
ances, and Suparman makes 
some 15 of them each month, 
last about four hours, although 
his local audiences still insist 
on the 9 p.m. to 6 a.m. show­ 
time. 
Ostensibly, Suparman makes 
about 15,000 rupiahs a night 
when he works, or quite a 
bundle 
as 
Indonesian pay 
schedules go. He is vague when 
pressed on the rewards of the 
dalang buiness. 
But there is no mistaking the 
pride he takes in simply being a 
dalang for as such he is quite 
literally a folk hero.

THE WAYANG 
KULIT 
or 
"shadow plays'' of 
Indonesia began in the East Java court of King 
Airiangga who ruled from 1016 to 1045. Dalangs 
or story masters still guide their puppets through 
such epics as 'The Ramayana."

RANGOON, Burma (UPI) — 
This land of golden pagodas 
and tinkling silver bells is doing 
all it can to encourage tourists, 
and they are coming in growing 
numbers. 
In groups, in pairs and indi- 


vidually, about 150 to 200 tour­ 
ists fly in weekly, mainly from 
Bangkok. They use the state- 
owned airline, the Union of 
Burma Airways (UBA), which 
runs daily flights to the Thai 
capital as well as Hong Kong. 
Seven-day tourist visas are 


being issued freely by Burmese 
embassies abroad. This coun­ 
try, which wras closed for near­ 
ly eight years, is now going all 
out to attract not only tourists 
but the influx of foreign curren­ 
cy which accompanies them.

visit here is probably the lowest 
in the world. Apart from airline 
fares, living expenses at inter­ 
national class hotels in Ran­ 
goon 
and 
guest 
houses 
elsewhere in Burma average 
about $14 per day, including 
room, full board, tips, guides 
and interpreters. There are no 
taxes such as a landing tax. 


In an interview with UPI, Lt 
Col. 
Maung Maung Nyunt, 
chairman of the board of UBA, 
spoke optimistically about the1 
future of the tourist industry in 
Burma. 
“ Year by year we will im­ 
prove our services,’' Maung 
Maung Nyunt said. “ We have 
started the tourist service in­ 
dustry on a scale within our 
capabilities. Instead of waiting 
for all elaborate arrangements 
to be ready, we decided to go 
ahead and start now. 
“ In our favor is our innate 
sense of hsopitality and courte­ 
sy to guests. We do not have the 
commercial mentality that 
tends to mar the tourist service 
industry elsewhere.” 


MOST TOURISTS spend only 
a day in Rangoon and then 
head for the interior. 
Mandalay, immortalized by 
Kipling, is of course, a big 
attraction. So is Pagan, a city 
of ruins dating back from the 
time of the Norman conquest of 
England, and rivaling Camlxxh 
ia’s Angkor Wat in splendor of 
the 1,000-day-old edifices. 
Mandalay is two hours flight 
from Rangoon. Pagan lies 120 
miles south of Mandalay, on the 
banks of the Irrawaddy River. 
Known locally as the City of 
Four Million Pagodas, some 
5.000 of which still survive. 
Pagan dates back to 107 A.D. 


THE PIXDAYA Caves, near 
Taunggyi, capital of the Shan 
States in eastern Burma, are 
another attraction. Thousands 
of Buddha images and shrines 
were carved into the rock by 
ancient craftsmen hundreds of 
years ago. Many have not been 
systematically explored, prom­ 
ising adventure to the adventur­ 
ous-minded. 
Then there’s the Inle Lake, 
5.000 feet above sea level sur­ 
rounded by lofty mountain 
ranges. Villagers live on float­ 
ing islands on the surface of the 
lake and even cultivate crops 
on their islands.

A Giant Still Stands Tall, 
In Spite O f His Biographer

B iograp hers of h isto r y ’s 
greatest personages undertake 
a most delicate assignment, for 
invariably their work requires 
them to judge the actions, mo­ 
tives and ethics of men and 
women who were, or are, their 
superiors. 
When the subject is only re­ 
cently dead or still living, the 
task becomes doubly difficult. 
And when the figure under 
study has been martyred, the 
obstacles in the path of true 
objectivity tower monumental- 
ly. 
One outcome might be for the 
awe struck biographer to shrink 
back from a complete chroni­ 
cling and true evaluation of his 
subject, lapsing into a kind of 
idolatry or sychophancy that 
causes him to portray the man 
or woman even larger and 
more perfect than he or she 
was in real life — as a super 
being. 
But another result might be 
the reverse, with the author so 
determined to demonstrate his 
professionalism and freedom 
from bias that he presents his 
subject in the very harshest 
and most unfair glare possible. 
Jim Bishop, veteran though 
he is of the biographical wars, 
seems to have toppled into this 
trap in his “The Days of Martin 
Luther King Jr.” 
The book is admirable from 
the standpoint of its thorough­ 
ness. We are told that “Mr. 
Bishop spent more time on the 
research for this book than on 
any other project he has under­ 
taken.” Aiid the reader, im­ 
pressed with the,immensity of 
the information packed into the 
book, cannot doubt this for a 
moment. 
What dims — but does not 
destroy — the reader’s enjoy­ 
ment of all this effort is the 
decided anti-King tone that is

struck repeatedly throughout 
the book. 
Snide insinuations and in­ 
nuendoes pop up with annoying 
frequency. /And given a choice 
in prescribing a motive for a 
Martin Luther King Jr. action 
or decision, Bishop almost al­ 
ways selects the baser of the 
alternatives. 
Yet enough of the author’s 
personal opinion slips into his 
book to convince the reader 
that at heart Bishop is a King 
admirer. It is, one suspects, his 
determination not to let this 
esteem color his biography that 
has caused him to lean over 
backwards into nitpicking, sec­ 
ond-guessing and fault-finding. 
We are handed an early ex­ 
ample of this on the book’s very 
first page when Bishop writes 
of King: “He was shrewd; he 
was naive. He was courageous; 
he was cowardly. He w'as a 
leader, but not a strategist. .. ” 
Now Martin Luther King Jr. 
was not a man without fault. 
But those flaws most certainly 
did not encompass cowardice. 
No doubt he felt fear. And he 
could at times conduct himself 
with caution. But had he been a 
coward in any sense of that 
despised word, he would not 
have continued along the peril­ 
ous path he followed, especially 
while burdeued by the terrible 
presentiment of death by vio­ 
lence that he carried with him 
throughout his dangerous 
years. 
Thus does Bishop give us 
advance notice that he intends 
to maintain a balance in his 
story and analysis of a man 
whose greatness far over shad­ 
owed his shortcomings. 
It would be unfair to Bishop,

A. C. Marin, we are told on 
the jacket of this novel, is a 
pseudonym of a writer who has 
published eight novels under his 
true name, plus two earlier 
suspense books as A. C. Marin. 
Out of pride of place, we 
appeal to him that if he has any 
more novels in the works like 
“A Storm of Spears,” he signs 
them A. C. Contra Costa, or A. 
C. Stanislaus, or any other 
name except Marin. 
For “A Storm of Spears” is 
pretty awful. 
It is a cheap and shallow 
attempt to make capital of the 
controversy that erupted on 
Northern California college 
campuses a few years back. 
One instructor, Frank Charles, 


has an affair with an activist 
coed that leads to his entrap­ 
ment and use by militants — 
controlled, naturally, from Pe­ 
king. There are dem onstra­ 
tions, riots, drug-taking, secret 
paper stealing, undercover 
agents, sadistic beatings and a 
great deal of sexuality, none of 
it convincing or particularly 
interesting. 


however, to indicate that in his 
eagerness to avoid partiality he 
has created a biography too 
artificial to aid us in our under­ 
standing and appreciation of 
Martin Luther King Jr. and his 
passions for social justice and 
non-violence. All the details of 
King’s life are there. One can 
easily soften Bishop’s unsup­ 
ported judgments and disre­ 
g a r d 
t h e 
o c c a s i o n a l 
irrelevancies that demean or 
belittle his subject. 
Perhaps more important is 
the vivid picture “The Days of 
Martin Luther King Jr.” paints 
of the meanness of white op­ 
pression in the South. 
It has become fashionable to 
excuse the violence and indigni­ 
ty to which the black has been 
subjected in Dixie in light of the 
neglect and hardships he has 
suffered also in the North, and 
to conclude that just, perhaps, 
the Negro in the South wasn’t 
so bad off after all. 
But it is no consolation to the 
patient, lying in bed in a hospi­ 
tal and rotting in agony with 
gangrene, to know that the man 
in the next room is dying from 
cancer. 
And Bishop’s book is replete 
with vicious and ignorant red­ 
necks, brutal sheriffs, hypocrit­ 
ical preachers and politicians, 
insensitive business men and 
faint-hearted liberals who made 
life in the South a hell on earth 
for the misery-stricken blacks. 
It was these men whom Martin 
Luther King Jr. had to face 
almost daily while maintaining 
his stance of and faith in Chris­ 
tian non-violence. And it was 
these men who finally brought 
about his murder. 
Jim Bishop gives no stock 
whatsoever to the theory that 
James Earl Ray acted alone 
and out of sheer race hatred 
when he fired the bullet that 
brought “The Days of Martin 
Lutber King Jr.” to an end in 
Memphis, Tenn., on April 4, 
1968. 
Bishop states with certainty 
that Ray was a hired killer, 
coached and prepared for the 
assassination by a “ middle 
man” acting for the employer 
or employers. 
While the dastardly killing 
dealt a stunning blowf to Martin 
Luther King’s thesis of non­ 
violence, already in serious 
♦rouble with restless young 
blacks, it in no way erased the 
contributions the black evangel­ 
ist and his philosophy had made 
toward a better, more just 
America before he was struck 
down. 
Whereas Bishop’s book some­ 
times seems one long recitation 
of King’s failure, stalemates 
and token victories, his sum­ 
marization of the status of the 
civil rights movement nearing 
the time of its greatest leader’s 
death speaks more accurately 
of his impact upon the Ameri­ 
can scene: 
“ More 
had been 
accom ­ 
plished in 11 years than in the 
previous 100.” 
It is, then, unfair to label 
Marin Luther King Jr. a fail­

ure, just because he did not 
attain in full his dream of a 
utopian America. The record of 
his accomplishments confounds 
and contradicts his detractors. 
And even the competent and 
experienced Jim Bishop is 
thwarted in his attempt to re­ 
duce King’s stature to less awe­ 
some dimensions. 
King was one of those giants 
who walk among us only a few 
to a century. And he remains so 
after a reading of “The Days of 
Martin Luther King.” 


“HANDWRITING is an action 
that is habitual.

phology as only another parlor 
game might find the book fun. 
Those who take it more serious­ 
ly will find Falcon’s illustra­ 
tions and e x p l a n a t i o n s * 
intriguing and perhaps even of 
real practical value. 


WHEN THE 1972 “Vermont 
Life Engagem ent Book” ar­ 
rives from Stephen Greene 
Press, the Brattleboro, Vt., 
publisher of books and Vermont 
Life Magazine, then the current 
year must be further along than 
we realized. 


Each righthand page of the 
spiral-bound engagement book 
provides the necessary spaces 1 
for a week of appointment notes 
while the facing page contains 
a black and white photograph 
of the New England countryside 
— a farmer cutting hay, a 
mountain s tream bursting 
through its rocky bed, a log 
cabin, a covered bridge, a flow­ 
ered meadow, a snowcapped 
village, etc. 


We find this regional art end­ 
lessly fascinating, but we must 
confess we miss the color that 
embellishes the illustrations on 
the same publisher’s beautiful 
“Vermont Life Calendar.” On 
the engagement book, only the 
cover pictures are in color — 
just enough to whet the appetite 
for more.

Those who missed John Mc- 
Phee’s entertaining and provoc­ 
ative profiles in recent issues of 
The New Yorker will be delight­ 
ed to find them all in one book. 
Here David Brower, former 
head of the Sierra Club, the 
archdruid of conservation, is 
pitted against three advisaries 
on three separate trips into the 
wilderness. 
In the Cascades, he hikes 
with Charles Park, the mineral 


engineer who advocates mining 
the copper within the Glacier 
Park Wilderness. To Park pri­ 
vation of copper would be 
greater than privation of pris­ 
tine wilderness in the modern 
scheme of things. Brower disa­ 
grees. 
On Cumberland Island off the 
Georgia Coast, Brower and 
Charles Fraser, who plans a 
resort development on Cumber­ 
land, provide another pair of 
divergent views. Fraser call 
the conservationists druids, 
convinced they love trees more 
than people.

Sixteen-year-old Ed Japhet, 
the magician of this story, is 
the victim of social injustice 
and misunderstanding. 
His father is a science teach­ 
er at the school Ed attends. 
This leads to complications 
within the plot because a nor- — 
mal father-son relationship is 
almost impossible. The novel, 
with its many digressions, still 
manages to proceed quite rap­ 
idly from sleight-of-hand on 
stage to sleight-of-justiee in the- 
courtroom. We have for a 
change not a story of racial 
prejudice, but one of private 
hate and jealousy. 
The villain of the story is a 
young man named Urek, who 
can be said to be a product of 
his 
environm ent 
which of 
course includes his sterile home 
life. Urek, who leads a gang 
and runs a school extortion 
racket, is thwarted by Ed Ja- 
phct, who instead of giving in to 
the hoodlums’ threats, defies 
them. Retaliation by Urek and 
his cohorts is swift and almost 
deadly, but the administration 
of justice is slow and unsure. 
The adults in the story, in­ 
cluding the boys’ fathers, are a 
little unreal. U rek’s father, 
however, does react to some 
events in a manner that is all 
too real. 
Urek’s defense lawyer is a 
sharp but shifty adversary for 
the state prosecution. Much of 
the story revolves around this 
attorney and his dreams of how 
to get the guilty off. 
There are a few side stories 
which concern the love affairs 
of the young men in the story, 


but they do little to advance the 
plot except to show the differ­ 
ences in each boy’s way of 
looking at life. 
The story holds attention 
well, but each turn of events is 
almost predictable. Even so, 
each page is turned in hurried 
anticipation of what is to come 
next. The reader is allowed to 
see the whole picture as are 
most of the characters, but the 
big frustration is that the jury 
is kept in the dark. 
There is a surprising ending 
with jungle justice being meted 
out. It comes upon the reader 
quite suddenly and could be 
said to be the beginning of 
another story. 


Here's Happy 
Travel Book 


TOURING THE OLD WEST 
by Kent Ruth; Stephen 
Greene Press, 208 pages, 
$6.95.

Generally speaking, there is 
little more deadly reading than 
the travel book. But Kent 
Ruth’s “Touring the Old West” 
is a happy exception. 
Ruth, travel editor of the 
Daily Oklahoman, takes the 
reader vicariously to gold 
camps and old short-line rail­ 
roads, to out-of-the-way villages 
and historic spots, to pioneer 
trails, to frontier military posts 
— a wide variety of places of 
interest in the West. 
They really become places of 
interest with his enthusiastic 
and original handling. The 
reader soon finds himself want­ 
ing to visit them in person. And 
that is the mark of a first-rate 
travel book.

Legs Great On Girls, But A Nuisance On Furniture

In my book, legs are for 
people not furniture. 
F requently, when looking 
through magazines, I find my­ 
self counting the number of legs 
in a room setting. It’s a strange 
sport, I admit, but a fun one, 
even when you are sitting 
around talking design with pro­ 
fessionals and architects. 
ONE 
ARCHITECT I know 
spent many years with Frank 
Lloyd Wright, the great Ameri­ 
can architect. Wright disliked 
chairs that sat too high for 
comfort and often ordered an 
assistant to saw' four inches 
from each chair leg! 
While clients were usually 


startled, they eventually found 
that Wright wras right. Which 
naturally gave him impetus to 
correct such an error when the 
occasion demanded. 
This aversion to too many 
legs in a room forces one to be 
on the lookout for other suppor­ 
tive solutions. H appily, the 
1970s provide nice alternatives. 
Pedestal bases are pleasing 
sculptural forms that do their 
supporting job very well. Ped­ 
estals and recessed block sup­ 
ports make sense because they 
allow the person seated to have 
toe and heel room and, most 
important at a dining table, 
knee room! 
Then there are curved tubu­

lar chrome bases, fiberglass 
molded shapes, wood wrapped 
in leather, steel rods formed 
into square fram es and a varie­ 
ty of solutions in see-through 
plexiglass. 
P edestal concepts offer a 
great deal of versatility. The 
flowing flow'er-shaped pedestal 
is a fam iliar one. But there are 
ways to use rectangular forms 
as pedestals, and the two pieces 
shown at right prove that point. 
The pieces are made by Met­ 
ropolitan, a San F rancisco- 
based company. 
THE CHAIR shell is fabricat­ 
ed out of a polyester resin. But 
instead of hard edges at the 
corners, designer Jules Heu- 
mann gave the form softer 
rounder edges. This outer shell 
of polyester resin comes in 
colors (that’s one of the advan­ 
tages of molded resins), and the 
seating area rests upon a re­ 
cessed pedestal or plinth of 
polished aluminum or wood.

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The Flower That Inspires The Poets 


Since the days of Homer and 
Sophocles, daffodils have been 
a favorite flower of writers and 
singers of literature and poetry. 


But if those ancients, or the 
less distant W illiam Shake- 
tspeare, William Wordsworth or 
Edmund 
Spenser, 
each 
of 
whom also helped immortalize 
the daffodil with his pen, could 
see these bulb flowers today, 
they would have to admit that 
their modern versions are even 
more spectacular than their po 
etic souls could foresee. 


EVEN THE least poetic per­ 
son is stirred by these spring 
beauties. 
The familiar golden, trumpet- 
shape flowers have been joined 
by many other classes of daf­ 
fodils. The shades of colors and 
differing flower forms are a 
sight to behold. 
It comes as no surprise that 
daffodils are easy to grow; they 
provide a maximum of beauty 
with a minimum of attention. 
Best yet, by carefully selecting 
varieties, you can enjoy a suc­ 


cession of color from daffodils 
— in the garden and in indoor 
arrangements. The blooms are 
excellent cut flowers. 
BASICALLY, THE blooming 
season for daffodils covers the 
period from February to April. 
By choosing some very early- 
flowering daffodils, planting 
early blooming varieties, some 
mid-season ones and late-sea- 
son perform ers, weeks and 
weeks of beauty can be en­ 
joyed. 
Among the earliest daffodils 
to bloom are William the Silent, 
a mammoth yellow trumpet; 
and Matador, which produces 
up to seven flowers per stem. 
The larger flowers have soft 
yellow petals and a fiery-red 
cup. 
Early-blooming varieties are 
numerous. 
KING ALFRED, the popular 
yellow trumpet, is a best-seller, 
though others are gaining rap­ 
idly in stature. February Gold 
has star shaped petals, a long 
fluted orange trumpet with a 
ruffled orange lip. Fortune is a

^Tuberous begonias and fuchsias will appreciate a feeding this 
month. Check with your nurseryman for the recommended plant 
food. 


implant Calla Lillies this month. Replant any spring-blooming 
bulbs which you lifted and stored this summer. 


^Certain azaleas will begin to bloom this month and next. By 
planting these early varieties you can extend the flowering season 
for several months. 


*>Plant such perennials as English primrose, African daisies, 
white candytuft, carnations, delphiniums, chrysanthemums and 
helianthemums now for color next spring and summer. 


large-cupped yellow' with a 
golden orange trumpet. 
Binkie is a newcomer to the 
mid-season perform ers. This 
daffodil is a reverse bi-color: 
yellow petals with a ruffled 
white trumpet. 
Ice Follies has broad white 
petals with a large, flat ivory 
cup. Actaea is the largest Poet 
Daffodil — white petals with a 
gold-edged red eye; and Pink 
Punch, a newer trumpet-type, 
sports white petals and a pink 
trumpet. All-white Thalia prod­ 
uces clusters of flowers on each 
stem and Texas is a double, 
whose soft yellow petals are 
marked by a clear scarlet cen­ 
ter. 
FOLLOWING the mid-season 
daffodils is a host of lovely, 


late-blooming choices: 
Mabel 
Taylor has white petals with a 
pink band on the frilled cup; 
Spencer Tracy, also white, has 
a multi-colored yellow flushed 
apricot edge., 
Mount Hood is a huge pure 
white, with ruffled cup. 
The planting season for daf­ 
fodil bulbs is here, and nurser­ 
ies will have a large supply 


available for Marin gardens. 
Each variety will be identified 
by a color reproduction of the 
bloom, so that you can see the 
colors and flower forms. 
Your nurseryman can pro­ 
vide simple 
planting advice. 
Two important things to re­ 
member: 
Plant several bulbs of each 
variety and mass them together’ 
in garden locations. A dozen 
bulbs planted at random appear 
lost in the garden when they 
bloom — grouped together in a 
few clusters will give a cheery 
effect. 
Also, get quality bulbs. There 
are so-called bargain bulbs 
available, but they are only a 
bargain if a value is received in 
return.

Some recent releases from 
RCA: 
BIZET-SHCHEDRIN* The 
Carmen Ballet” — Arthur Fied­ 
ler and the Boston Pops — RCA 
LSC-3129: Im agine a ballet 
score constructed from all the 
familiar tunes of Bizet’s “Car­ 
m en,” and played without 
woodwinds, brass or harp — 
just the string section and a 
total of 47 percussion instru­ 
ments. Such is the scintillating 
score arranged by the Soviet 
composer Rodion Shchedrin 
and first released on the Melo- 
diya-Angel label. 
Who could be more appropri­ 
ate to conduct the first U.S. 
recording, in improved stereo 
sound, than Arthur Fiedler? 
This LP has been probably 
the most exciting listening ex­ 
perience with the classics I 
have had in the past year. Even 
if you can’t stand “Carmen,” 
give this sonic trip a chance on 
a good stereo system. 
“HOT TUNA” — RCA LPS- 
4353: two members of the Jef­ 
ferson Airplane, Jorma Kauko- 
nen and Jack Casady, have 
joined with harm onica man 
Will Scarlett to form a delight­ 
ful little acoustic rock group. 
The tapes were made at the 
New Orleans House in Berkeley 
and delve into old-timey favor­ 
ites like “Hesitation Blues” and 
“How Long Blues,” as well as 
several originals. 
Very nice, relaxed, non- 
freaked-out music. 


“THE BEST OF the Young­ 
bloods” — RCA LPS-4399: The 
Youngbloods have been around 
the rock world since the early 
days of mid-60s, and have 
turned out a number of fine 
singles, five of . which are fea­ 
tured here. Their sound is al­ 
ways tastefully balanced and 
much richer than the trio situa­ 
tion would seem to allow. 
Tunes like “ Get Together,” 
“ Darkness, Darkness,” and 
“Euphoria” should be around 
for a long time. 
CARL ORFF: “Carmina Bur- 
ana” — Boston Symphony con­ 
duced by Seiji Ozawa with 
soloists and New England Con­ 
servatory Chorus — RCA LSC- 
3161: “Rhythmic ostinato fig­ 
ures stretching over long, har­ 
monically immobile spans” — 
that doesn't sound like the 
structure of one of the most 
popular 20th Century works of 
concert music, does it? But it 
is. 
It is next to impossible to 
describe the sensational effect 
on audiences of the super-sim­ 
plified, repetitional music of 
Orff, but it does work. 
Orff's music using songs of 
the goliards — students who 
wandered Europe in the Middle 
Ages wining, wenching and cre­ 
ating poetry — finds its most 
sympathetic interpretation in 
choruses made up of today’s 
students. The New England 
group fits the bill, and Ozawa 
strikes the last measure of fire 
into this already roaring choral 
— orchestral piece.

Robert Reed 
Rare TV Actor With Two Series

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Tall 
Robert Reed is that rare actor 
who stars concurrently in two 
prime-time television series, 
“ Mannix” and “ The Brady 
Bunch.” 
While he plays Lieutenant To­ 
bias on a recurring basis in 
“Mannix,” the dapper perform­ 
er is Papa Mike Brady in the 
situation comedy. 
Working two shows at once 
isn’t all that sets Reed apart 
from most television actors. He 
also doesn’t take to other per­ 
formers. That’s why he lives in 
unfashionable Pasadena, “ to 
get away from Hollywood.” 
EVEN SO, Reed lives in a 
luxurious 20-room home that 
beggars most of the palaces of 
Bel Air and Beverly Hills. 
His house was built in 1914, 
designed by famed architect 
Grosvenor Goodhue, the man 


who designed many of West 
Point’s buildings, the Los Ange­ 
les 
Public Library and a 
sprinkling of state capitols. 
His home is not in keeping 
with Reeds’s personality. 
Though he looks impeccable 
on the air, off-screen Reed 
slops around in sneakers, blue 
jeans and T-shirt. His appear­ 
ance strikes a discordant note 
against the setting of his home, 
formal gardens and reflecting 
pool, the latter complete with 
an imposing fountain. 
REED WAS divorced several 
years ago but is visited fre­ 
quently by his 15-year-old 
daughter, Karen, who lives in 
Chicago, where her father was 
born. 
Also helping to fill the spa­ 
cious home are Reed’s parents 
who visit him regularly from a 
sprawling cattle ranch in Okla­ 
homa. 
A German shepherd named 


Sissy and a mutt who answers 
to Stubby are his favorite com­ 
panions around the house — 
;that is, when Reed hasn’t 
brought a date home and point­ 
ed her in the direction of the 
kitchen. 
WHILE HE employs full-time 
help, Reed doesn’t have a cook. 
When his mother visits she fills 
the bill. Otherwise unsuspecting 
pretty girls who accept dates 
from the actor often find them­ 
selves fixing meals. 


“I don’t myself cook for two 
reasons,” Reed says. “I don’t 
know how, and I have no inten­ 
tion of learning.” 
Reed is possessed of an off­ 
beat, quiet sense of humor. At 
parties he is most often alone in 
a corner talking to one or two 
close friends.* 
From time to time he hosts 
small dinner parties at home. 
The guest list is restricted to 


old friends (E. G. Marshall, for 
instance) and working acquaint­ 
ances. 
BECAUSE HIS schedule is 
crowded with two series, Reed 
is well organized. He reports to 
Paramount studios — where 
both shows are filmed — at 7 
a.m. and generally is through 
for the day 12 hours later. 
He says he enjoys working 
with the swarm of children on 
“The Brady Bunch” and play­ 
ing an ideal father. But remar­ 
riage is not among his calendar 
of events in the near future. 
Reed wears his own clothes 
on “Mannix” but as Mike Bra­ 
dy he relies on Paramount’s 
wardrobe department. 
“ Any actor who changes 
wardrobes all day long as part 
of his job is on an ego trip if he 
enjoys getting dressed up on his 
own time,” Reed says. “That’s 
why you find me in jeans and 
sneakers.”
